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Mr. Foster, a Republican member of the 
House Appropriation Committee, declares that 
the total amount of reductions attempted by “he 
majority of the committee will not exceed $32,- 
000,000. By what means the proposed reduc- 
tions are to be effected we have from time to 
time informed our readers; collectively, they 
constitute a method of successfully impairing the 
efficacy of the public service for the temporary 
glorification of the Democratic party and the per- 
manent good of nobody. When it was announced 
that the House would find means for a reduc- 
tion of $40,000,000 in the yearly expenses of 
the government, and might reach $100,000,000, 
we prophesied that not a fourth part of the 
smallest amount could be saved without harm, 
and that the majority would find that the wicked 
Republicans had been industriously at work in 
this same live for years, and provided for nearly 
all the reductions that were possible. The ex- 
isting deadlock on appropriations shows that we 
were right. 


The movement to preserve Old South Church 
at Boston promises to become contagious among 
New Englanders outside of Massachusetts. Hon. 
Wm. M. Evarts, of New York city, sends a 
check to swell the purchase fund, and responses 
come from other quarters. In view of the com- 
paratively few historic relics we can boast of, 
the project deserves every encouragement, espe- 
cially because, if tradition-loving Boston sets 
the example of tearing down ancestral and Rey- 
olutionary buildings, other places will be apt to 
do likewise with still greater indifference. One 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars is required 
to secure the ground and building, we believe, 
though the actual price of the property is double 
that amount. At the recent public meeting in 
the Old Church, many good reasons were given 
why it should not be demolished, but no speaker 
hit the right sentiment so nearly as Wendell 
. Phillips, who said'; Let these walls stand, if 
enly to remind us that in those days Adams and 


Otis, advocates of the newest and extremest 
liberty, found their sturdiest allies in the pul- 
pit :—that our Revolution was so much a cru- 
sude that the church led the van.” 


Welcome home! Four years ago a great many 
Republicans, determining that separation was 
easier than reformation, left the ranks of their 
party and left to their old friends the task of 
rectifying home troubles. So troublous was the 
outlook that many of us wanted to go with 
them, but a candidate in whose fitness few of 
us believed, a management whose honesty nearly 
everyone doubted and an alliance as unnatural and 
fatal as it was sentimentally beautiful, deterred 
us. The improvements in the party have been 
made by those who stayed at home, and the run- 
aways have graciously accepted them and come 
back. Once more they are in their proper 
places, the only places in which, politically, 
they can do good and keep out of mischief. If 
four years ago they had worked as hard inside 
the party as they did out of it, reform would 
pot have seemed so doubtful at Cincinnati this 
year as at one time it did, nor would an incom- 
petent Congress have been working mischief for 
half a year, with three times as much oppor- 
tunity to be troublesome in the future. The 
Reformers of ’72 did not lack courage, but 
patience is sometimes as useful as pluck—a fact 
which has doubtless occurred to the Reformers 
while they have been clinging to the skirts of 
the Democracy. 


INDEPENDENCE DAY. 


_ are indications that the coming 

Fourth will, in point of din and combus- 
tion, completely outdo each of its hundred pre- 
decessors, if not all of them combined. This 
was to have been expected. It seems to bea law 
of human nature that public joy and enthusiasm 
should find expression through our voleanic emo- 
tions. From time out of memory it has been 
the practice of the race to make a great noise on 
great occasions, and it is not likely to be de- 
parted from on Tuesday next. A century of 
Fourths compressed into one—a day of banners 
and processions, of ‘‘ bombs and gongs,” of bells 
and their ‘‘ four and twenty thousand crinkum- 
crankums,” of bonfires and other fires, and 
crackers and salvos and roar and thunder! No 
doubt we shall pile Vesuvius on tna and touch 
ourselves off until there is danger of the horizon 
cracking and the blue dome lifting over our 
heads. 

We have some things to celebrate, the Declar- 
ation of Independence being first and greatest. 
There is- much to be proud of in our material 
growth and expansion, and what that bas been 
one may find in the census and see at Philadel- 
phia. On the Fourth it is political and revola- 
tionary achievement that is called to mind. The 
Declaration started us on a road which we have 
followed faithfully and consistently since the 
day it was penned, so that we may possibly be 
excused for our particular devotion to it on the 
present anniversary of its adoption. -[t was a 
declaration of independence and a bill of rights 


combined, and who will say that we are not to- 
day about as independent a people, individually 
and collectively, and as great sticklers about 
rights as any nation on the face of the earth ? 
In this respect our century is conspicuous—our 
history unique. From the first we have been 
engaged, politically, in doing little else than de- 
fining and refining our public and private rights 
and privileges; we have clamored and fought 
for them. What provoked the revolution was a 
constitutional question as to how far the British 


Parliament could exercise control over the in-— 


ternal concerns of the American colonies, and 


its continued discussion brought out whole acres » 


of pamphlets, broadsides, speeches, petitions, 
and protests, the burden of which was righte— 
rights—rigbts. We have kept to this key-note 
from that day forth. Colonial rights having 
been secured in the success of the war for 
independence, we next fell against the snags of 
State rights, Constitutional rights, international 
rights, sailors’ rights, women’s rights, the rights 
of the press, of the laborer, of the capitalist, of 
the Indian and of the black man. Over all 
these we have talked and argued endlessly, and 
in settling some of them have expended treasure 
and blood witbout stint. Whatever else may be 
said of us, it never can be said that this nation 
has failed to honor the example of its founders 
in standing by its independence and in standing 
out for rights, even if some of its citizens im 
some cases have been on the wrong side. 

The Fourth—this Fourth in particular—is 
better calculated to adorn a tale than form a 
text from which to draw a moral. The bare 
suggestion to Young America to drop his fuse 
for a moment, and dwell upon “the lessons 
which the day is calculated to inculcate,” would 
most probably receive a rejoinder in the shape 
of a redoubled explosion of combustibles. Pos- 
sibly, were Bishop Whately among the living, 
he might enjoy a brief reflection upon the 


moral bearings of the occasion and repeat some . 


of his old-fashioned views. ‘* The possession of 
rights,” he would say, “‘ requires the perform- 
ance of corresponding duties on the part of the 
citizen.” This sounds well. In fact, it seems 
to be a sort of companion sentiment to much 
that is said in the Declaration of Seventy-six. 
And it raises the natural query whether we are 
as ready to follow out the doctrine Whately 
prescribes as we are to accept the principles 
Jefferson embodied; whether, having obtained 
all the rights in State we want, we shall now be 
disposed to do our duty to the State. If we are 


exposed to any serious danger it is that we are » 


likely to forget the Bishop’s axiom, and let the 
State take care of itself. True enough, our 
fathers did their duty in giving up life for a 
clear right, and subsequently in putting the 
foundations of the nation on a solid basis; and 
in our time citizens in great numbers followed 
their example when a great crisis came. The 
real danger is in the indisposition of the mass of 
our people, and of our best class of people, to 
trouble themselves with the every-day political 
subjects before them. We have been accus- 
tomed. to such great issues in the past that 
present matters appear trifling, whereas it is 
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precisely here that the utmost vigilance is re- 
quired to keep out the germ of decay. The cry 
of the past century has been all for rights; sup- 
pose, now, we inaugurate a century of which 
the good record will be that the people attended 
to their corresponding political duties. 


TWO CENTENNIAL CONVENTIONS. 


os the 28th to the 30th of June a Na- 

tional Reform Convention is to be held in 
Philadelphia to ‘‘ maintain the existing Chris- 
tian features of the American Government, and 
to secure a religious amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States.” From the Ist to 
the 4th of July a Centennial Congress of Lib- 
erals is to be convened in the same city, to urge 
‘*the total separation of Church and State, by 
repealing all Jaws which exempt church prop- 
erty from taxation, permit Bible-reading and 
worship in the public schools, enforce a Sabba- 
tarian observance of Sunday, and so forth.” 
By ‘‘so forth” is meant chaplains, religious in- 
structions in prisons and reformatories, judicial 
oaths and other acts publicly recognizing the 
Supreme Being. 

To separate Church and State is one thing ; 
to separate religion and politics is another. It 
is rather discouraging to find two conventions of 
eminent men that do not recognize the differ- 
ence. It is not Christian featwres in the Gov- 
erment, but Christian spirit in the hearts of 
the people, we need to maintain; it is not re- 
ligion in public life, but sectarian strifes and 
jealousies, we need to abate. 

Beyond any question, the Christian religion 
is historically the basis of our National Govern- 
ment. From the Puritans in New England to 
the Huguenots in South Carolina, the first set- 
tlers of this country were deeply religious men. 
They came hither to secure, not freedom from 
religion, but freedom to enjoy religion. They 
incorporated it in our national institutions. The 
Sabbath, the oath, the chaplain, the Bible, are 
all so many visible recognitions of Christianity. 
The spirit of liberty, equality, fraternity, is a 

~more sacred, because an invisible and inviolable, 

recognition of Christianity. ‘‘ Religion in Amer- 
iea,”’ says De Tocqueville, ‘‘ takes no direct part 
in the government of society, but it must be re- 
garded as the first of their political institu- 
tions.” And he gives, in a sentence, the reason: 
‘‘Despotism may govern without faith, but lib- 
erty cannot.” This is an axiom in American 
political economy. Certainly it has been so 
hitherto. The Libera] Convention will beat its 
waves of eloquence against this truth into fine 
foam to small purpose, and with no result. The 
‘‘immediate and absolute secularization of the 
State,” if it means anything, means the aboli- 
tion of all recognition of religion from Ameri- 
can institutions. It means the abolition by the 
Americans of the ‘‘ first of their political insti- 
tutions.” It. means to leave schools without 
moral culture, prisons without means of pro- 
moting the reformation of prisoners, politicians 
without other principle than present policy, and 
the people without higher allegiance than that 
of respect for their ancestry. Such a revolution | 
will not be entered on hastily by the descend- 
ants of the Mayflower immigrants. 

We heartily wish, therefore, that we could bid 
God-speed to the National Reform Association, 
organized to resist this revolution. If its 
object was to maintain the Christian spirit in 
American institutions we should do so. Un- 
happily this is not ite purpose. It proposes to 
secure a grand result by a ludicrously inade- 
quate means. It proposes to amend the Con- 
stitution so that it shall recognize God as God, 
the Bible as his Word, and Jesus Christ as his 
only Son. It therefore proposes, of course, to 
require every politician to swear to support a

hearts of the people. To push through any rad- 
ical changes in legislation by a threat, against 
the well-considered judgment of the conserva- 
tive branch of the national legislature, violates 
the spirit if not the letter of the Constitution ; 
and this is what the House is attempting to do. 
The proposed reductions will necessitate a ma- 
terial modification in the public service. They 
involve such radical changes as the transference 
of the Indian Bureau to the War Department. 
These changes may be wise ; they may be fool- 
ish ; the reductions may be just; they may be 
impracticable: but, wise or unwise, neither 
House should attempt to coerce the other House 
to accept them against its better judgment.

Everyone who has visited the national 
capital remembers the unfinished wooden-roofed 
obelisk which stands somewhere in the outskirts 
of the city, but to-the millions who never went 
there, it is to-day of little consequence and of less 
interest.

—It is somewhat exasperating to honest men 
who have served or are serving the United States 
(fovernment to observe the ease with which their 
brethren of less tender consciences escape from 
the red-tape tangles in which they are from time 
to time involved. Here, for instance, is an ex- 
Surgeon of Volunteers, who, a dozen years ago, 
had charge of a general hospital, with hundreds 
of patients from almost as many different regi- 
ments. He closed his official accounts on dis- 
charge from service, received what he had reason 
to believe were his final papers, and went dili- 
gently about the practice of his profession. In 
this Centennial year of grace he is suddenly con- 
fronted by an official envelope from Washington 
inelosing lists of stores, from a few ounces of gum- 
arabic up to a hospital tent or an iron bedstead, 
the necessary expenditure of which in the 
service of the nation he is required’ to 
certify under oath. He cannot do so consci 
entiously, for although he is sure of no in- 
tentional neglect, he may have been deceived by 
his subordinates, and the stores may in part have 
been misapplied or wasted. He consults his law- 
ver, and is laughingly told to take the oath and 
be done with it. This easy solution of the diffi- 
eulty will be adopted without hesitation by a 
careless officer, the papers will be returned in due 
form, and nothing farther will be heard from the 
department. The conscientious man, however, 
will open a correspondence, and very likely be 
badgered at inter\Vals for years to come before he 


finally convinces the Surgeon General's office that 
he does not oweit some hundreds of dollars for 
wasted stores. This is no imaginary case. Ex- 
officers are daily receiving such demands, and the 
really conscientious and faithful are the ones to 
suffer, while he who is willing lightly to take a 
solemn oath concerning an absurd matter coes 
scot free. 


—President Grant sent to the two Houses of 
Congress, on learning of the release in England of 
two American forgers, a special message in which 
he says that by this act Her Majesty's government 
fails ‘*to comply with the provisions and require- 
ments of the treaty, under which the extradition 
of fugitive criminals is made, between the two 
governments. The position thas taken by the 
British Government, if adhered to, cannot but be 
regarded as the abrogation and annulment of the 
article of the treaty on extradition. Under these 
circumstances, it will not, in my judgment, com- 
port with the dignity or self-respect of this gov- 
ernment to make demands upon that government 
for the surrender of fugitive criminals, nor to en. 
tertain any requisition of that character from 
that government, under the treaty.” Our ar- 
rangement, therefore, for the capture of fugitives 
may be regarded as practically at an end, and we 
may be sure that the abrogation will not operate 
to the moral advantage of the community. 


—We regret to notice that Mr. Blaine has suf- 
fered something in the nature of a relapse, and 
has been obliged for the present to give up his in- 
tention of going to Maine for rest and change of 
air. Probably the exciting news of the past few 
days has not tended to quiet his nerves, and it 
must of course be difficult for his attendants to 
keep him ignorant of the doings wherein, if he 
had been well, he would have borne so active a 
part. The whole affair of the telegrams has been 
traced to its fountain-head, and it turns out that 
some one in Philadelphia telegraphed to Caldwell 
asking him to telegraph Mr. Proctor Knott, and 
dictating, or at least suggesting the form of, the 
dispatch. This has been made much of by Mr. 
Blaine’s enemies, but it is assuredly nothing to 
his discredit that he wanted the testimony of an 
absent witness, nor that it was telegraphed for. 
We do not, however, attempt to excuse the dicta- 
tion of the return dispatch. That savors too 
strongly of the political code of morals which has 
come to be regarded without disfavor at Wash- 
ington. 

—Tbe New York Press Club visit the Centennial 
Exposition to-day. They will be received by Hon. 
John W. Forney, of the Philadelphia Press. 
Special courtesies have been extended the Club 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad and the Centennial 
Commissioners. 

—On Tuesday evening last Mr. William Cullen 
Bryant, the oldest living American author except- 
ing Richard H. Dana, was formally presented 
with the birthday present whose preparation was 
begun eighteen months ago, when he reached his 
eightieth year. The testimonial is a silver vase, 
the most elegant ever made in this country, and 
is exceeded in artistic value by very few similar 
pieces of workmanship in the world. Thecurrent 
number of Harpers Magazine (July) contains 
illustrations of this testimonial, and a full ac- 
count of the proceedings which led to the pres- 
entation. Nearly twelve years ago, on the 
oeeasion of Mr. Bryant's seventieth birthday, 
the Century Club, of which he is now Presi- 
dent, celebrated the occasion by presenting 
him with a literary and artistic evidence of 
their admiration, to the preparation of which 
almost all the prominent members of those pro- 
fessions contributed. Mr. Bryant bids fair, so 
far as any apparent indication of failure goes, 
to celebrate the arrival of his ninetieth birth- 
day with as much personal enjoyment as he 
does his eightieth. His speech last Tuesday even- 
ing was more bright and telling than many a 
younger man could have made ; and although the 
speaker's voice was feeble it was evident that the 
brain behind it gave small evidence of his ad- 
vanced years. 


—The nomination of Lot M. Morrill as Secretary 
of the Treasury and his prompt confirmation 
therein by his fellow Senators, is calculated to 
allay the anxiety felt or assumed by the Presi- 
dent’s enemies, lest he should become reckless in 
the matter of appointments, now that his admin- 
istration is evidently destined to end within a year. 
That is not the kind of stuff General Grant is 
made of, and the fact that he almost at the same 
time nominated Judge Fisher United States Dis- 
trict Attorney for Delaware does not change the 
situation, although it must be confessed that the 


nominee's record as Attorney for the Distriet of 
Columbia does not tend to inspire confidence in 
his future career. His appointment has not yet 
been confirmed. 


—Commencement week for a large number of 
our colleges opened on Sunday last with bacea- 
laureate sermons. <At Yale, President Porter 
preached on true success in life, which, in view of 
the constant failures in life, is still about as fresh 
a subject as it was in Adam's time. President 
at Wesleyan University, impressed the 
graduating class with the fact that if we hope to 
preserve our integrity aS a people we must main- 
tain a pure religious faith. At Dartmouth, Presi- 
dent Smith spoke of the sourees of infidelity, and 
at Amherst Prof. L. Clarke Seelye read the dis 
prepared by President Stearns, 
sudden decease a few days since put the college in 
mourning. The central thought of the sermon 
was the influence of mogal power in sustaining 
permanence in the State. After the baccalaure- 
ates come festivities, orations and the inevitable 
batch of Aonorarii—the D. D.’s, LL.

INQUIRING FRIENDS. 

1. Would you adrise a Protestant young woman 
to marry a Romanist if, apart from their religious 
belief, they were suited to each other in every way, 
and felt they had found in one another the one 
abore all whom each could lore truly “unto the 
end? Both are of mature age, and capable of 


sober judgment in the matter. 

E have known very good results from such 
7 marriages and very bad ones. Asa general 
rule, it is unquestionably not wise for persons of 
very oppugnant religious views to marry. In con- 
scientious natures the religious element will influ- 
ence questions of duty more than personal dispo- 
sitions. There will be questions of education, of 
governing the children, of books and papers, 
about which contention is liable to arise. Never- 
theless there may be cases (and yours may be one) 
in which common sense and love may be sufficient 
to avoid or overcome the dangers. That you 
think so before marriage is no sign that you will 
after marriage. 


2. Does evil done to persons whose forgiveness 
has been asked and refused prevent a full sense of 
forgiveness obtained through Christ, or is this full 
sense everlasting, sustaining grace being once 
obtained 

An illturn intentionally done to any one, even 
to one who has refused forgiveness for some pre- 
vious wrong, must be disquieting to a healthy 
conscience. Possibly self-righteousness, if assidu- 
ously cultivated, may afford relief, but the right- 
eousness that is of Christ never justifies the doing 
of anything out of spite. 


8. What would you advise that person to do, 
who, being constantly rebuked, generates thoughts 
and actions unbecoming one iwho is endeavoring 
to become Christlike ? 

We would advise him, with what grace he may 
possess, to bear the rebukes as well as he can, try 
not to deserve them, and reflect that at the long- 
est this state of things can only last a few vears. 
Perhaps the discipline: is fitting him for a time 
to come when he will be tempted to be a habitual 
rebuker. Probably the present rebuker does not 
at all realize the annoyance that is given. 


4. Could the war and its evil results have been 
aroided by trusting to time and milder measures 
fora solution of the slavery question ? 

It is always easy in looking back upon the per- 
plexities of life to see, or think we see, a way by 
which disastrous results might have been avoided. 
It is so with regard to every war in history, and 
probably there is not a disappointed politician 
alive who does not think that if he had the cam- 
paign to manage over again he could win. We 
ean only act according to the light that is given 
us, and leave the result to God. 


5. Have we Scriptural examples of the exalted 
esteem in which woman is held by many of our 
most advanced thinkers ? 

Only by implication. The men who wrote the 
New Testament were not given to the expression 
of sentiment as regards the other sex. Their lives 
when they wrote were full of anxieties concerning 
their mission to mankind in general. Neverthe- 
less there are many passages which may be taken 
as prophetic. Probably Paul never went so far 
in this direction as do many of our noblest modern 
philosophers. 
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6. Was labora part of the curse 

We should say that * the curse” beeame a part 
of labor after the fall. Before that, labor, we 
take it, was a pleasure. How, we can all of us 
partly understand from our own experience— 
why, we cannot pretend to say. 


7. Were the Old Testament prophets members of 


the visible church 

They were, so far as the church was visible in 
their day. Every Israelite was constructively a 
member of the church as it then existed. 

8. Buta wounded spirit who can bear? 

This does not mean that there is anything which 
by God's help we cannot bear. When the wound. 
ed spirit is by Heavens aid partly or wholly 
healed, then we begin to feel that it is tolerable. 
If there were no such balm it would be hard in- 
deed to bear. 

9 Why do the eyes of a well-painted portrait 
seem to follow one about the room # 

They so follow you only when painted as though 
looking straight from the canvas, and the princi- 
ple is the same as that which makes it necessary 
in representing reflections in smooth water to 
place each part of the reflection directly below 
the object reflected. Lay a mirror level on a 
table and everything reflected in it will be on a 
plumb line with the object reflected. Tilt it to 
one side and everything is thrown out of balance. 
If a lake were introduced ina picture with its re- 
flections painted thus, vou would see instantly 
that it was false to nature. For the same reason, 
when a moonglade is painted its central line must 
be parallel to the sides of the picture (unless the 
frame is circular). Then, when you walk across 
thé room in front of it, the band of light seems to 
follow your motions just as the eyes do, and just 
as the real moonglade does when you are walking 
along a real lake shore with a real moon opposite. 

MINOR MATTERS. 

We take this opportunity to clear off a con- 
siderable accumulation of minor queries, asking 
pardon of the senders for the long delay in an- 
swering. 

1. W. H.—Prof. Phelps, in speaking of a paint- 
ing by Raphael ‘‘in which is pictured more of 
beauty than in any other in the world,” refers to 
the Sistine Madonna in the Museum at Dresden. 

2. “An Inquirer.”—If you will tell us what keys 
Christ actually gave to Peter we will engage to 
tell you what Peter did with them. 

3. M. W. C.—The poem beginning, ‘‘ Now fly as 
the rushing wind,” was in several of the school 
readers common a generation ago. Namely, 
“The Village Reader,” (Merriams, Springfield, 
1840) **‘The Young Ladies’ Reader,” and others. 
Also in ** Barber's Historical Collections of Massa- 
chusetts,” where are related the incidents which 
suggested the poem. It was written prior to 1839 
by Mrs. Sarah J. Hale, editor of the Ladies’ 
Magazine, Boston, 

4. **Shorthand.”—Munson’'s system is the one 
generally followed more or less closely by report- 
ers in this country. Enough of its very exten- 
sive resources can be acquired by amateurs ina 
few weeks’ practice to greatly facilitate the tak- 
ing of notes, while those who care to make them- 
selves accomplished reporters will find it ample 
for all their needs. In England the practice of 
shorthand writing (Pitman’s) is more uniform 
than here, and we are informed that it is not un- 
common for members of Pariiament to correct the 
reporter's original phonographic notes of speeches. 
The Harpers publish Munson’s books. There are 
systems which to the amateur Jook simpler than 
Munson’s, but our correspondents may as well 
make up their minds that without painstaking 
practice none of these can be made available. Any 
of them, when once acquired, will doubtless facili- 
tate writing for one’s own reading. Among these 
Lindley’s Tachygraphy is recommended as deserv- 
ing special notice. 

5. S. N. B.—Most of the well-established col- 
leges have endowed scholarships, or make special 
provision for the aid of poor students. The 
catalogues usually contain information concerning 
them, and when fuller information is desired any 
officer of the institution will, no doubt, furnish 
it. We would advise inquirers to enclose stamps 
for return postage, as this expense may easily 
become a burden to a not overpaid professor. 

6. Mrs. C. W. finds the lines, 

* As I lose myself in the infinite main,”’ &c., 
in a poem by Kingsley as quoted by Miss E. Stu- 
art Phelps in ‘‘Hedged In.” Three stanzas only 
are given there, and the rest of it is asked for:

INDEPEND 


THE DECLARATION 
ENCE. 


f Sapo independent American is expected to in- 

form himself this year, if he has never done 
so before, upon the particulars of that somewhat 
famous and flattering document which a century 
ago declared him *‘equal” to every man he meets. 
In Philadelphia, at least, they are proposing to 
revive the memory of the Declaration on = the 
coming ** Fourth,” and for once we must all do as 
Philadelphia does. To add to the delights of the 
occasion there, the time-worn parchment itself, 
with the complicated chirography of its signers, is 
placed on exhibition in Independence Hall, whence 
it originally proceeded, for “‘allmen”™ to see if they 
to. For the Centennial orator we shall 
have Mr. Evarts, for Centennial poet, Mr. Bayard 
Taylor, and for a Centennial procession some- 
thing of Continental proportions is promised, as 
its different parts are to come from North, South, 
Kast and West. Outside of Philadelphia, 
judging from the note of preparation, there is to 
be an ebullition of patriotism and gunpowder such 
as we are not likely to have again for another 
hundred years, 

The history of the adoption of the Declaration 
of Independence is familiar to most readers. The 
war of the Revolution, we will remember, began 
with a collision between the Lexington and Con- 
cord farmers and the King’s troops. The single 
object of the former in taking up arms was to 
protect their property and = resist what they 
thought were dangerous measures of Parliament. 
Beyond the assertion of their own rights they 
had no thought of war. Least of all did they 
Wish to separate from Great Britain, and the 
movement for independence had almost no advo- 
cates at that time; it was an afterthought, a step 
forced upon the colonists by the continued hostil- 
ity towards them of the mother country. In this 
respect the history of the Declaration is not un- 
like that of the Proclamation of Emancipation in 
our late war. The freedom of the slave was not 
the object the Union forces had in view: the col 
onist did not look for independence. Emancipa- 
tion was announced as a war measure : the Decla- 
ration was adopted largely upon the same ground. 
In neither case were these measures c ontemplated 
at the beginning of the troubles. 

The progress of publie sentiment on the ques- 
tion of independence was rapid when the colon- 
ists discovered that Great Britain proposed to 
force them to accept the tax schemes. In January, 
1776, Thomas Paine came out with his famous 
tract called **‘ Common Sense,” which had a great 
run as a popular circular in favor of independ- 
ence, and many other writers stirred up the 
community through similar channels. The first 
authoritative step in the matter was taken by the 
Assembly of North Carolina, which voted, on 
the 22d of April, that whenever the subject came 
up in the Continental Congress, her delegates 
should concur with those from other colonies in 
declaring for independence. Similar resolutions 
were adopted soon after in other colonial legisla- 
tures, but on the 15th of May, Virginia went a 
step further and instructed her delegates to pro- 
pose the project of independence in Congress, and 
on the 7th of June, Riehard Henry Lee, from that 
State, offered a resolution in that body declaring 
that ‘‘the United Colonies are and ought .to be 
free and independent States, that they are dis- 
solved from all allegiance to the British crown, 
and that all political connection between thein 
and the State of Great Britain is, and ought to 
be, totally dissolved.” Congress met the question 
squarely, debated it earnestly for three days, and 
on the 10th of June, appointed a committee of 
five, consisting of John Adams, Benjamin Frank- 
lin, Thomas Jefferson, Robert R. Livingston and 
Roger, Sherman, to draw up a formal Declaration 
expressing the drift and purpose of Lee’s resolu- 
tion. The matter was then postponed until the 
ist of July, ‘to give time for greater unanimity 
among the members, and enable the people to in- 
struct and influence their delegates.” On the 
2d inst, Lee’s original resolution was passed, and 
immediately after on the same day the Declara- 
tion as prepared by the committee of five was 
called up for consideration. It underwent severe 
scrutiny and some alteration in debate, and was 
finally accepted in its present form on the Fourth 
of July, having received the affirmative vote of 
every colony. 

It was not without considerable opposition that 
this instrument was adopted. Pennsylvania and 
Delaware voted against independence almost up 
to the last moment, and their delegates were 
divided when the final vote was take, @e major- 
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ity, however, being in favor of it. The aniline 
and most powerful speaker on the side of the 
Declaration was Johu Adams, of Massachusetts ; 
its chief opponent was John Dickinson, of Penn- 
sylvania, who thought there was nothing to be 
gained by the measure. Throughout the colonies 
it was received with great satisfaction. 

Thomas Jefferson, the author of the Declara- 
tion, was born in Albemarle County, Virginia, 
April 13, 1743, graduated from William and Mary 
College at Williamsburg, studied law and became 
amember of the Virginia House of Burgesses be- 
fore the outbreak of the Revolution. He came 
into notice first as an effective and elegant writer 
on political affairs, and his reputation preceding 
him to Congress, he was placed upon the special 
committee to draw up the Declaration, and that 
committee requested him to make the first draft 
of the document. Jefferson's influence was ex- 
erted entirely through his pen and vigorous con- 
versation in and out of committee meetings. He 
never spoke in the debates of Congress. 

As the final vote was not taken until late in the 
evening of the Fourth (according to Mr. Ettings 
new and minute history of Independence Hall) it 
Was not until the next day, the 5th, that the offi- 
cial promulgation of the Declaration was made. 
The signing did not take place till August. On 
the 8th it was read in public in Philadelphia, and 
subsequently in other places, and at the head of 
the army. The original parchment in Jefferson's 
handwriting is preserved in the Department of 
State at Washington, except, that during the 
Centennial Exhibition, it is to be seen, as stated, 
in Independence Hall. 


CRNTENNIAL ADVICE TO WOMEN, 
By JENNIE MORISON, 
| JIRST decide how iong you will stay in Phila- 
delphia—assuming that of course you will 
go. You can see a great deal in a day, and you 
cannot see all in a month. If vou need to count 
the cost, and vour stay there depends on the ex 
pense, take an account-book and reckon your car 
fares. Excursion tickets are sold at reduced rates 
from all important points. From New York and 
return you can get tickets for $2, $3, $4 and #5. 
Those which are good for one day only are : $2 for 
a poor train going at 5.30 A.M. and returning at 
7P.M.: $3 for a better train going later and re- 
turning earlier: and $4 good on any train. My 
information about-other tickets, though obtained 
from headquarters, is contradictory, and an appli- 
eation to the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, or 
the Bound Brook Route of the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey, for the latest rates of fare and 
times of leaving of the Centennial trains would be 
advisable. The fare from New York and return 
will probably be about four or fiye dollars. 

If vou have no acquaintances in Philadelphia 
upon whose services you wish to call, write for a 
boarding-place to Rev. E. M. Long, office ** Cen 
tennial Christian Homes,” corner Twelfth and 
Berks street, informing him what rooms are re- 
quired, whether with breakfast and supper or 
without, and telling him that you want to be on 
the line of the Pennsylvania or the Reading Rail 
road, so as not to be dependent on the horse cars, 
You will probably get fair board for from $1.50 to 

2.50 per day, or from $7 to $12 per week. There 
is another company, whose address I do not know, 
but a very gentlemanly agent goes through the 
train, giving information as to locality, and from 
him a room can be engaged, without board, for 
$1.25 per day, or with board for $2.50. You can 
study his map and select a place either near the 
grounds, which you will probably find not very 
agreeable, or on the line of the steam railroads. 
which send trains to the Exhibition every fifteen 
or twenty minutes. The Pennsylvania railroad 
takes you directly tothe gate. From the Read 
ing depot, on the other side of the park, there is 
a short up-hiil walk to the gate; but easy carriages 
are in Waiting, and you can ride up for ten cents. 
There are some hotels kept on the European plan 
which offer good rooms for $2 per day. 

You can thus make some approximate estimate 
of your expenses, and adjust your boarding-place 
and the length of your stay to suit your purse. 

Arrange your affairs, if possible, so as not to 
reach Philadelphia ‘“‘tired out.” Have some re- 
serve strength on hand. Especially is this impor- 
tant if you take children with you. Older ehil- 
dren ought to be taken for the sake of their 
education, and in some cases younger ones must 
go if their mother goes. I saw very many quite 
sinall babies in my four days jn the Exhibition, 
and not one cry did I hear. It was positively de- 
lightful to see mothers and their little ones com- 
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fortably journeying about in their rolling-chairs 
from Norway to Italy, througTi China, Japan and 
Giermany to Russia. What an easy way to make 
a tour of the world ! 

At this season your dress—plain, of course— 
should be adapted to the heat, for Philadelphia is 
not a cool city. Have as little luggage with you 
as possible. The simplest changes of raiment re- 
quired for cleanliness and the probable variations 
in temperature are all you should earry. You 
will not wish to use your time in “‘ dressing” nor 
in packing. Any wrap or waterproof you may 
feel it necessary to carry to the grounds can be 
left at one of the several ** pafcel offices” at a 
charge of twenty-five cents for the day. 

It will be a positive economy to accept the com- 
fort ofa rolling-chair. If vou have an escort who 
esteems it a privilege to push you, allow him that 
pleasure, but while polite and intelligent men can 
be hired with the chair at sixty cents an hour do 
not deprive yourself of their service if you have 
no one who will do it cheaper. You will see more 
in three days, with greater ease to yourself, if you 
take a chair when you begin to feel fatigued, than 
you will in four days if you drag yourself about 
with aching back and feet. 

There are a number of waiting-rooms, very 
neat, and presided over by obliging attendants, 
where you may find plenty of water and clean 
towels—luxuries to be appreciated after a morn- 
ings walk in the dust and heat. 

From the full reports and deseriptions of the 
Exhibition which you haye seen you have proba- 
bly fixed upon some things which you desire es- 
pecially to see. Make careful notes of such, ar- 
ranged in some system. Have, also, a small 
memorapdum-book ready for your notes of the 
exhibits. What seems at the time easy to be re- 
membered you will be in danger of losing in the 
great accumulation of facts and suggestions which 
will come to you unless you are extraordinarily 
unimpressible. 

Take the cireuit of the grounds in the steam 
railroad the first day. The fare is only the mod- 
erate sum of five cents—cinders thrown in. 

Your midday meal—call it either launch or din- 
ner—will be taken inside the grounds. Your en- 
trance fee, a fifty-cent piece, entitles you to spend 
the day, and you will not care to go out and re- 
pay it forthe sake of eating outside. There are 
lunch-rooms in the main building which a friend 
reported to me verv good, and not exorbitant in 
price. At’ The Dairy” another friend found sat- 
isfactory food at a very reasonable price. I can 
testify of my own knowledge that the Vienna 
C‘afé furnishes excellent tea, coffee, chocolate, de- 
licious breads of several kinds, and ice cream, at a 
small price: coffee and bread, thirty-five cents, 
tea, | believe, a little less, and chocolate a little 
more. It is quite the fashion to bring a lunch- 
basket and supplement its contents with milk, 
coffee or tea from either of these places, eating 
either at one of the tables or out of doors under 
the trees. 

At ** Lauber’s,” the German restaurant, a sub- 
stantial dinner can be had for as small a sum as 
at any of the better restaurants | know. My com- 
panion and myself had tender, well-cooked beef- 
steak, two vegetables, with bread and butter, for 
eighty-five cents. The rooms are large and airy, 
and there are some balconies and open-air places 
attached. The German fashion of smoking must 
be submitted to here, but the ventilation is so 
good that I did not find it annoying, although 
sensitive to tobacco-smoke. On the balconies it 
was scarcely unpleasant. 

The two French restaurants are more extrava- 
gant in price, but no more so than at some New 
York restaurants ; and at the Lafayette we found 
the food nicely prepared. 

The “Southern” and the ‘‘Grand American” 
should be avoided. ‘They are dirty, high-priced, 
and poorin almost every respect. At the ‘* New 
England Log House” a good ** Yankee” dinner, 
neatly prepared and served, can be had, if you are 
not crowded out, at one o'clock. . The complaints 
of extortion which so many papers have published 
are unjust except as applied to a few places. 
They are not true of the Exhibition generally. 

It is perfectly easy for ladies to go to Philadel- 
phia and enjoy the Exhibition without a gentle- 
man escort. We met friends in companies of two, 
three and four who testified that it was much 
more practicable than they expected. 1 saw one 
lady, with a little boy about six years old, who 
said she had come an entire stranger to the city. 
She had arrived in the forenoon, having secured 
lodgings from the agent in the cars, and after 
spending the day in the Exhibition, asked the 
gatekeeper, as she was going out, how to reach 
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the place to which she was ticketed. He gave 
her very plain directions what car to take, and 
added, in a very pleasantly assuring tone, ‘‘ It’s a 
very good region, madam.” If the politeness and 
suavity of the officials lasts all summer as | saw 
it, it will be one of the greatest wonders of the 
great Exhibition. 


Music. 


The most interesting, and undoubtedly the 
most lasting, souvenir of the musical opening of 
the great Exposition is the Centennial March, by 
Richard Wagner, played by the Thomas orches- 
tra. The right to publish all arrangements of 
this was purchased by John Chureh & Co. of Cin- 
cinnati. We have before us the piano score, ar- 
ranged by Theodore Thomas. In this remarkable 
composition the triplet is used with majestic ef- 
fect. In deseribing it the New York Tribune says: 

“We know of no other composition in which the essential 
ceaseless beat of the march has been combimed in such an 
extraordinary manner with the characteristics of the sym- 
phony. The ordinary march is merely a tune of simple 
structure, more or less carefully harmonized, and played 
over and over again, now loud, now soft, but always the 
same plain tune. But Wagner, adopting the rhythm as a 
foundation, has taken a short phrase or theme, and devel- 
oped it after the manner of Beethoven, led it through ingen- 
ious modulations and harmonic changes, then taken a second 
theme, and finally a third, treated them separately and treat- 
ed them together, and led up by them to a magnificent finale, 
forming a climax which it would be almost impossible for 
the simple march movement to produce under any com pos- 
er’s hand. Thus in listening to this Centennial March we are 
not reminded of any military music we have ever beard be- 
fore, even from Wagner's pen. There are passages whose 
heavy and majestic movement reminds us of the * Meister- 
singer.’ and there are phrases among those lighter portions 
intended, as Wagner tells us, as a reference to the beautiful 
women of America, which recall the poetry of ‘Tristan und 
Isolde.” But it isnot a copy of anything, nor a reminiscence : 
it is a purely original work—perhaps one of the most original 
things Wagner bas written since ‘ Tristan.’ ”’ 

The pianist familiar with Wagner's works need 
not fear its difficulties, for the movement has a 
swing which carries the performer along; and, 
indeed, with the exception of a few passages, the 
average player can learn it with little practice. 
It covers nineteen pages, and is sold for one dol- 
lar. The proceeds of sale will reimburse the 
Ladies’ Centennial Committee, who paid Wagner 
$5,000 for the composition, which appeals as well 
to the patriotism as to the taste of every musician. 


Oliver Ditson & Co., Boston, have issued a Cen- 
tennial collection of national songs of all the 
principal countries. It contains fifty-six pages, 
and embraces the songs of America, England, 
France, Germany, Russia, Austria, Plaly, Ireland, 
Seotland, Denmark, Sweden, Spain, and Wales. 
Among those not common to similar collections 
are Keller's ‘“‘American Hymn" (composed for 
the Boston Jubilee), “Our Flag is There,” ** March 
of the Men of Harleck,” ‘*To Thee, O Country,” 
by Julius Eichberg, &c. It is printed in neat 
though inexpensive style. 


From W. A. Pond & Co., New York, we have 
received the following : 

Valse Souvenirs presents Lester Wallack in the 
new role of a composer; and his success is a gen- 
uine surprise. The composition is in the true 
waltz spirit; the movement is easy, graceful and 
flowing; it opens in D, changes to G, then to A, 
then, by an easy progression, to F, and back 
through A and G to a brilliant ending in the orig- 
inal key. It is quite easy, and is sure to become 
popular. 

“N. G.,” by M. G. Gianetti, is a very good 
comic song, the cabalistic initials standing, not 
for National Guard, but for NoGo. Love is the 
theme, and rejected love the basis of the comical- 
ity. 
cAghiiiehta’e Standard,” by 8. Schoenbrun, is 
of course apropos to the Centennial. It is full of 
patriotic fervor and vigor. 

‘*Rest, my Darling, Slumber Now,” a lullaby 
by David Braham, is a sentimental song of the 
popular school. Lullabies are favorite themes 
for composers, and meet with general favor. 


In our late review of the very interesting Can- 
tata of Frederic H. Pease, we inadvertently omit- 
ted the name of Longfellow’s poem, *‘The Old 
Clock on the Stairs,” which is used. It is pub- 
lished by C. J. Whitney & Co., Detroit, and is 
admirably adapted for choirs, musical conventions 
and the like. 

Bigelow & Main, New York, have just issued a 
handy collection of ‘‘ Songs for the Little Folks,” 
adapted for the home circle and for primary 


classes in Sunday and day schools. It contains a 
number of judiciously chosen Kindergarten songs, 
the whole compiled by Mrs. W. F. Crafts (better 
known as Miss Sara J. Timanus) and Miss J. B. 
Merrill. It is well made up, and in addition to 
many new pieces has also all the old and time- 
honored favorites. 

‘‘Happy Songs for the Sunday-Nchool, the So- 
cial Meeting and tye Home Circle,” by Rev. Elisha 
A. Hoffman, is published by W. F. Schneider, 
Cleveland, Obio. It contains very many new and 
interesting compositions, and a number of famil- 
iar melodies, including some of those used by the 
evangelists Moody and Sankey. 

Hubert P. Main, whose name is a household 
word in Sunday-schools, has written a very sweet 
melody to the lullaby of Mrs. Mary Mapes Dodge, 
commencing— 

Bye, baby, day is over, 
Lees are drowsing in the clover, 
Bye, baby, bye! 
Now the sun to bed is gliding, 
All the pretty flowers are hiding, 
Bye, baby, bye!

THE WAGE-FUND THEORY. 
The Wages Question. A Treatise on Wages and the Wages 
Class. By Francis A. Walker, M. A., Ph. D. Henry Holt & 


Co., New York: $3.50. 

For some years there has been among English 
philosophers an accepted theory that the wage-paying 
eapacity of a nation or a particular industry might be 
estimated when the capital of such nation or business 
was known. Given a certain capital, economists could 
tell what proportion of it might be expended for 
wages,and what proportion could not possibly be ex- 
ceeded without loss. Asa logical deduction from this 
theory, it has been frequently asserted that this rule 
absolutely controlled the whole labor question ; that 
if the laboring force was increased without a corre- 
sponding increase in capital, the wages of each laborer 
must be reduced in exact proportion to the increase 
of the laboring force, and that strikes and all labor 
agitations were powerless against it. Accordingto the 
same theory, if a certain cluss of workmen increased 
in skill and obtained greater compensation, others 
would necessarily suffer a reduction of wages, for 
only a certain amount of money existed for the pay- 
ment of the entire working force. 

The soundness of this idea, kuown as the “ wage- 
fund theory,” has been doubted from the first by the 
majority of successful business men, and many iso- 
lated arguments, supported by practical illustrations, 
have been directed against it. The longevity of the 
theory is due less to the soundness of the theory itself 
than to the reluctance of business men to undertake a 
literary dispute with scholars whose methods were so 
much more able than their ideas. Professor Walker 
has, fortunately, the special abilities necessary to a 
contest with the abstract ecovomists on their own 
ground, and his book will be read with great satisfac- 
tion by the many whose objections he so clearly ex- 
pressed and sustains. It would be impossible in our 
limited space to indicate the line of his argument: 
we believe, however, that to present his leading dis- 
tinctions will be to convince our readers of the fallacy 
of the theory against which the author's volume is 
directed. The first is that wages are governed en- 
tirely by the prospect of profit: 

“An employer pays wages to purchase labor, not to expend 
a fund of which he may be in possession. He purchases labor 
not because he desires to keep it employed, but as a means 
to the production of wealth. He produces wealth not for 
the sake of producing it, but with a view to a profit to him- 
self, individually, in that production. . . If a person 
have wealth, that of itself constitutes no reason at all to him 
why he should expend any portion of it on labor, on ma- 
chinery, or on materials. It is only as he sees that he can 
increase that wealth through production that the impulse to 
employ it in those directions is felt. But forthe profits by 
which he bopes thus to increase his store it would be alike 
easier and safer for him to keep his wealth at rest than te 
put it in motion for the benefit of others. It is true that an 
employer may for a time produce without profits, or even at 
a loss; but this will be for the sake of holding together his 
working force or his body of customers, in the hope of better 
times when he can make himself good for present hardship, 
or because he has formed contracts or engagements which 
law or business honor compels him to fill at any sacrifice. 
These cases do not constitute a substantial exception to the 
principle that the motive to the purchase of labor is found 
in the profits of production. 

* But again it is evident that an employer will be disposed 
to produce, within the limits of the agencies at kis command, 
all that he can produce at a profit to himself. So long as ad- 
ditional profits are to be made by the employment of addi- 
tional labor, so long a sufficient reason for production exists: 
when profit is no longer expected, the reason for production 
ceases. At this point the mere fact that the employer has 
capital at his command no more constitutes a reason why he 
should use it in production when he can get no profits than 
the fact that the laborer bas arms and legs constitutes a rea- 
son why he should work when he can get no wages.”’ 

The author also shows that the employer of labor is 
not frequently a capitalist, but is often a man who 
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borrows capital and pays as little as he can for labor, 
no matter how great his profits may be. Capitalists 
and laborers alike come to him to be used, if his ability 
to pay both seem positive; and not even the most 
prudent capitalist cares to know what proportion of 
the money he has lent is expended for labor. 

Several subjects intimately connected with the re 
lations of employer and employed are treated in this 
volume; among them is coitiperation, with its possibil- 
ities of benefit and injuries. Gen. Walker's readers 
wil! await with curiosity the replies—or capitulation— 
of the adherents of the theory which seems to be de- 
molished by this volume. The book, of itself, is highly 
ereditable to its author and tothe country in which 
it is published, and cannot fail to create excitement 
in Europe. 

HAWTHORNE AS A WRITER. 
A Study of Hawthorne. By George Parsons Lathrop. J. R. 

Osgood & Co., Boston. $1.25. 

This little book will create unspeakable disgust 
in the minds of such readers—many of them persons 
of intelligence—as have a keen relish for gossip and 
the reports of interviewers. To these people the ap- 
parent prospect of getting a peep at the private life of 
2 man so mysterious as Hawthorne seemed to be is 
productive of a degree of anticipation too delightful 
to be compared with any reality: what, then, must be 
their disappointment at finding that, although Mr. 
Lathrop had more than three hundred pages to fill, he 
did not find room for a word about Hawthorne's early 
loves, or the furniture in his house. or what foods he 
preferred, and at which of them his digestion rebelled, 
nor even for a sketch of an ordinary day at the Haw- 
thorne home, with the time of Hawthorne's rising, 
shaving, breakfasting, kissing his children, etc., scru- 
pulously given in hours and minutes. 

By people of taste, however, and those whose curi- 
osity has been excited by such of Hawthorne’s literary 
traits as were elusive and seemed upaccountable, this 
book will be read with unusual interest, for it is bardly 
probable that any other volume pot entirely specula- 
tive will ever be prepared upon the same subject. It 
is no discredit to Mr. Lathrop to say that Lowell, or 
Lonefellow, or Curtis. or either of several others 
among Hawthorne's intimates would have edited a 
more satisfactory “Study.” That they did not do it, 
however, is sufficient excuse for Mr. Lathbrop’s taking 
the work upon bimself. To a great extent he has been 
successful. Hawthorne's nature and motives have 
been cruelly misunderstood and misjudged both by 
critics and by moral teachers, and if Mr. Lathrop had 
done nothing but correct false impressions about the 
great romancer his book would have deserved a per- 
manent place in American literature. He bas done 
more, however: informing us upon some of Haw- 
thorne’s rec llections which had good excuse for being 
his strongest ones, apd indicating, beyond the possibil- 
ity of doubt, that Hawthorne's conscience was exquis- 
itely sensitive and dominated over his active and 
powerful reasov. he compels us to believe that the 
works which bave generally been attributed to an 
unhealthy imagination were the results of a moral in- 
spiration as true as any that ever found voice in the 
pulpit. 

Here, it seems to us, Mr. Lathrop would have done 
well to pause. However fascinating to a critic the 
study of the art of a great writer may be, a quality 
greater than that of criticism is necessary to save the 
critic from drifting into tbe fanciful and the unreal. 
All that Mr. Lathrop has to say of Hawthorne's art is 
readable, very much of it is possible, but its proba- 
bility is not strong enough to be convincing. Asa bit 
of honest, earnest hero-worship it must command re- 
spect such as is accorded to the works of most com- 
mentators in whom appreciation stifles criticism, but 
it is not well to forget that such commentsare the ones 
which ioflict most unpopularity upon the subjects 
thereof. The Bible, Homer, Virgil, Dante, Milton and 
Shakespeare would be more read to-day were it not 
.hat readers were commanded to discover iu each of 
them a host of qualities placed there by imaginations 
which were not those of the original writers. 


THE LONDON QUARTERLY. 


The April number of this review is more at- 
tractive to Americav readers than its predecessors 
have usually been, for fully half the papers are upon 
books which Americans have read, or are hoping to 
read. The leading one is upon Green's Short History 
of the English People,-a book which is still selling 
largely upon both sides of the Atlantic. The reviewer 
objects to it on the grounds of inaccuracy, lack of 
proportion, change of periods from the regal to the 
historical and incorrect deductions from early and 
fragmentary records. The onusof Mr. Green’s offense 
against the reviewer, however, consists of his demo- 
eratic proclivities, and his lack cf appreciation of 
aristocracies: aside from this question of political 
taste and conviction, the more importaat differences 
between the author and his reviewer are such as leave 
Mr. Green without serious injury. What is called the 
early history of England is at best the product of 
either, or both, the imagination and the reason of the 
historian, acting upon a very small quantity of fact 
or tradition; Mr. Green’s theories, though unconven- 
tional, and naturally unpalatable to Englishmen who 
have read only writers who are devo‘ed to the aristo- 
cratic idea, have as much basis in tradition as those 
which they oppose. In treating England’s constitu- 
tional period, Mr. Green seems more daring, if one 


chooses to forget that the writers of the constitutional 
history of England are never so impolite as to imagine 
a king, a minister or a majority to be for an instant 
without a clearly defined, national, patriotic, states- 
manlike purpose; even in England, bowever, there 
are persons who can imagine the existence of a selfish 
king, an incapable minister, or a corrupt majority. 
The reviewer's defense of England's wars, against Mr. 
Green's assertion that war “plays a small partin the 
real story of European nations,” is a bit of earnest, 
well-meant moralizing, which will astonish Ainerican 
readers. 

A paper, ostensibly upon Taine’'s * Ancien Régime 
and really upon all the causes of the French Revolu- 
tion, is quite interesting, while an article on ** Kashgar, 
Pamir and Tibet,” is interesting in view of the geo- 
graphbicalimportanve of these little states in the event 
of continued jealousy between Russia and England. 
The relationship between utilitarianism and morality 
is ably discussed, the provocation being Sidgwick’s 
Method of Ethics. 

The ablest and most timely paper in the Quarterly 
isa review of the term *‘ Absolute,”’ which is the new- 
est philological love of narrow critics in every depart- 
ment of wsthetics. The text of the whole paper is 
found in the following passage from Swinburne: ** No 
work of art has avy worth or life in it that is not done 
on the absolute terms of art; that is, not before all 
things and above all things a work of positive excel- 
lence, as judged by the laws of the special art to whose 
laws it is amenable.’ The reviewer's illustrations of 
what the pursuit of the absplute may lead to are also 
drawv from Swinburne, or that author's favorites: 
and the point is clearly made that the absolute too 
frequently means the artificial and the unnatural. 
Mr. Swinburne is himself the most successful of the 
“absolute”’ versifiers, yet in the following passage his 
real standard is accurately fixed, and his faithfulness 
to the absolute cannot save bim from dropping to his 
proper level: 

“There are passions which are universal and lasting: it is 
to these that Homer, Milton and Shakespeare addressed 
themselves. There are others which are merely local and 
transitory: to satisfy these is the object of the coterie. Mr. 
Swinburne has discovered a secret of metrical language, 
which has pleased the ear and stimulated the taste of an in- 
quisitive and fastidious society. This secret he has te@ted 
and explored; he has worked his mine, with a scientific pre- 
cision, till it has yielded him all the wealth which we think it 
contains. So far he is entitled to the credit due to an origi- 
nal inventor. But when he comes forward as a critic. and 
claime on behalf of himself or of his friends, who have made 
similar mechanical discoveries, that their inventions are 
based on the absolute and immutable laws of art, it is time 
to peint out that he is reckoning without two important 
conditions—time and change. So long as men think that he 
is te!ling them something new, they will listen to him, but 
when they perceive that he is merely ringing the changes on 
a technical trick, it wants no spirit of prophecy to perceive 
that they will leave him, either for some more substantial 
entertainment or for some more stimulating, if equally 
ephemeral, sensation.’’ 


OTHER BOOKS 


J. Henry Symonds, of Boston, publishes A 
Guide to Floniton Lace Making, compiled from the 
latest and best Furopean authorities. The instructions 
are distinctly written, and are supplemented by nu- 
merous fac-similes of favorite designs. (50 cents.) 


Water Waif, by Mrs. Bladen, is a story whose 
incidents are closely enough connected with the per- 
sonality of Wasbington to be worthy of preservation: 
the literary wrappings, however, are too numerous, 
aud are not so fine as the subject deserves. (Claxton, 
Remsen & Haffelfinger. 75 cents.) 

Williams's Pacific Tourist is a large, closely- 
printed, profusely illustrated guide book of about 
three hundred pages. It is vot only a complete guide 
to the Pacific coast, but contains about as much of the 
history of the plains and mountains, the Pacific Rail- 
way and the Golden State, as any mere tourist cares to 
read. A large map of the West, from Omaha to the 
Pacific and from British territory to the Texas line, 
makes the work as complete as a guide book can ren- 
sonably be expected to be. (Hs T. Williams, N. Y. 
$1.50.) 

Israel Putnam, by Rev. Increase N. Tarbox, is 
not so much a biography of its subject as an endeavor 
to show that Putnam wasin command at the battle of 
Bunker Hill. We cannot see that the author sustains 
bis point; whatever may have been Putoam’s rank 
and authority, the truth remains that Prescott was 
sent to the Hill (not by Putnam) for a special purpose, 
and that he was in sole command during the engage- 
ment. Putnam needs not so much the glory of Bunker 
Hill as an excuse for his course at the Battle of Long 
Island. (Lockwood, Brooks & Co., Boston. £2.25.) 


Appleton’s Journal, which has for eight years 
been the best of the unpolitical, purely literary Amer- 
ican weeklies, is hereafter to be published as a month- 
lv magazine. The change can hardly help being 
beneficial to the periodical itself, for the contents and 
the make-up of the Journal have always suggested a 
magazine rather than a weekly, while the limited 
space of a weekly number has had the effect of making 
the excellent editorial departments of the paper ap- 
pear scrappy. The shape of the new series will con- 
form nearly to that of the other magazines, while the 
price—$3.00 per year—will give it some advantage over 
its rivals. 

President White’s address 6n The Warfare of 
Science has been considerably enlarged by ite author, 


and is now published in a 12mo volume of 150 pages. 
Instead of claiming that religion and science are ene- 
mies, the author contents himself with showing what 
obstacles the church has heretofore thrown in the way 
of scientific truth and progress. The story is not a 
pretty one, but as it is true it is the duty of Christian- 
to read it and comprehend its meaning. There is 
nothing in modern faith or teaching to compel one to 
accept the Bible as a text-book of natural history, but 
until religious people admit this they are likely to 
strengthen the bands of such foes of Christianity as 
really exist in the scientific camp, by concentrating 
their strength at positions not worth defending, while 
spirituality is left almost defenseless. (Appleton & 
Co. 75 cents.) © 

Mr. Horace E. Seudder’s Dircdlers in Lire Sis 
ters’ Court contains no melodrama, or mystery. or at- 
tempts at fine writing, yet it is ap original and quite 
entertaining story. The first half of the book forcibly 
suggests Dickens, though all its peculturities are Bos- 
tonian instead of Kuglish. The characters are such us 
no American novelist has ever before brought togeth- 
er, although they are individually and collectively 
more interesting than many over whom readers and 
critics have solemnly labored. A motive or two which 
the author seems to have had is unostentatiously 
but successfully developed, and the finale, though un- 
expected, seems perfectly proper. The cover of a 
paper-bound book ts seldom worthy of notice, except 
that it may be wished less offensive, but the cover of 
Mr. Scudder’s book is handsome and tasteful cnough 
to attract purchasers for its own sake. (llurd & 
Hioughton. $1.25.) 

fommenting and Commentaries, by Rev. 
Spurgeon, contains “A Chat about Commentaries ” 
and some pithy remarks upou pulpit commenting. 
Although both these sections of the book were ad- 
dressed only to theological students, there are but few 
preachers who cannot find in them something new 
and suggestive. The principal portion of the book 
contains quite a full list of the complete and partial 
commentaries published in the English language, 
with Mr. Spurgeon’s opinion of each. It is impossible 
that any such list or line of comments should be abso- 
lutely accurate: for instauce, Mr. Spurgeon, with his 
unquestioning acceptance of all orthodox dogmas, and 
his earnest yearning after the spiritual teachings oft 
the Scriptures, can hardly estimate the exact value of 
commentaries purely critical. As, however, it is the 
spirit rather than the letter which men most need to 
comprehend, this little book will prove itself a o—! 
guide to whoever consults it. (Sheldon & Co. 81.25.) 


The Harvest and the Reaper is the story of the life 
of Mrs. Vau Cott, a lady who has dove and is still doing 
efficient work as a revivalist. The story itself could 
have been better told; the style of the narrative is 
one which not even all good Christians find endurable: 
but neither the author's inability nor bis peculiar 
formalism can obscure the individuality of bis sutb- 
ject. Mrs. Van Cott is shown forth as an impulsive, 
strong, courageous, great-bearted woman, who is fulis 
given over to the love of God, and who is too gener- 
ous, noble and sensible to refrain trom working ac- 
tively to belp others into the light in whichs be herself 
lives. It bas been through the work of such natures 
that all the great religious and moral movements of 
the world have received such special impetus as bas 
been unusual tothem. The unselfish, sympathetic ua- 
tures of such teacbers have taken mighty hold upon 
the hearts of the world; even when the theology 
preached bas been defective, the flual influence ha- 
always been for good. A_ peculiar feature of the 
career of Mrs. Van Cott bas been the opposition which 
she has occasionally met on acconut of bersex. Al- 
though most men learn from their mothers whatever 
religious truth they carry into their worldly career, 
men frequently found fault with the ministrations of 
Mrs. Van Cott because she was, not a man. Fortnu- 
nately, the Spirit of God was too strong for some of 
these advocates of law and order to resist: but the 
reager of this sketch is compelled to believe that there 
vet exist upon the earth a great many men who think 
that faith, purity, spirituality, experience, knowledge 
of humanity, executive ability, clearness of statement, 
pointed explanation, natural wisdom and discretion, 
aud spiritual fervor, however valuable they may be 
when combined in a man, are out of place in the pul- 
pit when their possessor isa woman! Long may Mrs. 
Van Cott live and preach, to convert worshipers of 
the letter of the law, as well as the less dangerous 
breakers thereof, and to remind the world that we 
are living under the Cbmastiavn and not the Moham- 
medan dispensation.

The Great Brooklyn Council of 1876. 

The official report of the Proceedings of the 
Advisory Council in Plymouth Church, from 
the stenographic minutes of Tooley, Miles & 
Cole, comprises nearly four hundred pages, 
and isa very complete account of the delibe- 
rations of that memorable body. It is per- 
haps the most interesting contribution to 
Congregational history yet published. The 
ouly attempts which the compilers have made 
to condense the full report have been re- 
stricted to such remarks of the representa- 
tives of Plymouth Church as seemed to be 
partial repetitions of what bad been said at 
other stages of the Council; some omissions 
have been made, too, of debates upon ad- 
journments, minor rules of order, and otber 
unimportant proceedings. The “ Letter Mis- 
sive’ under which the Council was called is 
given entire, and a list of the churches from 
which delewates appeared, and also of the 
delegwates themselves, is presented. The work 
is well indexed, and there is, in an appendix, 
a number of references to and citations of 
the proceedings of other churches, Councils, 
etc., in cases partially or entirely parallel with 
that of Plymouth Chureh. (A. 8. Barnes &

SERMON BY HENRY WARD BEECHER. 


We thank thee, our Father, that we may believe in thy 
government, and that thou art consciour of the whole sphere 
in which we dwell. We rejoice that thou hast established 
thy will in laws throughout thy domain ; and that we walk 
upon them as upon assured paths which thou hast laid down 
and which interpret thy wish and thy purposes. And we re- 
joice that there is more than that which thou hast thus or- 
dained—not only that thou thyself art greater than thy work, 
but that thou art nearer to us. Werejoice in thy personality ; 
in all which thou hast revealed of thine affections; in all the 
certainty we have, upon thy testimony and upon our own 
experience, of thy personal leve tous. We rejoice that thy 
care of usis nota burden. We rejoice that though the care 
which we bestow, with love, upon those who are dependent 
upon us wears us, and often burdens us heavily, thou art 
never weary. Thou dost neither slumber nor sleep, nor dost 
thou need to rest. Thou art everlasting in strength, thou 
art unchangeable, and it is easy for thee to supervise things 
which consume us in the attempt to understand them. 

«) Lord our God, we desire to stand in the consciousness of 
thy care and of thy love. All things work together for good 
tothem that love thee. We love thee. We love thy com- 
mandments. Even when we fall short of accomplishment 
we desire perfection, and seek evermore the upward way. 
We desire not to herd with things base and coarse, and of the 
earth, earthy, but evermore to perfect wisdom, and goodness, 
and the full heroism of manhood as it is Christ Jesus. And 
we pray that we may never be weary in well-doing. If we 
are thwarted. if we are hindered, if we find our way often 
blocked np, grant that we may remember Him who bore the 
crown of thorns for us; and may we bear him saying, ever- 
more, ‘Is the servant more than the Lord?’ May we re- 
member thine example of patience and endurance under 
scoffing and scorn and pain, for our sake; and, with thine 
example before us, may we be willing to meet burdens and 
hindrances and crosses and whatsoever shall task our 
strength or test our patience. And so may we live, not by 
sight, but evermore by the invisible; and may we take all 
our measures of time and of value from seeing Him who is 
invisible. And thus may the earth be subdued to our power. 
Thus may we rise above time and chance, and stand strong 
in the strength of our God. 

Wilt thou be gracious, this morning, to all that are as- 
sembled in thy presence. We pray that thou wilt deepen 
the moral feelings and affections of those that wistfully look 
toward a better life, almost without hope or impulse thereto. 
Give to them, O Breath of Heaven, the impulse which they 
need. Look upon all those who are striving to walk in a 
godly way, and who yetseem to themselves most unworthy 
and most barren. Bless those who go by the sense of duty 
more than by the enjoyment of love. We pray that thou 
wilt open the chambers of their souls, that the life which 
they live in religious things may not be one which has been 
imposed upon them, and which shuts them up as in a prison. 
Grant that there may be freedom in things good. Grant that 
there may be an aspiration toward holiness which shall bring 
fulfillment from thee. Weare called, not to darkness, but to 
light. Weare called, not to bondage, but away from bond- 
age to liberty. We are no longer the servants of Ged: we 
are his friends and his children. May these precious truths 
dawn upon dark minds and illumine the ways in which they 
walk. 

Draw near to any who are perplexed in their thoughts, and 
who know not the way of truth. Give to them docility. 
Give to them a sense of thy life and thy presence. Grant to 
them a realization of theiy need. May they have, by faith 
in Jesus Christ, power etven unto them to become the sons 
of God, and to know in their own experience the reality of 
religion. 

We pray that thou wilt bless all that are in trouble: all that 
feel the weight of care to be more than they know how to 
endure: all that are burdened with the troubles of this 
world. Be with the great company of those that mourn. Be 
with those that are bereaved. Be with those that suffer from 
sorrow of any kind. Be with those that, looking back, are 
full of mortifications and disappointments. We pray that 
out of evil may be evoked good; that out of disappointment 
there may come a better foundation and a surer one for the 
future. May those that mourn in bereavement be comforted 
of God, that they may not account that as lost which bas 
gone before them. May they live in the hope and expecta- 
tion of meeting their dear ones again in the land where 
there will be neither death nor sorrow nor crying. 

We pray that thou wilt bless the young; and may those 
that minister to them be wise in their ministration. May 
they be shielded from temptation in over-measure. May 
they grow up unto virtue, unto honor, unto all piety. And 
we pray that thou wilt grant that those who labor in our 
schools and in our missions may be abundantly blessed of 
God in their work, and may be better qualified, day by day, 
for the duties to which thou hast called them. We pray that 
thou wilt grant thy blessing to all that are teachers ih our 
midst to-day. Look upon their necessity, and answer, not 
so much their wishes as their needs. Grant that thy blessings 
may make them better fitted for this life and that which is to 
come. 

We pray for our nation; forthe President of these United 
States; forall that are joined with him in authority: for all 
governors ; for judges; and for magistrates. Bless, we 
pray thee, all who diffuse knowledge. Will the Lord grant 
that their work may be sincere, and filled with usefulness ? 

We pray that thou wilt bless this great people. and make 
them wise and virtuous and prosperous in the things not 
only of this life, but of the other. 

And may the nations of the earth dwell together in more 
harmony than in years gone by. Wethank thee that thou 
art averting the signs of war; that thou art breathing again 
the spirit of peace among the nations. Hold back the bloody 
hand. Grant that nations may no longer dash wildly against 
each other as do the storm-waves of the sea. May men grow 
out of the weakness of ignorance into the strength of knowl- 
edge; and by reason of their strength may they rise into the 
realm of justice and equity. May they dwell together in a 


true brotherhood; and may all the nations build each other 
up, succoring and helping one another, and not any more 
destroying each other. And may the day come when all the 
earth shall see thy salvation. 

We ask it in the name of our Redeemer, to whom, with the 
Father and the Spirit, shall be praises evermore. Amen. 


WORK, FOR THE NIGHT COMETH. 


“ The night cometh, when no man can work.’’—Jno.ix. 4. 

The whole passage is this: 

“IT must work the werks of him that sent me, while it is 
day: the night cometh, when no man can work.” 


A LTHOUGH the ministry of our Saviour com- 
; menueced late in his life, it was characterized, 
after it had once fully begun, by what may be called 
cxreessive activity. Frequently be had not time either 
to eatortodrink. He so labored that when intermis- 
sions came the overspent body sought rest in sleep. 
Aud so, in crossing the lake, he fell asleep. His dis- 
ciples marveled at his fruitfulness and energy and 
restless activity; and he himself accounts for it, de- 
claring that he was under a pressure; that he had 
much to do, and but little time in which to do it. 

“I must work the works of him that sent me, while it is 
day: the night cometh, when no man can work.”’ 

This declaration of the motive-power which was in- 
fluencing bim is worthy of our consideration. I donot 
think that it is wise for men to dwell perpetually in a 
cold sease of death. I do not think it well to cherish 
ideas of dying that are dark. Ido not think it profit- 
able for men to think of death ina gloomy mood; to 
overhang it as an abyss; to attempt to dull the bright- 
ness of the real and proper religious life by putting 
it upon this background of mortality. As one of those 
symbols (that soon wear out, I have no objections to 
the anchorite having a skull or crossbones on his table; 
for things that we see all the time we soon get used to. 
A man may learn, after a few years, to havea coffin 
in his room, and to have ghastly skulls about him, with 
as little sense in the skull that is looking as in those 
that are looked at. If one derives amusement or en- 
tertainment from such things I have nothing to say 
against it. But dying need not be gloomy. We have 
had imported into Christianity the whole heathen 
conception about death; and for a man to plunge bim- 
self day by day into thoughts of dying as into some 
self-assumed grief or dread is not wholesome or useful. 
Nor is it anywhere commanded; vor is there any ex- 
ample of itin the joyful life of our Master, or in the 
joyful lives of his disciples. Although Christ was a 
man of sorrows and acquainted with grief at the close 
of his life, yet, in the whole flow of it, he was a man of 
joy and peace. 

But this is the thought: That life bas a certain dura- 
tion, and that there is allotted to every man a certain 
round of duties; and that as, in a journey, a man 
divides the distance into stages according to the time 
in which he bas to accomplish it, so a man ought to 
look forward to the day of dying in order to accom- 
plish in this life the things that are to be accomplished. 
It is not to tie one’s self up to duty; it is pot to make 
one’s self afraid of joy. It is not a motive of coward- 
ice: itis a motive of great wisdom. 

The husbavudman says, “If my ground does not re- 
ceive the seed early in the spring, I shall have no 
barvests in the autumn. I know the measure of the 
summer, and | must sow and labor accordingly.” 

And the spirit of the New Testament in its economic 
exbortatious is this: Life is given to man for certain 
purposes. These must be accomplished within a given 
bound. It is important, therefore, for one to keep 
constantly before him—or so coustantly as may be 
peedful—the fact that life does not go on forever, and 
that we must from day to day measure our tasks and 
accomplishments by the time that is being expended, 
or that bas been expended, or that remains for expen- 
diture. 

It is from this passage that I wish to say to you, this 
morning, certain practical things, some of which area 
little out of the way of the ordinary ministratious of 
some pulpits, though not altogether out of the ordi- 
nary way of this pulpit. 

I wish to urge upon every Christian man—or if he be 
not technically a Christ’s man, upon every man who is 
endeavoring to live a life of regularity, of moral prin- 
ciple, of high religious rule—the duty of considering 
that he is in this life to accomplish certain definite 
things, and that he is under certain responsibilities 
that will not permit him to go on carelessly without 
an organized life. 

First, | would address a word to those who live aim- 
less lives; who have no purpose; who drop into life as 
a leaf from a tree drops upon a stream, aud floats 
along with it; who go floating down through life with 
as little volition as if they were leaves on a stream 
speeding toward the sea; to all that are so fortunate 
(as they call it) as to be born without any special pres- 
sure laid upon then),—with health, with surrounding 
comforts, with good friends, and with openings and 
opportunities in life. 

Life is pot a mere passage from the cradle to the 
grave; life is pot a campaign; it is an organized 
whole, in which men undertake to accomplish certain 
things, so that living, in this sphere, they shall be 
qualified for a higher and pobler one. But for all tbis, 
you have no special aims, no definite plans; and in

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your unprepared condition there is speedily to come 
upov you a night. Many of you are not to live long. 
Many of you are not to see middle life. And yet, 
there are incumbent upon you great duties toward 
God, toward men, and toward yourselves. Brought 
into life under these higher responsibilities, you may 
not be stained with any vice, you may find crime im- 
possible to you; but there is great wrong done to 
every man who in this life has po plan, no purpose, 
but simply that of idly floating out of one day into 
another. That of itself is to surrender the dignity ot 
life. It is to make yourselves like the gauzy epheme- 
rides that floatin the air. But men are not born to 
be insects; they bear in themselves the seeds of better 
things: and, for those who are beginning life, however 
cheerful and hopeful and gay they may be, there 
ought to be such Visions that, as they look forward, 
they shall say, *‘Whatam [born for? Why was I put 
into this life? How long bave I to dwell here?) What 
isexpected of me while lam on earth? The night is 
coming: is it far off? What must I do? When tt 
comes I cannot any longer work; and what are the 
things that must be done before my sun goes down?” 

I also urge a dissuasion from procrastination upon 
those who have some moral consciousvess, and are 
developing themselves into reflective and morally 
thoughtful beings. I dissuade you from that constant 
and almost universal mistake of intending to do all 
the good things which you recognize and admire, and 
never doing them, If a man’s treasure could only be 
gathered by estimating the things he is going to do, 
how rich men would be! How notable are the pur- 
poses of the young! How many plans they have! 
How many visions! How many dreams! How many 
“castles in the air’! How many who are not dream- 
ers recognize with a sober and practical judgment the 
ailments of their souls, the faults of their dispositions, 
and the undeveloped, dormant state of their various 
powers, and mean to be other and more than they 
are! How many are forever saying, * When there is 
a more convenient season—by-and-by, when | have 
gone through the pinch of this passage—as soon as | 
have done such and such things in life—it is my pur- 
pose to reform’’! The kingdom of the future—whata 
glorious kingdom it is! We are all saints—bv-and-by. 
We are all to be kings and priests according to our 
purpose—by-and-by; but after all no man is wise who 
does not, day by day, with a practical consideration, 
say to himself, *‘ What I do I must hasten to do; for 
life is not very long for me.’ The time is speedily 
coming when night will descend: and there is no work 
for our hands, when they are in the grave. Whaterer 
you mean to do that is virtuous; whatever you mean 
to accomplish in integrity; whatever you mean to 
attain for yourself or for others—you have no time to 
spare. Men must be up and doing, if they are to ac- 
complish things which willat all answer the expecta- 
tiens of God in their behalf; and putting off till by- 
and-by, till prosperity is establisbed, till the passions 
have somewhat subdued theirrage, till widdle life bas 
crowned you with property, and till you have leisure 
—is substantially putting off forever. For it may be 
said that they who late in life attain to any considera- 
ble excellence are rare exceptions,;and that men 
usually plant in childbood the seeds which blossom 
and bear the fruits on which they feed in later years. 

In the spirit of this teaching one should measure bis 
social duties. First, it is a part of a Christian man’s 
duty to make provision for his household by a wise 
prudence. If a man bas no means of enlarging bis 
possessions, if he is shut up to the necessity of poverty, 
that necessity is not a virtue: it is a misfortune; but 
there may be the virtue of content and patience 
therein. It is surely a Christian duty in every man 
who has power over patural law so to organize bis 
affairs as to enlarge and make more and more bounti- 
ful the property foundation on which his housebold 
stands—for property is the absolute condition of civili- 
zation. In the midst of civilization, and ip a religious 
community, a single man may be poor, and yet in 
every sense manly and useful through life; but, look- 
ing at the race, you never can develop men and bring 
them up from savage or barbarous conditions except 
by those energies by which property is developed, aud 
by that leisure which property gives. You sharpen 
men by industry; you organize the active forces of 
society by commercial or mechanical law; and you 
gain freedom from bondage to matter by pr perty, 
which gives men the opportunity of reflection and of 
refinement. Property as your master is a tyrant, and 
mean enough; but as your servant it is God’s noble 
gift; and men are called, s0 soon as they assume the 
family relation, to fulfill certain duties which devolve 
upon them in the matter of property. These duties 
are then, for the most part, no longer optional witb 
them. 

Now and then one is so unfortunate as to be born of 
rich parents, so that he bas, robin-like, only to open 
his mouth and be fed by the old birds: but happily 
men are vot usually born iu this condition; and so 
soon as they assume responsibility for others as well 
as for themselves, the necessity is rolled upon them of 
providing—a necessity which is irksome at times, 
which, under certain circumstances, is annoying and 
brings care. And you shall hear men mourning over 
the necessities and cares aud burdens of life, as though 
they were misfortunes. They are not any more mis- 
fortunes to them than the harness is a misfortune toa 
horse, or the whip is a misfortune to a lazy horse. 
Cares and burdens and necessities are lessons that 
develop ju wen foresight and power_of organizing: 
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and this is the developing of the primary or lower 
forms of manhood itself. Organized labor is an edu- 
cation for the race, 

itis the duty of every man who has a household to 
organize it in such a way that it pot only shall have 
an ample supply, day by day, but so that there shall 
be a provision against contingencies. Therefore, no 
man has any right, in organizing his household, to 
leave out of view the fact that he may ere long be 
taken from them, and that there ought to be a pro- 
Vision aguinst future disaster. It is good morals, as 
wellas good economy, for one to lay up for his chil- 
dren so that when he departs,—it may be by a sudden 
und unexpected stroke,—he shall not leave behind 
him coufusion, tetal change and revolution. Great is 
the contrast between the brightness of the household 
When the father lives, and by his energy makes the 
house ample and abundant, and all things tlow on 
smoothly, and when, instautly, sometimes without 
warning, the light goes out, and there is poverty, and 
no strong hand to repel it, and every child is brought 
at once to want, and all the entangling difficulties of 
settlement come upon the family. 

We talk about tragedies. There are @ great many 
tragedies; but they are mostly vulgar. In a grog- 
shop two bullies quarrel, and one shoots the other, 
and does not shoot himself; and the next morning 
there is news of an “awful tragedy.’ Or, some balf- 
maniac poisous a whole family? and the event is 
paraded asa “greattragedy.”’ But the most exquisite, 
the nfost cunningly woven, tragedies are those which 
huppen every day without note or comment, where 
there is sudden revolution and change from confidence 
and abundance to despair and destitution in the 
household. Children are scattered, and the smiling 
eve becomes a fountain of tears. These are tragedies 
compared with which none that are recorded in books 
hauvearight tolive. And such things are constantly 
taking place through the carelessness or over-baste or 
indiscreet management of men in their affairs. 

Not only are we to gain abundance for the house- 
hold, but we are to see that when we die it shall not 
depart from it. Therefore the weakness of love, and 
its self-indulgence, which lead a man to supply too 
much for the day, aud to live beyond his means, are to 
be rebuked. His wife is so beautifuland accomplished, 
that he cannot bear tosee ber otber than in ber proper 
place in society, long before he isableto put her there; 
and his children are so dear to him that hecannot bear 
to see them deprived of anything that other men’s 
children have, long before be bas property with which 
to provide these things. And where a man thus lives 
beyond his means, when the collapse comes he leaves 
his family guick-cominug misery, and a future full of 
sweeping storms. To have such a sense of the short- 
ness of life and of the uncertainty of it, as to feel that 
one cannot afford to go beyond his means, but must 
live far within them—that is the part of Christiav 
prudence, 

Our affairs, also, should be so kept in hand that they 
shall pot come to ruin for want of proper manage- 
ment when we die. There are many men whose busi- 
pess isin sucha state that, if they were to die, their 
affairs would be like a ship from whose rudder the 
pilot has been shot down, with no one to take his 
place, leaving it at the mercy of the sea. This is a 
matter that touches many persons, and the prosperity 
of thousands of families. The condition of the family 
while its head is living, aud its condition after he is 
dead, present frequently asad contrast; and every man 
who has had the settling of estates will give empbasis 
to our words, in Ceploring the too general want of 
care in holding things together, and in baud, in such 
a way that the settlement sball be easy when the mas- 
ter of the household steps out at the call of God's 
providence, 

Prudence in this regard is not the babit of our peo- 
ple. We live fast, and we live sanguinely. We live 
too hopefully. Other patious may be over-cautious; 
but we lack the element of caution, and are constantly 
thrusting things forward so fast and so far that we 
lose the management of them. It is the duty of the 
Christian man, we repeat, to leave his affairs ip such a 
state that nobody will suffer when he is called to 
leave them. 

Men say, “ Business is so extended that we can 
scarcely do this. A man cannot carry on large opera- 
tions Without leaving some loop-holes.”” I say, then, 
that every wise Christian man ought to be aware of 
the fact that in extending his business he renders it 
liable, when it comes to settlement, to injure one and 
another outside of his household as well as io bis 
household; and be should be temperate in his plans, 
he should regulate the bounds of bis business 80 as to 
leave just as little chance as possible for disaster, and 
so as to have bis affairs as much as possible under his 
own direction and control. 

Executors are a very excellent class of men; but 
after all each man had better be his own executor, 
aud settle bis own affairs before he goes out of life, and 
keep them well settled. 

Hiow many of you that have property havea will— 
not a personal will, but a legal will, for the disposition 
of your property? You own something; and no mat- 
ter if it is but a hundred dollars, it seems to me that 
every Christiau man and every indepeudent woman 
who owus property owes it asa Christian duty to them- 
selves and to those with whom they are connected, to 
determine seriously what disposition shall be made 
of their effects. And that determination should be 
properly registered and maintained, Otherwise, you 
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know not what injury you may do after death to 
those who depend on you. 

Allow me to say one other word in regard toa wise 
provision by life insurance for one’s household—for 
the children and forthe wife. That, I think, ought to 
be taken out of economics pure and simple, aud put 
on the ground of ethics. Where such an opportunity 
offers to make an investment with small and regular 
payments in times of prosperity for the support of our 
households in case we should be taken away from 
them, that investment ought to be made. 

Aud, one thing more: [ think every merchant, ev- 
ery man whose business is subject to great fluctua- 
tions, ought to settle on his wife and children, in the 
day of his unquestioned prosperity, @ sum that shall 
be available to them when he is taken away; and 
when such a settlement or such an investment bas 
been made, no temptation, no exigency, should ever 
tempt him to meddle with it. On this subject Ll speak 
from painful observation. I bave seen cases where 
husbands bave settled property on their wives, aud 
then have felt, in times of embarrasament, “If | had 
the amount of that settlement I could go on to pros- 
perity, and reimburse it again;’’ and in that sanguine 
desperation they have taken back what they had so 
set apart—for what wife is so prudent and so wise that 
she would withstand such a desire on the part of her 
busband? Almost invariably their generosity and 
high honor of love lead them to say, “Take every- 
thivg:’’ and it is thrown into the pitiless gulf, which 
it does not fill up, and is swept down with the man, 
who sinks under the tremeudous pressure of his affairs, 
and the whole housebold are left as if they were 
whelps in a desert wilderness, without any one to care 
for them, and without anything with which they may 
care for themselves. 

There are these perpetual duties of a man to his 
family—the duty of making provision for them; fhe 
duty of securing that provision; the duty of living in 
such a way that he shall not at all impair that provis- 
ion; and the duty of binding the whole of it in the 
future by muking a judicious will. These are Christian 
duties; which nen owe to their households. These ure 
duties which are not much preached about in the 
pulpit, and not much advocated by the newspapers, 
but which ought to be talked about much more large- 
ly aud much more wisely thau | have done. 

Allow me, now, to say something on a subject akin 
to this—that of posthumous benevolence. The grave 
is Very apt to be generous. Men who are making a 
great deal of money generally are disposed to apply it 
to benevolent purposes, if at all, when they cunnot 
us¢ it any longer themselves. That kind of benevo- 
lence on the part of rich men, which, whea they die, 
takes their property out ef the hands of their heirs, 
is, | think, a sort of propitiation to their own con- 
sciences, Inaking their posterity give the gilt, while 
they take the credit of it. Let men be the liviug ex- 
ecutors of their beunevolence. Not a feware beginuuing 
todo this. Mr. Vassar, of Poughkeepsie, while living, 
built, and saw in operation, a very noble monument 
of his benevolence. He lived to enjoy it. Peter 
Cooper has lived a score of years.to have the enjoy- 
meut of a wisely deposed charity from out of his large 
property. Late in life, Mr. Vanderbilt has founded 
and orgavized tae University of Nashville, which is 
open and in full prosperity. Mr. Durant bas built the 
great college for womeu at Wellesley, in Massachu- 
setts, and he lives to see to it that his charity is wisely 
employed. The man who earns money is far more apt 
to organize it into an iustitution wisely than any set 
of trustees into whose hands he can putit. It is a 
good thing, therefore, for a man who means to give 
when he dies, to consider that he is likely to die to- 
morrow, and give to-day. 

Passing from these views of the subject, | remark 
that it has also au affectioual side. There are a great 
many things that we mean to do io our households in 
the matter of the amelioration of manners, of refine- 
meut, aud of customs, of a different and nobler mode 
of intercourse, of a better culture for our children, 
and of a purer and sweeter conversation day by day: 
that is, we are going to do these things. In their 
better bours, men look with discontent upon the 
organization of the family. There is much in it that 
they approve; there is much in it for which they feel 
grateful; but they are conscious that, after all, they 
do not put into it the full blossom of their souls. For 
the household is like a garden, which may have in it 
one or two tlowers, or ample and bounteous tlowers 
and fruits. Men are constantly putting off things 
which they are disposed to do, and purposing by-and- 
by to attend to them. - 

In the first place, I protest against that style of 
doing business which takes a mau out of his family to 
s0 great au extent as it does with mauy men. It is 
often the case that men who are doiug business in our 
great cities get up and go away so early that their 
children do not see them in the morning, and come 
back so late at night that their children have gone 
to bed before they get home. In many cases, it is only 
on Sunday that there is anything like a family day; 
and that isa languid day,—a day for rest from weari- 
ness, on account of the excessive pressure of occtpa- 
tion. And there is this everlasting excuse, that if a 
man is going to do business in New York, he must do 
as others do there. It is a question, then, Whether you 
will do your duty to your household, to your children 
that you brought into life, and for Whose care you are 
responsible, or whether you will give up to the inex- 
orable demauds of business. | do not believe that 


there is any need of such addiction to business as 
makes it necessary for a man to give up his mornings 
and evenings. I do not believe that a business is prof- 
itable to which one’s whole time is devoted. I believe 
that any business the success of which depends upon 
the action of the brain is better conducted in eight 
hours than in twelve, or ten. I believe that the 
spreading of one’s self over an excessively broad space 
induces an element of feebleness in business. I believe 
it is better to contract the water tbat we have into a 
narrow channel than to let it spread wide over the 
whole meadow, and so lose depth and strength. What 
right bas a man to stand in the relation ef a father to 
a household, and be forever absent from that house- 
hold ? 

The mother,” it is said, ‘takes care of the chil- 
dren.” There may be such cases as those of seamen, 
whoare obliged to go on errands around the world, 
in Which the mother must necessarily bear all the re- 
sponsibility of bringing up the children; but it is a 
great misfortune wherever it occurs. There is au 
element of uunaturalness in it; and it should be 
avoided wherever it is in any way possible to do so. 
It is the duty of every Christian man to stand by the 
side of his partuer, and help her in teaching and rear- 
ing the children in the family. The father and the 
mother are both necessary. The man and the woman 
make the one unit which God meant in the creation 
of the race. 

Not only is this shirking of responsibility in the 
family to be avoided, but the whole carriage of the 
parent in the household is to be ove of affection and 
devotion. Why, how much do our children get from 
us? How little conversation, and how much impa- 
tience! How little companionship, and bow much 
government! How little culture, and how much 
neglect! And men feel this. Often men who live 
such an unnatural life look forward to the time when 
their business shall be iu such a state that they can 
attend to their households. They say it all the year 
long, and the next year, and the year following; and 
the yeur after that they tumble into the grave. They 
are always “going to.”” It is always “ by-and-by”’ 
with them. 

Then there are those iufelicities which exist in one’s 
own self—for there are few persons who are perfectly 
harmonious; and this life is the school in which we are 
to study barmony. It is here that we are to learn how 
to love. Nobody knows, off-hand, how tolove. There 
is au impulse of love; there is a sentiment of affec- 
tion: but true love is a thing to be developed by edu- 
cation. No matter how good an ear tor music one 
may have, be cannot be a muster of music and excel 
if he does not bring genius to the bench of industry 
and educate it; aud one of the most subtle and diffi- 
cult of all the attainments of man is the powgr of 
loving. Nature did not give us everything that we 
need to enable us to love. In nothing do we need 
more education and culture and drill than in that; and 
the household is the school where it is to be learned. 

Away with those scoffing voices that say that men 
and women, coming together in the household, and 
finding themselves not altogether congenial, should go 
apart and search for affinities up and down through- 
outthe earth! It is worse than the beast’s doctrine ! 
Men and women, coming together in holy wedluck, 
come to learn; andif they find that in their organiza- 
tion and dispositions there are crooked things to be 
straightened, if they find that patience needs to be 
strengthened bere and there, that is the education 
which they are to seek above everything else. They 
are to bearand forbear. They are to learn to make 
themselves lovely where they are ublovely. They are 
to grow strong where they are weak. They are 
to grow fine where they are coarse. They are to 
grow good under provocation and under evil. These 
are the lessons of the household. It is God’s church 
for the beart. Noman basa right to burst the walls 
out and seatter this church of instruction on the plea 
that things do not run just as he wants them to run; 
that he does not like them; that he does not feel satis- 
fied. It is the basest wallow of the filthiest passion—a 
thing to be despised of God, of man, and of the devil! 

When we come together in the relations of the 
household, it is that we may be educated and lifted 
up. Anybody can love overpowering loveliness; but 
can one love where loveliness is only in the bud? Can 
one have grace in his own vature to make the bud 
blossom? Has onethat power in bis soul by which the 
blossom shall be made to bring forth fruit, and by 
which the fruit, under the genial influence of his dis- 
position, shall come to sweetness and fragrance? But 
this is the lesson of the household. 

Now, men go into this relation of marriage, and of 
household care, without thought, or with only the 
jauntiest notions; but when they come into the family 
and find where asperities are, where repulsions are, 
if they be right-minded, they commune with them- 
selves, and say, “This must be mended, my hasty 
temper must be controlled; and | will control it." 
But when? The night cometh; and if anything is to 
be done with your temper, it must be done now. To 
roll it off and say, *“‘Some time; by-and-by; when I 
bave less to annoy and hinder me’'’—that is not wise. 
Oh! how many times I have seen uninterpreted tears 
drop from the eyes of those who were returning from 
the grave! I knew their meaning. They were caused 
by the memory of things which those weepers ought 
to have done to those whom they loved, but which 
they had left undone: the unsettled things; the unkind 
things; the harsh things; the unjust things—how many 
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think of these when it is too late to make amends for 
them! “Oh,” savs many aman, “if 1 had only kuown 
as | know now, how differently would | have done! 
Aud how wuch better would I have been!” The 
night comes; itis speeding; and there are no changes 
which require more laborand more tite than chauges 
of disposition; and if you are not treating your wife, 
your husband, your children, your brothers, your 
sisters, your friends, according to your ideal of love, 
aud kinduess, and long-suffering, and patience, there 
is no time for procrastination; uow is the accepted 
time; to-day is the day on which you should begin the 


good work. The night comes, and sorrows come 
with it. 


That which is true of our domestic relations and 
affections, is equally true, and more significantly true. 
of those relations which we bold in the larger sphere 
of religion. We ought to have a daily cousciousuess 
of moral growth. In some direction we ought to be 
conscious of knowledge acquired, or of willl 
trolled, or of holy emotions strengthened, or of im- 
patience subdued. There ought to be, day by day, 
some evidence of accumulation or growth. 

The careful merchant wantsto know every day what 
his business has done; whether it has lost or whether 
it bas guined; and there is bo werchandise like that of 
the soul. Every man ought to have, from day to day, 
some Consciousbess as tO Whether he is standing still or 
going torward. Weare too much accustomed to think 
that to be roused out of unconsciousness by some 
revival impulse, to be brought into the church, which 
is a school for moral culture, and to declare our pur- 
pose to live christianly, is sufficient, if not quite as 
good as it should be; but that is a most iguoble view 
of religion, simply to live so that we shall answer the 
expectation of our friends. We should be satisfied 
with pothing short of living so that we shall appear in 
the gresurrection of the) just, and stand with the 
Eterpal Father and companions of just men made per- 
fect. We should seek to build the inner temple 
stronger, broader, and more ample, and decorate it 
with true and noble things, and to have a daily testi- 
mouy that we are living more aud more like Christian 
men. Need lsay to you who believe in the Lord Jesus 
(‘brist, that this is simply duty ? 

And yet, how little do we measure the progress of 
things! How little do we look forward, and say, “If 
l have anything to do, 1 must do it quickly; for the 
night is coming!” Ifgyou bave anything to do in be- 
half of the poor, you have but little time to do it in. 
If you have anything to do in behalf of your own class, 
there’s but little tie for you to doitin. If you have 
anything to do in Christian literature, or in the estab- 
lishment of institutions of religion; if vou bave any- 
thing to do in making the world wiser, aud better, and 
purer, and happier, you bave no time to lose. The 
night comes When no mancan work. Probably uot one 
in a hundred ofall that are before me, however active 
he may be, is using the whole ecouomy of bis nature 
according to the power that isin it. The resources of 
your being are altogether disproportioned to the pro- 
ducts which you bring forth. You are living with 
various energy in secular things; but when you con- 
sider yourselves as complex creatures, as living toward 
(cod, as living toward the whole commonwealth, as liv- 
ing in your. family relatious towards those who are 
dependeut upon you, and as living toward yourselves, 
you can not wisely look at what you are and not fee! 
that you are living delinquently, that youare presum- 
ing upon time, aud that youare vot babitually measur- 
ing matters by a sober cousideration of death. 

Our Master, when be filled up and ran over the hours 
with labor, declared that he did it because he foresaw 
that he had but a little time to stay among men. Said 
he, * My sun will go down; the night comes iu which 
no man can work; and I must do the works of my 
Father while the day lasts;”’ and to every one of you 
this declaration and consideration ought to come home, 
not with menace, vot iu servile terror, but witb that 
which is more enduring—a sincere aud earnest pur- 
pose to begin at once to do the things that are incum- 
bent upon you, and augment, as the light is given to 
you, your usefulness. Aud may this thought be 
strengthened by the thought of those who are depend- 
ent upon you. Look upou those that you love: they 
will be yours but a little longer. Look upon the things 
which you possess: you will own them but a little 
longer. Look upon the purposes and ambitious which 
you are now pursuing: there is but little time for you 
to round out those purposes and ambitions. There 
are many of you—mavy that know me, and many that 
| know—who, before the year rolls round will be no 
more on earth. I may lead you, or 1 may follow after 
you; but there is one drum beat that no ear hears, but 
that beats incessantly, night and day, for the warch 
that every ove of us wust ake. It is the drum-beat 
of death; aud by-aud-by, before loug, one will go, and 
another will go, aud avother; and sv, what you have 
to do, do quickly.

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* Then,” said the operator, “they will put many 
hundred tons of dynamite in here, connected with 
a battery on shore, and some day touch it off; 
then all that rock will be splitand rent in every 
direction, we shall remove the great pieces with 
vrappling irons, and it is expected we shall leave 
a clean channel there twenty-two feet deep at low 
water, which will be enough for the largest vessels 
to pass through. Also those whirlpools made 
by the current setting against the reef as it now is 
will be smoothed out and the channel will be 
entirely safe.” 

the explosion said we, should think 
that would endanger everything within fifty miles 
—houses and people—will they allow it?” “Of 
course ; people can go away if they are afraid, but 
it will be under water with such an amount of 
mingled rock and water to lift that we think no 
injury will be done.” The boy gave unmistakable 
signs of delight at the idea of such a grand burst, 
and evidently looked upon it as a gigantic sort of 
fire cracker which it would be very amusing to see 
go off: no doubt he will tease his father to go and 
see it, ifit is done on the Fourth of July, as it may 
be. 

The next thing was the making of cartridges 
from a single piece of brass by a succession of 
machines each of which bent it into a deeper and 
deeper eylinder, until at last the originally flat 
piece came out the long finger-shaped shell we 
have seen, ready to be filled with powder. 

And then we smelled tar and found ourselves 
stuusbling over a cable which looked like the sea 
serpent, and which was made to stand a strain of 
a hundred and twenty-five tons, while on one side 
lay piles of manilla rope which were like a work 
of art in the beautiful regularity of their strands, 
and on the other were models of the dry-docks 
at Brooklyn and Norfolk. Here again the boy 
was lifted toa level by strong hands and he was 
told how the great ship is towed into the long 
deep stone basin which is full of water: and then 
the gates are shut behind to keep her in, as if she 
were alive, the water is pumped out and there she 
is left high and dry, and ready for the carpenters 
and the sheathers to swarm up and down her 
sides, and put in new timbers if some of her ribs 
have played her false, or to fasten on clean bright 
copper if sea water has rusted, or sea weeds have 
encumbered, or the gnawing sea worm has got in 


anywhere. 

Then there were models of casemates with little 
guns mounted exactly as great guns are, and which 
doubtless made our small boy sigh to possess them 
as playthings, and then we came upon a very 
sprightly looking, gaily painted little machine, 
which seemed to be doing forty things at once and 
yet to be doing them all well. In one place it was 
picking up pieces of paper with a plunger which 
had a sucker on its under side, and it passed these 
pieces of paper one after the other in quick 
succession over to a plunger of another kind which 
dived down below somewhere with them and there 
was a great deal of skirmishing and scuffling going 
on down there, which we could not clearly make 
out, but about every second, anice white envelope 
would be laid into a long rack which stuck out 
behind the machine, all folded and gummed 
together and stamped and counted, so that exactly 
a dozen and no more went into the right place ; and 
un nice looking girl sat quietly by this twirling, 
twisting, life-like machine and took out piles 
of nice envelopes all ready for use, which we had 
seen a moment before as merely flat pieces of 
white paper. Of course we bought a pack and so 
did our boy, and no doubt he will send his next 
letter to his mother in one of these envelopes and 
he will probably try to tell her how it was made, 
and we wish we could see his description because 
it will probably beat ours. 

Then there was several miles of curious little 
machinery from the patent office in Washington 
all in cases, and then we fell among the Indians. 
Who shall picture the delight of our small boy as 
he saw the actual clothes, the blankets, the 
leggins. the tomahawks, ornaments for the head 
and ears in bears claw and bird's feather of the 
warriors he had read about, and the cradles and 
little deerskin shirts of the papooses whom the 
squaws carried about on their backs or bound to 
a board securely, and hung the board to a tree so 
that the baby swung gaily about in every wind 
that blew 

And when we came away as we at last had to— 
and that is the very worst thing about the Cen- 
tennial, one cannot stay there every minute of the 
time—the boy voted the Government building as 
the best of all, and wished he had everything in it 
for his own, and the great guns outside would he 
good to crawl into nights and sleep in. Hoy if 
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they should forget and fire him off some morning 
before he awoke ! 


A WORK OF FAITH. 
By H. B. Srowe. 


N this Centennial year we are sometimes re- 

minded that those things which most mark 
the growth of the human being—those which are 
the most precious fruits of the Christian culture 
of the last hundred years—are things which can- 
not be represented in the Philadelphia Exhibi- 
tion. We ean see there, in painting and archi- 
tecture and machinery, how much more agreeably 
and commodiously the physical life can be lived ; 
but the progress that has been made in what is 
truly (iodlike and divine—in what shall outlast 
this life and reach into immortality—eannot be 
estimated by anything there seen, or capable of 
being there represented. 

We have ridden this morning through the 
beautiful environs of Boston to visit an institu- 
tion which, to our mind, represents this diviner 
culture. It is the Home for Consumptives, Grove 
Hall, Boston Highlands. 

Here a tract of thirteen acres of picturesque 
and airy highlands is devoted to the purposes of 
Christian love, in providing refuge, home and 
care to the most hopeless class of the poor, those 
smitten with an incurable disease, and who, for 
that reason, are excluded from other hospitals. 
For though Boston makes magnificent provision 
for the poor in her hospitals, still the provision is 
necessarily confined to that class of the poor who 
ean be healed. But for those whom medicine 
cannot benefit, whose doom is sealed, and who 
have nothing before them but the grave, the hos- 
pital has no place. It was reserved for purely 
(Christian love to give home and sympathy and 
alleviating care to those who have nothing more 
to hope for in this life. 

The feeling of depression which would seem at 
first sight inevitable in visiting an institution 
whose inmates are smitten with an incurable dis- 
ease gives way wonderfully before the first aspect 
of this place. Situated on a breezy upland, the 
grounds are wide, airy and beautiful, giving on 
every side extensive prospects. In the center of 
a cheerful green lawn rises the Home, four stories 
in height, with a tower and wings. On a marble 
tablet over the front porch is inscribed, in letters 
of gold, *‘ Have Faith in God.” It is the keynote 
of the whole harmony, for the building, the 
grounds, all outside and all in, are monuments 
and witnesses of the great truth uttered by Jesus, 
that Gop Is, and is the rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek him. This home is entirely the enter- 
prise of a private individual, without fortune. 
There is no fund or endowment or known pecu- 
niary provision for the support of it, no human 
friend who has ever made any promise, express or 
implied, to preserve it or relieve its necessities, 
and there is no person in connection with Dr. 
Cullis, the manager, who has the control of means 
more than sufficient to render small contribu- 
tions towards its maintenance. All means for 
this work have been freely given. No debts for 
current expenses have been contracted. Daily 
supplies hare been asked of God, and received, for 
a course of years, while the institution has been 
from year to year slowly growing till it has come 
to what it is to-day. 

The entrance to the home is a large octagon- 
shaped reception-room, light, airy and cheerful. 
On the right opens the office of the physician ; on 
the left is a library and reading-room, comfortable 
and cosy, and free at any hour for the use of the 
intimates. Back of this isa large pleasant parlor, 
homelike and attractive. From the rear of the 
reception-room, opposite the front door, opens a 
broad passageway through the building. The 
dining-room, kitchen, laundry, and all domestic 
appointments of this kind are on this floor, and 
are complete of their kind. The building is 
warmed by steam and so perfectly ventilated that 
there is not the slightest ill-smell or odor of dis- 
ease. The rooms are bright, airy and cheerful. 
Instead of one large ward, there is a succession of 
apartments with four or five beds in each. As we 
passed from room to room, what struck us was 
the air of homelike thoughtfulness and cheer 
through them all. It was not cold neatness and 
desolate order. The rooms were full of pictures, 
ornamental texts, flowers, pressed leaves, and all 
those little refined touches with which in our own 
homes we fit up the sick-rooms of dearest friends. 
Love and care and thoughtfulness were expressed 
in every appointment. As the day was a bright 
one, the greater part of the patients were out in 
the grounds enjoying the fresh air. A few of the 


very sickest were in their beds, evidently tended 
with assiduous care by the nurses. The first story 
is devoted to the general purposes of cooking, 
storing, lighting and warming. The second story 
is appropriated to the rooms of the women, the 
third to the rooms of the men. All the rooms on 
each side on both these floors open direetly into 
the chapel, which is the central point of the 
house. The second story opens upon the lower 
floor of the chapel, and the third story upon the 
gallery, so that those who are able to walk have 
only a few steps to take to the comfortable Seats 
in the chapel, while through the open doors the 
voice of worship—whether in speaking, prayer or 
singing—can reach the ears of those too weak to 
leave their beds. The religious teachings, the 
hymns, the prayers, are all full of the peace, the 
restfulness, the love which inspires patience in 
pain, and hope and courage for a life beyond this 
earth. The little chapel is a model of inexpensive 
beauty. Its windows of stained glass were all 
memorial gifts of Christian love. The givers 
sought to honor the memory of departed friends 
by something which should cheer and console the 
friendless sick and poor. A neat little organ leads 
the singing, and the morning and evening prayers 
are a constant comfort and strength. 

We confess we were not prepared for the atmos- 
phere of brightness and cheer which pervaded 
everything in the house. A consumptives’ home— 
a place where so many incurables are wasting, 
suffering and dying—and yet cheerful ! 

But there is nothing that faith and love and 
hope cannot render cheerful. Love reigns there ; 
hope is kindled in many a desponding and weary 
soul, and by seeing the love of God manifested in 
human sympathetic friends and care-takers, the 
poor and suffering learn to believe in the higher 
love of the Invisible Saviour. 

One poor Irish girl thus gave toa visitor her 
experience: ‘‘I came here to the doctor,” she 
said, ‘‘to find out what was the matter with me ; 
and when I told him all how it was, he said, 
‘You'd better go up stairs.’ And I said, ‘ Why, 
doctor, you don’t think I’ve got the consumption, 
do youY And he said, ‘Yes, my child, I am 
afraid you have indeed.’ And I began to ery, and 
said, ‘Oh, what shall I do’? I’ve no father or 
mother—nowhere in the world to go to—and now 
they won't let me in at the hospital ‘cause I've got 
the consumption.’ And then the doctor he just 
said so kindly, ‘I'll be a father to you; just go up 
stairs to the matron—she'll give you a bed and 
take care of you..—And they're all so kind here! 
And the doctor's like.a real father to me 

How easy it would be, with this preparation, to 
make the poor understand and feel the love of 
Jesus! Nor is it surprising that, uniformly, the 
patients come themselves under the influence of a 
religion that so blesses them ; that they learn the 
reality of (iod’s love and the blessedness of the 
rest of faith. 

The Home, as we saw it, was giving shelter to 
between seventy and eighty inmates. No condi- 
tion of acceptance except destitution and disease 
is necessary. 
any poor, desolate wanderer can find there shel- 
ter, love, and care. 

But such a work of love gradually and inevita- 
bly enlarges. Sometimes the applicants have 
children. A poor widow who must lie down on 
the bed of sickness and death has helpless little 
ones to whom her heart clings, and this has led to 
the addition of a children’s home. The various 
branches of Christian work included in the con- 
duct of such an establishment have led to the 
building of a Deaconesses’ Home, where Christian 
women who wish to devote themselves to works 
of charity may receive training and practice. 
Then, as the Institution is far distant from the 
city, or from any regular church services, a mis- 
sion church has been built upon the grounds, 
which is well filled every Sunday by people from 
the vicinity, who come there for worship and in- 
struction. The services are conducted by Dr. 
Cullis, and the congregation is constantly increas- 
ing. A Congregational church has thus been 
formed, and the spirit of the whole movement is 
expressed in the simple motto which meets our 
eyes as we enter the church: “JESUS ONLY” 
To live, and love, and serve like Jesus is the be- 
ginning, middle, and end of what is there taught 
by precept and example. 

Having spent some time in going over the 
Home, the Deaconesses’ Home, the Children’s 
Home, the church, and the grounds, we returned 
once more to the entrance room to attend the de- 
votional exercises of the nurses and employees ; 
all in the house are of one spirit, and every one 
employed is a worker from love. The room was 


As long as there is room, so long 


soon filled, and Dr. Cullis began by reading a few 
verses from the Bible and offering prayer; then 
followed a hymn, in which all joined; and then 
one or another around the circle repeated a text 
of Seripture or a verse of a hymn. Occasionally 
they seemed to break into singing of some well- 
known verse. Kut the spirit of the whole exercise 
was cheerful. Love, joy, peace, rest, assurance, 
victory—such seemed to be the experiences of this 
life of devotion. There is no peculiar uniform or 
dress to mark these humble workers as those who 
have given up all for Christ, but one cannot but 
feel it in the atmosphere of rest and peace in 
which they move. 

As for Dr. Cullis, the head of all this good work, 
the man whom God has called to do it, he is an 
impersonation of cheerfulness and __ vitality. 
Never anxious, never worried, never in a hurry, 
and with leisure of heart to attend fully to any 
call of the present moment, he seems to bring 
strength and peace wherever he moves. He is a 
joyous, sunshiny man, careful, without care. 
When some friend recently said to him, ** Doctor, 
all this increasing work must bring a heavy bur- 
den on you; don’t you find it growing heavy *” 
his answer was, Heavy’ not at all. The work is 
not mine, but the Lord’s. The responsibility is 
noton me, but on him. I have only to look for 
daily orders and supplies, obey my orders and dis- 
pense my supplies and leave all with Him. A 
clerk ina large house has no more responsibility 
than aclerk ina smallone. If the business is a 
million a year, its weight is no more on a clerk 
than if it were a hundred thousand a year.” For 
eleven years Dr. Cullis has been quietly applying 
to practical life the prayer test, and found God an 
unfailing strength—a rery present help. 

Itis the same spirit of faith by which Franke, 
without money of his own, erected the great stone 
buildings of the Orphan House in Halle—by which 
George Muller, with no private fortune of his 
own, shelters, feeds. clothes. and cares for two 
thousand orphan children in the city of Bristol 
to-day. 

These men and these works are prayer-tests. 
They are witnesses and proof that thereis a /iring 
God, and that it is not a vain thing to pray unto 
Him. 

But whoever would thus accomplish this work 
of God must begin first by an entire self-surrender 
to that work. Entire consecration and entire self- 
surrender are the first steps of that faith to which 
Christ calls us. It is like the time when he stood 
on the water and said to Peter, who desired to 
walk thesea with him, ‘‘Come”; whoever dares to 
take that first step will find the hand of Christ 
stretched out to uphold him.

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Memorial Forest Church, Pelham Manor, near New 
Rochelle, N. Y., on the second Sunday in July, by the 
acting pastor, Rev. C. E. Lord, D.D., at half-past ten 
o’clock—subject: “The Religious History of the Hu- 
guenots in the United States.” [In the afternoon, at 
half-past four o'clock, there will be addresses from 
clergymen of different denominations from New Ro- 
chelle, Mount Vernon aud Pelbam Manor. 

While a number of our larger religious societies 
are feeling the pressure of the times, those in England 
appear to be receiving their usual support. The Non- 
conformist bas taken the trouble to arrange a table of 
their receipts, from which it appears that the thirteen 
principal foreign missiopary societies uggregated an 
income, in 1875, of 34,214,550. impression,” 
says the paper quoted, “is, that as wealth is increas- 
ing in advance of the population, so public benevo- 
lepee is increasing, and that the test of national decay, 
indicated by self-indulgence, on the one hand, or self- 
sacrifice, on the other, cau be, at present, favorably 
applied.” 


Lowell entertained the Massachusetts Congre- 
gational Association this year. It met on the 20th, 
and among other matters listened to papers by Rev. 
Dr. I. N. Tarbox, of Boston, on the growth of Associ- 
ational influence in the last bundred years, Dr. Means 
on benevolence, and Dr. Thomas, of Brookline, on 
temperance. Dr. Quint, of New Bedford, was present 
with his ever precise statistics, which he gave as fol- 
lows: The whole number of churches in the State is 
519, an increase of two over last vear; members 85,677, 
a gain of over 1500; Sunday-scbool members 97,000, a 
decrease of 100; benevolent coutrmbutions 407.000, 
which is a shrinkage of two per cent.—about 59,000— 
from last year, but is $100,000 more than in 1369. July 
4, 1776, there were 300 Congregational churches in 
Massachusetts. Many of that pumber afterward be- 
came Unitarian, so that fifty years later there were 
only 310 churches of the denomination. The actual 
development has therefore been mainly in the past 
fifty years. Eleven clergymen have died since the 
lust report. 


The two most important results of the work of 
the British Palestine exploring party have been tbe 
fixing of the site of the Cave of Adullam and the site 
of our Lord’s baptism. The Cave of Adullam is ove of 
a series of caves which would accommodate 300 men. 
There are two kinds of caves: those of water-worn ori- 
zin, damp, the abode of bats, and unhealthy, and smal! 
dry caves, still inhabited and showing traces of inhab- 
itation at different periods. Among the Adullam 
caves is one larger than the others, used probably by 
David himself. The site of our Lord’s baptism is 
recorded as being at a ford near Bethabara. The party 
determined to trace all the fords of the Jordan, and 
oD an average they found three fords toamile. Noth- 
ing was found at all auswering to their search, when 
near the end of the survey of the Jordan they struck a 
ford called Abara without the * Beth.” which weans a 
house. The position with regard to the villages where 
our Lord is recorded to have been just previously suits 
admirably, and this is supposed to be the original spot 
of the baptism. Syrian fever and the cholera have 
compelled the party to stop work for the present, and 
it will return to England to recruit. 


A letter in the Liberal Christian, describing Mr. 
Moody’s Chicago mevting, takes a more hopetul view 
of bis services in general than the paper itself took 
while the revivalist was in New York. The writer, a 
Unitarian, says: * Mr. Moody’s * matter’ way not be 
exactly yours or mine, but it is, nevertheless, most 
inspiring for thousands of men who are pot prepared 
by thought or previous training to hold the liberal 
gospel with the same tenacity as they will that which 
appeals more obviously to tbeir senses. If we study 
the character of the movement and the work done iu 
the case of individuals who have come under its in- 
fluence, I think we cannot fail to see that the spirit of 
God bas been in it. The object of the movement iu 
Chicago and elsewbere bas not been to make men 
sectarian, but to make them Christian. Denuomina- 
tional interests are ignored. The one main object is 
to turn men to the love and service of God. While 
therefore the coustant reiteration of certain dogmatic 
Views May seem to us to show the lack of that broad 
charity which we love, and while it may prevent us 
from evguging as active helpers in this revival work, 
let us rejoice ip all the good that is being done and 
bid it Godspeed.”’ 


Rey. Mr. Colfelt, of Philadelphia, who has been 
charged before bis Presbytery with preaching other 
people’s sermons, Makes au hopest though uovel de- 
fense. He told the Presbytery that he bad pot the 
least hesitancy in acknowledging that very close cor- 
respondeuce has existed between portions, aud in 
some instances very large portions, of his deliverauces 
and the discourses of others. This correspoudence has 
embraved illustrations used, ideas remembered to en- 
force them, and sometimes the structural arrangement 
of discourses. ‘“ Under the influence of reading,” says 
Mr. Colfelt, **I have written out discourses, and per- 
mitted them to remain in my note-books until I had 


forgotten the original sources, and at a future time 
taken them up, and ou assimilation and reproduction 
clung closely to my original notes. I bave read all the 
great masters—read them carefully, in order to re- 
member them as largely us possible. 1 have en- 
deavored to take from every quarter just as much as 
[ possibly could. Lam, aod always will be a big taker. 
If, upon reading a book, I thought it worth taking, I 
wrote down ws far as possible in my own lavpguage 
from memory, and only from memory, all that my 
memory retained. | trained my memory from the 
beginning literally to take everything that Lread. I! 
have compiled my own collection of iWustratious, 
originated just as many as I could, and appropriated 
just as many as [ found conformable to my taste and 
suited to my purpose. These materials which I have 
taken and laid away, eitherin memory or in writing, 
Ihave always felt the completest liberty in using in 
the formation of my discourses. At no time have I 
ever literally and consciously preached the deliver- 
ances of another. To no one more than to myself can 
it be greuter grief that my method of work has beeu 
au offence to others, and given rise to scaudal in the 
Church of Cbrist.””. The Presbytery, however, could 
hardly accept this excuse, and bas in substance cau- 
tioned Mr. Colfelt not to rely ou his memory so much 
in the future. 


The new Yale Chapel whose dedication was 
noticed last Week is the third in tbe history of the 
institution, her first being the old Athenwum, built in 
1761-65, and the secoud the chapel just vacated, which 
Wis putup in 24. Among the interior decorations of 
the new building the memorial wiudows are couspicu- 
ous. All the college presidents are honored with some 
appropriate mention, from rector Pierson to Dr. 
Woolsey, and a few of the more distinguished pre- 
fessors, including Silliman, Kinugsley,Oimstead, Hadley, 
Learned, Fitch, Taylor, Herrick and others. President 
Porter's ad‘iress at the dedication on the 18th inst. wus 
taken up muinly with the peed and uses of a College 
Chapel, asubject which the speaker thought worthy 
of cousideration because the necessity of any special 
provision tor Christian worsbip and instruction in a 
college comumuuity has of late been frequently 
questioned, aud the practicability of barmonizing 
positive religious influence with the appropriate aims 
and activities of a great university has been openly 
denied. in the course of bis excellent address, Dr. 
Porter expressed bimself as follows, on the question of 
requiring students to attend chapel services: ‘ We 
contend that the special exposures of college life 
require special and definite arrangements for religious 
worshipund instruction. These the college itself should 
furnish. A college Community sbut up to itself, com- 
posed of youth trained in Cbristian families, bred to 
babits of Christian worsbip, and many of them possess- 
ing Christian aims aud hope, without its appointed 
house and place for public prayer, would furnish un 
otfeusive exception to ways of other organized humau 
soulety. That attendance be enforced is no burdship, 
so loug as it is practiced by iustructors and so long as 
the students are dealt with as reasonable beings, and 
their honesty in giving excuses is pot challenged by 
vexatious suspicion and degrading distrust. Com- 
pliance with the college rules, which impose such 
regularity, should become easy, if for no other reason 
than thut the students themselves may be delivered 
from besitation, self-indulgence, dawdliog, and childish 
caprice. Were the studeut at his home be would often 
be coustrained against his willto be present at family 
and Sunday worship by parental authority and the 
force of public opinion, and for both of these in college 
days there is and can be no efficient substitute but 
college rules. College prayers and Sunday worship 
are certain to be failures when they are publicly dis- 
houored by aking attendance voluntary or are made 
attractive by sensational devices. Compulsion, I know, 
is an odious word, but, as it seems to me, it is never so 
odious as when it is wrested out of all propriety in the 
spirit of a demagogue iv education and addressed to 
secturiau or libertine prejudices. I trust that no 
Christian College will so far lose its self-respect in 
obedience to its cry as to close or dishonor its house of 
prayer. A positive religious influence is required in 
college apd university life to arrest avd turn back 
those atheistic and anti-Christian tendencies which are 
now so active in the circles of science and culture. 
We contend that neither faith nor thevlogy is the 
bistorical or the natural foe of science aud culture. 
We also contend that faith is as helpful to science as 
science is useful to faith. We assert that ina truly 
Christian university science will be more truly scientific 
than in one which is atheistic or anti-Caoristian, simply 
because faith, where other things are equal, tends to 
make science more liberal, more candid and com- 
prehensive, and more sagacious. A thoughtful believer 
in God cannot but be a broader thinker than the uar- 
row atheist who prefers to solve the problem of the 
universe by some single formula of the latest fashion.’

THOUGHTLESSNESS. 


By Mrs. Henry WARD BEECHER. 


HERE are three things, at least, that are a 
great source of discouragement to a careful 
housekeeper, namely, the apparent impossibility to 
teach a servant to shut a door, to use a * holder,” or 
to put things in their appropriate places, instead of 
throwing them about on the floor, table or chairs. 

When the cooking is in progress in the kitchen it is 
uncomfortable and annoying to find the doors leading 
into dining-rooms or ball left open, and the steam and 
all the combinations of odors that necessarily ming!e 
in the kitchen pervading the whole house. When told 
for the hundredth time that those doors must not be 
left open, the invariable reply is, “1 only left it open 
just aminute.” They never remember that just that 
one minute is sufficient to fill the house with disagree- 
able odors as effectually as if left open half an bour, 
and that it will take more than twice that length of 
time to free the atmosphere. 

To add to this discomfort, when the head of the 
house half impatiently inquires, “Can't you teach 
that girl to keep those doors closed?’ the weary 
housekeeper knows she can never make him realize 
that “shut the door’ is repeated over and over 
again hour after hour, kindly, urgently, peremptorily, 
in every variety of tone, till her soul is sick of the 
sound, and yet “just a minute” is the unvarying, 
wearisome response. 

Good dish-towels of every kind are provided for 
dining-room and kitchen use; and with them “ holders” 
are given to both cook and waiter, saying: 

“Now, girls, if you use these towels, even the 
coarsest of them, to take off pots and Kettles, to re- 
move food from the oven, to take the dishes to the 
table, or for anything but their appropriate use, you 
will annoy me exceedingly.”’ 

The answer will surely be: “Oh! no, mem. Indeed 
I never do suchathing!”” But almost while speaking, 
pies, cake or bake-pans are lifted from the oven witb 
one of these same towels, and most likely it is burned 
or smeared by so doing. 

* Dear me! I didn’t think!” is the ever-ready excuse. 

There are nice roomy closets for pots, kettles and 
bake-pans, and cupboards with abundant space for 
kitchen crockery, yet these utensils are more fre- 
quently thrown on chairs or window-sills than placed 
neatly and conveniently in the closets, where they 
can be easily found. This is s0 common that if one 
sits down on a kitchen chair she does it at the risk of 
soiling the dress. 

Nor is this heedlessness confined solely to the kitchen. 
Itisas common in the dining-room pantry. In both 
departments dish-towels are often thrown into the 
chairs, to be sat on by any careless body who takes a 
seat without seeing if the chair is safe. The next 
minute, or shortly after perbaps, the same towels are 
used to wipe the dishes, or, worse still, laid over the 
- bread rising on the hearth, or wrapped round the 
loaves when taken out of the pans, utterly thoughtless 
of the large, clean bread-cloths provided for that pur- 
pose, and which should be used for nothing else. 

No matter how oftem dish-towels are washed and 
scalded, they can never be made fit to use on bread or 
meat. Cloths for both these purposes must be ready, 
kept separately, and under no circumstances used for 
anything else. If this seems too particular, let any 
one who so considers it take a dish-towel that has been 
washed, boiled, rinsed and ironed with the greatest 
care,and notice how differently it still smells from 
any towel that bas never been used about dishes. We 
do not attempt to explain the reasons why such 
articles retain the odor, but the experiment will, we 
think, satisfy any one that it is not pleasant to think 
of their use about our food. 

Until servants can be taught to overcome such care- 
less habits, any one quick to observe, or with a 
fastidious stomach, will not fiud the frequent visits to 
the kitchen, which are of so much importance, condu- 
cive to a good appetite. 

And yet unceasing vigilance is the housekeeper’s 
only safeguard. This is a lesson which many young 
housekeepers, or those who are unwilling to give more 
time and thought to their household cares than they 
spend in social calls or amusements, must learn in 
time, through the increasing discomforts at home, and 
the little “ leaks’’ and “ wastes,”’ that in a year or two 
of neglect will become too apparent to be longer 
overlooked. 

A young matron little by little wakes up to the fact 
that certain things that were fresh and pretty a short 
time ago are growing clouded, dingy, or a hole here 
and there appears far too soon to be accounted for 
by the regular wear and tear of daily use. 

“Just look at this fine damask towel! How grey 
and dirty itis. What can bave happened to it?” she 
saysto the girl, who brings up a basket of freshly- 
washed and ironed clothes. “And here are those 
heavy buckabuck towels with great holes all over 
them, evidently not torn, but actually worn through! 
What does it mean, Mary?” 

‘An’ sure I don’t know, mem. 
they came to the laundry.”’ 

Had the lady noticed the manner in which her work 
was done she might have seen her chambermaid 
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scrubbing the marble hall with these expensive towels, 
taking them from out the dirty clothes, to save herself 
the trouble of going down stairs for a regular scrub 
cloth. Having seen it once, she would have probably 
taken steps to prevent a repetition of such ruinous 
work and have saved her towels. We have seen such 
practiees in houses where we bad no right to interfere, 
but earnestly desired to have the mistress rouse up 
sufficiently to see the destruction that was going on 
about her. We cannot tell what can be devised to 
overcome the untidy and heedless habits so prevalent 
among servants, but are fully convineed that there 
can be no change until our bousekeepers as a class are 
more earpest aud constant in superintending their 
work, aud their servants learnthat they can no longer 
conceal their shortcomings. 
RECEIPTS. 
ENGLISH STEW. 

Cut cold meat of any kind into thin slices. Sprinkle 
salt, pepper and flour over them; also spread over the 
meat any kind of pickles, chopped or sliced. Pour 
over all half a teuaup of water, and a little of the vin- 
egar from the pickles, with a spoonful or two of cat- 
sup and some of the gravy left from the meat. Stir 
all together, and bake one hour. 

VEAL ROLL. 

Chop three and a half pounds of veal steak and half 
a pound pickled pork very fine; add three eggs, beuten, 
three Boston crackers rolled five, one tablespoonful of 
salt, ope teaspoonful of black pepper, one grated nut- 
neg, teu very sinall onions chopped fine, and balf a 
cup tomato catsup. Mould this into a long loaf aud 
cover with rolled crackers, Put into a dripping-pan, 
and baste often with one cup of water and a lump of 
butter the size of an egg, with balf a cup of catsup 
stirred in. Add more hot water to the basting liquor 
as this dries off or is used up. Bake three hours. 
When balf done turn the loaf over, that all sides may 
be browned alike. 

CENTENNIAL BISCUIT, 

Make a good hasty pudding; boil till the meal is 
well cooked. Set aside to cool, When milk warm, to 
every quart of the puddivg work in tlour sufficient to 
make a stiff dough. Then into biscuits, put in 
the bake-pan and let them stand in a warm place 
over night. Bake for breakfast in a hot oven aud eat 
while hot. 

The friend who sends us this receipt assures us that 
they are excellent. 

CORN PUBDING, 

Grate fifteen ears of sweet corn, scraping off care- 
fully all the milk that may remain on the cob, but do 
not take the hull with it. Add to this one cup and 
a quarter of white Indian meal, four well-beaten eggs, 
three spoonfuls of sweet butter, and euough rich milk 
to make a thin batter; add pepper and salt, and stir 
in the eggs the last thing. and bake. Stir it several 
times before it is balf done; after that leave it unmo- 
lested till done. 

LOBSTERS’ CLAWS. 

When sending lobster or crabs to the table, the claws 
are not only a neat finish to the dish, but there is 
much of the best and sweetest meat to be found in 
them, but not very eusily secured. Place some nut- 
crackers on the table to open the claws with and all 
difficulty is overcome.

NUTRITIVE VALUE OF COTTON SEED. 

N Illinois stock breeder asks to be definitely 
i informed in regard to the feeding value of 
cotton-seed meal. This material is used in different 
forms, on which the effect in some degree depends, 
The bull should be taken from the seed before grind- 
ing. By grinding and pressing the oil is extracted, 
which is too valuable to admit of the unpressed meal 
being used for feed. The ground cake that remains 
after pressure is a most nutritious food, and ought to 
be used by our farmers much more than it is, and 
would be found quite as profitable as the linseed cake 
has proved to be in England, where stock men are wise 
enough to use all they can get. 

The benefit from this food is found not only in the 
crowth and fattening of the cattle, but in the greatly 
improved quality of the manure, a point too little ap- 
preciated by American farmers. 

The use of cotton-seed meal in feeding is found 
profitable not only for making beef, but equally in 
the production of butter. Its value is greater than 
that of any other kind of food except Indian corn. It 
should be fed in combination with pulped roots, o 
with hay, or with corp stover finely chaffed, just as 
has been found the best practice in the case of linseed 
meal or corn meal. Large quantities of this material 
are still exported to Europe, but 4his folly will cease 
whenever American farmers grow wise enough to 
utilize and monopolize their own resources. 


SULPHATE OF MAGNESIA. 

Tus fertilizer is not often emploved by farmers, 
but when its merits come to be better understood 
it will doubtless come into more general use. It ac- 
cumulates in vast quantities at a mineral establish- 
ment in Konigsburg, Prussia, as a waste, which is sold 
for agricultural purposes at fifteen cents per hundred 
pounds. The well-known fact that it enters largely 
into many of our cultivated plants, especially Indian 


corn and clover, bas led to a number of carefully con- 


ducted experiments to determine its manurial value. 
As compared with gypsum (plaster or sulphate of 
lime), its effect on the clover crop has been found to 
be decidedly superior to the latter. It appears to be 
iu fact nearly certain that in most cases where the 
sulphate of lime has been successfully used the sul- 
phate of magnesia would prove still more potent and 
profitable. For stable use, to prevent the escape of 
ammonia, it is regarded by many as far better. from 
the simple fact that it dissolves quickly in water, or 
in contact with any moist substance, as stable or yard 
manure, whereas gypsum is slow to dissolve, and for 
that reason must necessarily act more slowly and with 
less evergy. 


VALUE OF CHARCOAL DUST. 

IN answer to an inquiring farmer of Grant Co.. 
Wis.; we would say that pulverized charcoal is not 
only very valuable as an absorbent, but has in many 
eases a positive fertilizing value peculiar to itself. We 
assert this confidently both from experience and ob- 
servation, though it is contrary to the opinion of some 
well-known chemists. 

But the value of charcoal as an absorbent is gener- 
ally improved by the addition of plaster, and in cer- 
tain conditions of soil the manurial effect also is 
increased by combining them. 

Anotber article that is both excellent as an absorb- 
ent and very useful as a manure is dried peat. When 
these three ingredients are combined with any good 
concentrated fertilizer, as ben dung, guano, animal 
dust, etc., the effect cannot fail to be good, and is 
often very surprising. Night soil or urine from the 
stalls, when blended with these, if in the right proupor- 
tion, will always increase the yield and improve tbe 
land. 

One great advantage of these absorbents is that they 
impart to concentrated and volatile manures a more 
lasting effect. This subject offers to farmers a very 
important field for further investigation, and they 
will find that experiments in this direction will pay 
well for the time and trouble. 


ARTIFICIAL MANURES. 


THE value of science in busbandry depends 
very much upon the intelligence used in applying it, 
and even then we cannot always be sure of results. 
The chemistry of agriculture, for example, bas some 
curious inconsistencies which are rather hard to ex- 
plain. Even the familiar articles, bone dust and 
superphosphate of lime, are very far from being fully 
understood. and sometimes yield contradictory ip- 
dications. It is generally supposed, for instance, that 
these chemicals are valuable when applied to the 
turpip crop, and as a rule they certainly are, and 
sometimes in a very remarkable degree. Yet this 
crop contains but a small proportion of phospboric 
acid. while wheat, of which the grain is rich in this 
substance, often receives Do apparent benefit from a 
liberal dressing of these manures, and has even ap- 
peared in certain cases to derive injury from their 
application. 

It does not therefore appear likely that the chemist 
will very soon be able to write an infallible code of 
laws for our guidance in farm operations, and yet we 
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cannot by any means afford to ignore his services or 
dispense with them. All that remains is for fariners 
to solve these mysteries by persistent and repeated 
trials.

A NOVEL CHRISTMAS CELE- 
BRATION. 
[From the Brookiyn Eagle.) 
CHURCH OF CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


HE School Chrietmas festival was 

unique and entirely original, the in- 
vention, it is understood, of the pastor, 
Rev. Dr. Eggleston. The intention was 
te give as correct and natural idea of 
what the mythical Santa Claus really is 
as possible to the children, while it did 
not fail to amuse and even excite the 
wonder of the parents. The festival was 
held iu the large Sunday School hall in 
the basement, which was elaborately 
decorated with flags, banners and mot- 
toes bearing suggestive Scriptural quo- 
tations.

From the two 
aleoves on each side of the fairy house 
hung enormous pumpkin faces which 
gave a very weird effect. From the plat- 
form ran a passageway along the wall 
up an inclined plane to a tiny tent, 
After the opening exercises a teacher 
said tbat a> Santa Claus had left them 
nothing this year they should send a 
eommittee up to fairyland to find out 
what was the matter. The motion was 
pot to a vote and carried, and the 
Soperintendent appointed three girls, 
raying that they could coax best.

The 
dwarfs said they could not, that he had 
been out all night and was tired to death. 
The girls insisted. * Well,” squeaked the 
Qwarfs, “If you had been riding over 
roofs all night, and climbing down chim- 
neys, and filling stockings and Christmas 
trees, and climbing up chimueys again, 
and getting your face and hands all over 
scot, aud driving reindeers, you’d be 
sleepy too.”’ But the girls still insisted, 
and the dwarfs, giving a loud blast apiece, 
retreated to their hiding places. The 
Committee then decided to ring the door 
bell again. They had rung twice, when 
suddenly Santa Claus popped his head 
out of the chimney, saying, just a little 
crosaly, ‘“‘Who'’s there?’

deavor. Santa Claus was sure he had 
never heard that name before, but asked 


where it was, 


When told that it was on Lee avenue 
and Hewesstreet, he exoelaimed: “.What! 
the old Jere. Johnson Mission’ He then 


‘said that that was how it happened, 


they had changed the pame without tell- 
ing him, but he said it could not be 
helped pow, he had nothing left. The 
Committee still insisted that they must 
have something. Santa did not see how 
he could do it, had turned the reindeer 
out to pasture, asked how many scholars 
they had. On being informed that they 
had about eight hundred, he was much 
astonished, sail it must look something 
like old times. He called his dwarfs and 
inquired of them how much they had. 
They could pot find anything. Santa 
Claus at last decided to go and look for 
himeelf, and he found a box of candy, 
nuts and pop corn. The girls were de- 
lighted, but then came up the question 
of what heshould put itin.

At last Santa 
Claus whistled for his friend, the fairy 
queen, upon which sweet music was 
heard in the little tent, and a beautiful 
little queen, with wings and a crown, 
appeared. She inquired in verse what 
Santa Claus wanted. Upon learning the 
difficulty she offered to supply him with 
fairy stockings, At each surprise, as the 
appearance of dwarfs from the forests 
and Santa Claus from the chimney, there 
was uproarious laughter from the chil- 
dren, and the whole thing was to them 
a most delightful fairy story. 

Beside the fairy stockings the children 
each received an orange and one of 
Prang’s chromo cards, with a Christmas 
greeting on one side and a quaint old 
ballad of Robert Southwell. The large 
Sunday school hall was filled with 
Visitors,

THE CUSTOMS OF SOLOMON’S 
DAY AND OURS. 

HIE style of dress and ornaments of 

the Hebrew ladies of the present day 
—an 1 in fact the prevailing toilets of all 
ladies—is much the same as during the 
time of Solomon. With all these changes 
and variations of centuries, the gradation 
of chignons and crinolipes, We now find 
much of the simple grace and easy 
symmetry of ancient Greece. 

The Scriptures narrate a great many 
things about the style of dress worn in 
the time of Solomon; and in the law of 
Moses several directions are given con- 
cerning garments worn by the Israelites. 
In the book of Judges the girls of that 
period are described by Deborah as “a 
prey of divers colors of needle work,” 
while Samuel says, “ their clothing is of 
silk aud purple.” In the frequent in- 
tercourse between the Jewish and other 
nations, the ladies, tired of their simplic- 
ity. sought the fashions of the clever 
Ezyptians, the elegant Pbenicians aud 
the !uxurious Persians. Even patient 
Job became impatient at the dresses, and 
Isaiah denounced “the women of the 
period,” living for nothing but dress and 
flirtation, with one desire to “see and be 
seen.” The tunica, worn by the ladies 
in the time of Solomon, was much like 
the polonaise ef to-day, and the belts 
with fancy elasps pow worn are about 
the same as the leather girdles ani silver 
buekles wern of old. 

We also find recorded that trains were 
worn to dresses, and thut camel’s-bair 
shawls were common. Embroidered 
manties, fastened with golden piua, are 
also spoken of. The bair was also oiled, 
dyed, and put in coils; little curls were 
jet hang over the foreheads, and, strange 
to say, the girls of Solomon’s time, it is 
stated, used paint. Veils were worn, 
ard sandals were made of blue and violet 
eolored leather with fancy latchets. 
Solomon, as is related, said to Shulamite, 
“bow beautiful are thy feet with shoes, 
© prince’s daughter!” Hair nets were 
worn, and earrings of all forms and much 
value were very common. Bracelets on 
the right arm, strings of pearl and heavy 
gold chains around the neck, rings on the 
fingers, and other ornaments, were all 
worn by the anciept Hebrew ladies. 


AN INGENIOUS DEvVICcE.—When 
Dr. Woods and Profegsor Stuart were in 
the prime of their usefulness and fame at 
Audover, it occurred to the students that 
the prayers of these distinguished teach- 
ere, at the seminary devotions, were lon- 
ger than was necessary, and how to 
remedy the difficulty was a subject of 
moch thought amd conversation. No 
one was willing ‘to bell” either of the 
old professors. At length a committee 
of the students was appointed to confer 
withthem. The conimittee divided itself 
into halves, and, at the same hour, one 
part went to Dr. Woods, told him of the 
delicacy which the students felt about 
addressing Professor Stuart on the matter 
ef his long prayers at the chapel, and 
implored the mediation of Dr. Woods 
with the Professor, to induce him to 
shorten his petitions. The rest of the 
committee also comferred with Professor 
Stuart to the same effect, with regard to 
the prayers of Dr. Woods, and besought 
his intercession with the venerable pro- 
fessor of theology toabbreviate his chapel 
supplications. On the departure of the 
committees, each professor instantly 
seized his hat and cane, aud started for 
the house of lds assoviate. They met 
midway near the old Mansion House. 
Professor Stuart, his eyes dancing with 
fun, at once hailed the good Doctor with 
the etartling information that the 
students thought his prayers were too 
Jong. And immediately Doctor Woods 
gravely quenched the sparkling light in 
the Hebrew Professor's face, by telling 
him that the students held the same 
view in regard to his petitions. The two 
professors continued their walk and 
meditations. Both came tothe conclu- 
sion that each of the offenders had been 
taken iv his own net, and subsequently 
the chapel prayers were shortened, or 
else entirely relegated to the students.— 
Vt. Chronicle.

the reports, America has a remarkable 
artist developing in the person of that 
excellent housewife. Mrs. Brooks began 
to sculpture faces in the butter pats she 
sent to market, her tools being a common 
paddle, cedar sticks, broom straws and 
camel's bgir pencils. Ina brief time her 
works became the marvel of the neigh- 
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borhood, and one of them was exhibited 
in Memphis and won wuch admiration, 
Her most remarkable work, * The dream- 
ing lolanthe,” is, the Commercial says, 
soon to be exhibited in Cincinnati, her 
native place. This lolanthe is theeeroine 
of the pretty drama of “ King Rene’s 
Daughter’ by the Danish poet Henry 
Herz; a bliud princess, from whom, up 
to her 16th year, the knowledge of her 
misfortune has been withheld. Mrs, 
Brooks presents a bust of the innocent 
and beautiful girl as she lies sleeping and 
almost glorified by bappy dreams, It is 
of somewhat less than life-size, in high 
relief in the concavity ofa large tin pan. 
The head is but slightly turned from a 
full front view. The butter is almost 
white. Its translucence gives to the com- 
plexion a richness beyond alabaster, and 
a softness and smootbness that are very 
striking. The profile is pure Grecian. 
The hair ripples back in waves, and the 
lips are parted with a heavenly smile.

COURTSHIP IN GERMANY, 

HE Berlin correspondent of the Lon- 

don Daily News discourses about 
courtship in Germany to the following 
effect: 

“It is not of much consequence how 
the parties first become acquainted; 
there are plenty of waysin whicha young 
man with a trade and a dozen linen 
collars may come to kuow mothers with 
marriageable daughters, and then the 
daughters themselves, Even if the young 
man has no thought of marriage, the 
society of the young ladies is likely to be 
not quite without interest. German girls 
are not so handsome as Engiish, so grace- 
ful as the French, or so clever as Awmeri- 
cans; but they generally look bealthy 
and fresh, and they have Hijuslichkeit.’ 
Now there is no other quality that Ger- 
man men of the middle class prize in their 
wives as ‘ Hiiuslichkeit,’ or domesticity. 
Look through the popular literature of 
the country, romance and poetry, and it 
will appear that this is the sum of wifely 
virtues. The young girls are very care- 
fully trained iv this respeet by their 
mothers, and at the age at which they 
marry they are nearly always equal to 
the domestic duties of their position. 
They know how to knit men’s hose, and 
to deal out rations to the servants. In 
the little parties at the beer house or 
garden the young lady is expected to 


make the necessary display of her 
domestic accomplishments, aided, of 
eourse, by judicious hints from the 


mether. If the objective man be an in- 
dustrious artisan or thrifty tradesman, 
the maiden driuks sparingly of beer, eats 
a piece of ham or sausage instead of a 
beefsteank, and knits on some useful and 
substantial garment. If he be a banker’s 
son, belonging, say one grade higher 
socially, but attracted by a pretty face, 
the tactics are different. The girl is 
permitted to be a little more forward. 
Instead of knitting she works at some 
light embroidery: she takes not only a 
beefsteak, but a beefsteak aur cham- 
pignons; she chatters a good deal about 
the opera, and even about Renz’s Circus; 
and in short her whole manner is lighter 
and freer. If the first class of candidates 
are to be captured by the steady persist- 
* ent work of infantry, the movement for 
the rich ‘catches’ is wore like a cavalry 
charge. 

“An observant young wman ean 
generally tell by the second evening at 
the beer garden if he is a persona grata 
with the mother. If on bis appearance 
the second evening at the rendezvous she 
innocently offers him a place beside the 
daughter, or accidentally makes a place 
for him, aa it were ip the confusion of 
the moment, he knows at once that one 
formidable outpost is carried; and worse 
thao that, if he be himself indifferent, he 
kuows thatashbarp matron is Olling his 
path with traps and pitfalle. Perhaps 
the most interesting scene is a mother 
who at a public place like that bas three 
or four daughters to adjust among as 
many ardent or reluctant suitors. I can 
compare it to notbing but a cook watch- 
ing half adozeuv beefsteaks in different 
degrees of preparation. From the pair 
who are most advanced in their wooing 
and may be left pretty much to them- 
selves, to the pair who least harmonize 
and consequently peed the most discreet 
attention and encouragement—from the 
one of these extremes to the other, along 
the intermediate grades of connabial 
readiness, the care of this watchful 
mother ranges and operates. The young 
ladies play their parte demurely, but 
with a good deal of skill. 

“Ibn default of a public announcement 
of a betrothal, people in the habit of 
watching the actors from evening to 
evening may tell by one infallible sign 
when the happy climax is reached. As 
#000 as the swain begins to pay the young 
lady's reckoning in addition to his own, 
depend on it they are engaged. Up to 
that time the p iden’s Ginsebraten has 
been reckone at the close of every 
evening with .e account of the family, 
and paid for by the fond parent; but 
mow the burden has been lightened. The 
future son-in-law meets his sweetheart’s 
expenses, but them alone. Even if there 
be nobody else with them but the mother, 
she always pays her own billl. Night 
after night one may see at the same 
restaurants a young man pay for himself 
and kis sweetheart, while the worthy 
matron just as regularly is left to the 


resources of her own purse. If the three 
visit the theatre he purchases stalls for 
two, while the mother takes her place in 
the queue, and looks out for herself, and 
the rule is scarcely ever broken. If it be 
said on the one hand that the mother, 
having shuffled off the responsibility of 
ber daughter’s entertainment, ought to 
be satisfied with that, it may be urged on 
the other band that, in view of the fidelity 
and regularity expected of a German 
lover, the support of the young lady isin 
itself enough, and he ought uot to be 
asked to bave the mother superadded, 
at least until after the marriage. Young 
people engaged are expected to pass 
three hundred and sixty-live evenings a 
year in each other's society. If they 
belong to the middle or poorer classes 
this phenomenon is generally witnesssed 
at cheap beer-houses and gardens, varied 
iu summer by an occasioual rural excur- 
sion. If they have a wore exalted posi- 
tion in the sooial scale, there will general- 
ly be facilities for entertaining the 
victim at the home of the intended; and 
for beer gardens they will now and then 
substitute a concert or a play. But the 
full quota of evenings is aways rigorously 
exacted. Perhaps the most delicate 
situation for an anxious suitor is when 
the mother is indiffereut, or with a little 
judicious matronly coquetry, knowing 
that he is anxious, pretends to be in- 
different. This situation exacts from 
the candidate the most careful behavior, 
especially late in the evening after beer, 
when the mother is Nkely to be sleepy 
and tired, and even irritable. One false 
step then may ruio all. 

“The other evening a friend and I sat 
under a lime treeat a fashiouabie resort, 
amused at, aud, iu spite of ourselves, 
interested in, the proceedings at an 
adjacent table, where there wasa family 
party, consisting of a father, three 
daughters, as many young men, and a 
mother calmly but unobtrusively direct- 
ing the course of affairs. One of the 
young ladies, feeling cold, rose to throw 
a shawl over her shoulders; and of course 
all the young men by &@ common impulse 
plunged madly forward to assist her. 
Une of these young men will never be 
seen agaiv with that party. For he car- 
ried in his band as he went to aid the 
young lady a heavy cane; and, with 
characteristic awk wardness, he managed, 
while drawing up the shawl, to thrust 
the end of the cane into the eye of the 
mother, and the shaw] seemiug to require 
a good deal of adjustment, as I have 
observed it often does when a young man 
is drawing it on aud the shoulders are 
those of a young lady, the unlucky 
wretch nearly rumed the maternal eye. 
At any rate, he seemsto have become 
convinced that it would never again look 
favorably on him, for he comes no more 
to the trysting place. My friend is a 
philosopher, and he has his moral ready. 
‘ After all,’ observed he, lighting a fresh 
cigarette, ‘ youder swain is no worse than 
the rest of us; it happens to many of us 
at critical mements to thrust a cane into 
the eye of the desired mother-in-law, and 
thus at one unlucky stroke to forfeit all 
our chances,’”’

PREACHING. 
N -_ from a student in a Nonconformist 


R. John Bright 

College a letter asking bis opinion on the 
art of public speaking, and on reading 
sermons, returned the following reply: 

“Dear sir,—Your letter, written in 
May last, only met my eye a few daysago; 
it has been at the Reform club, aud was 
not forwarded to me till quite recently. 
You ask me two questions, to one of 
whicy I can give aready answer. I have 
pever been in the habit of writing out 
my speeches, certainly not for more than 
thirty years past. The labor of writing is 
bad enough, and the labor of committing 
to memory would be intolerable; and 
speeches read to a meeting are vot likely 
to be received with much favor. It is 
enough to think over what is to be said, 
and to form an outline in a few brief 
notes. But first of all, a real knowledge 
of the subject to be spoken of is required ; 
with that, practice should make speaking 
easy. As to what is best for the pulpit, I 
may not venture to say much. I[t would 
seem that rules applicable to other speak- 
ing will be equally applicable to the 
pulpit. But in the pulpit a man is ex- 
pected to speak for a given time, on a 
great theme, and with less of exact 
material than is obtainable on other 
occasions and on ordinary subjects. And 
further, a majority of preachers are pot 
good speakers, and perhaps could not be 
made such. Fhey have no natural gift 
for good speaking; they are not logical 
in mind, nor full of ideas, nor free of 
apeech; and they have none of that 
natural readiness which is essential to a 
powerful and interesting speaker. It is 
possible, nay, perhaps very probable, 
that if reading sermons was abolished, 
while some sermons would be better than 
they now are, the majority of them would 
besimply chaos, and utterly unendurable 
to the most patieut congregation. Given 
aman with knowledge of his subject, and 
a gift for public speaking, then I think 
reatiing a mischief; but given a pan who 
knows little, aud who has no gift of 
speaking, then reading seems to be 
mevitable, because speaking, as I deem 
it, is impossible. But it must be a ter- 
rible thing to have to read or speak a 
sermon every week, ou the same topic, 
to the same people; terrible to the 
speaker, and hardly less so to the hearers. 
Only men of great mind, great knowl- 
edge and great power can do this with 
success. I wonder that any man can do 
it! I often doubt if any man has ever 
done it. I forbear, therefore, from giv- 
ing a strong opinion on the point you 
submittome. Where a man can speak, 
jet him speak—it is no doubt most effect- 
ive; but where a man cannot speak he 
must read. Is not this the sum of the 
whole matter? I thank you for the good 
wishes expressed in your friendly letter. 
My health is greatly improved and I 
hope to be able to give some time to the 
House of Commons during the coming 


session.

THE RELIGION OF THE BAD 
LANDERS. 


HE church was full of Lapps, and al- 
though I saw bere and there as fine 

a young fellow as I would wish: to meet, 
the major part of them were little, brown 
weather-beaten figures, standing about 


five feet nothmg, all clad in real oe: 


costume. One and all seem to have been 
cast in the same pugilistic mould, bullet 
heads, high cheek-bones, low foreheads, 
bright sunken eyes, and flattened noses. 
In fact, if they had only been cropped 
close, and dressed in tight trousers and 
Newmarket coats, I would have chal- 
lenged all London to pick out a bunch of 
more thorough-paced little blackguards 
than I could have collected from this con- 
gregation. The women were ranged in 
pews on one side, the men on the other 
(and this is the fashion in all Swedish 
churches), and, except that the former 
kept their high-peaked sugar-loaf caps on 
during the service, you could see little 
difference between the two. None of 
these ladies could boast of much personal 
attraction, their countevances being ex- 
actly like those of the men, and quite as 
brown and knotty. But there was one 
face which peeped down from the gallery, 


and which even haunts me to day. It 
was that of a young, flaxen-haired, Lapp | —_— 
girl, about seven years old; and asweet- 
er or more cherub-looking face I never 
set my eyes on; and the little blue-peaked 
cap, braided with silver, perched jauntily 
on her head, gave a lively kind of ex- 
pression to perhaps the sweetest face I 
ever saw in my life. I pever yet saw a 
child so beautiful as this wild Lapp, and 
a painter could have made his fortune if 
he could ouly bave transferred the ex- 
pression of that countenance to his can- 
vas. Certainly there can be no truth in 
breeding if such a little angel came from 
the rough stock that filled the body of 
this church. The services passed off 
quietly enough, the communion began, 
aud a curious sight it was to see these 
vagabouds run along the tops of the 
pews, likeso many rats on a plank, in hot 
chase to reach the altar; and now com- 
menced a scene such as I never witnessed 
in a house of God, and trust I shall never 
witnessagain. It seems that within the 
last few years a kind of fanaticism has 
crept in among these Lapps, and the word 
of God instead of “ pouring oil upon a 
bruised spirit,” as every one is taught to 
believe whe will read the Scriptures 
aright, only fills them with imaginary 
terrors, and, far different from the creed 
of the real Christian, they seem to think 
the best atonement they can make for 
their sins lies in outward show. I have 
seen alittle of this in other churches in 
Sweden, where at certain parts of the 
service the women all commence groan- 
ing and sobbing so loud that you can 
scarcely hear theclergyman. This, how- 
ever, soon passes off, and is searcely worth 
notice. These Lapps, however, must have 
been more susceptible, or far more 
wicked, for all at once, when the com- 
munion service began, two or three 
women sprang up in different parts of the 
church, and commenced frantically 
jumping, howling, shrieking, and clap- 
ping theirhands. I observed one middle- 
aged female particularly energetic, and 
whosank down ina kind of fitafter about 
five mingtes’ exertion. The infection 
soon spread, and, in a few minutes, two- 
thirds of the congregation “ joined in the 
cry,’ and all order was at an end. Five 
or six would cluster round one individual, 
hugging, kissing, weeping, and shrieking, 
till [really thought that some one would 
be smothered. One old patriarch in 
particular, who sat close behind me, 
seemed an object of peculiar veneration, 
and the Lapps crowded from all parts of 
the church to hug him. How be stood it 
I cannot imagine; but he sat meekly 
enough, and at one time I counted no less 
than seven “ miserable sinners” hanging 
about the old man, all shrieking and 
weeping. The religious orgies of the 
wild aborigines in Australia round their 
campfire are not half so frightful as this 
scene, for they at least do not desecrate 
a place of worship with their mad car- 
ousals.—Shilling Magazine,

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HOW ANIMALS LIVE IN WINTER. 


UR readers know that there are two 

kinds of respiratory apparatus,— 
lunges, which inhale air, abstract oxygen 
from it, and givein returu chiefly car- 
bonic acid; aud gills, which absorb the 
oxygen dissolved in water, and also give 
off chiefly carbouic acid, which is more 
readily dissolved in water than the 
oxygen. The former apparatus is pos- 
sessed by mammals, birds, &c.; the latter 
by fishes; and as lungs are incapable of 
taking oxygen out of water, and gills 
cannot take it from the air, or in other 
words, as lungs canuot breathe water 
and gills cavnot breathe uir, avimals 
with lungs are drowned in water, while 
fish ure drowned in the air. A small 
number ofamphibious animals, however, 
possess both lungs and gills, and can 
therefore breath either air or water, and 
thus livein both. It has been, however, 
observed that muskruats, and other swim- 
ming mammals with lungs, could travel 
considerable distances under ice without 
reaching any breathing bole on the sur- 
face, and it was for along time a problem 
how they succeeded in living so long 
and traveling so far without access to the 
atmosphere. The problem has been 
answered by 8S. Newhouse, in a work 
called the “Trapper’s Guide,’ from 
whichwe extract the following: 

“Muskrats havea eurious method of 
traveling long distanees under ice. In 
their winter excursions to their feeding 
frounds, which are frequently at great 
distances from their abodes, they take in 
breath at starting, and remain under 
water us long as they can; They rise to 
the ice and breathe out the air in their 
lungs, which remainsin bubbles against 
the lower surface of the ice. They wait 
till this air recovers oxygen from the 
water and ice and then take it in again, 
and go on till the operation has to be re- 
peated. In this way they can travel 
almost any distance, and live any length 
of time under the ice. 

*“ The hunter sometimes takes advant- 
age of this habit of the muskrat in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

“When the marshes and ponds where 
the muskrats abound are first frozen 
over, and the ice is thin and clear, on 
striking into their houses. with his 
hatchet, for the purpose of setting his 
traps, he frequently sees a whole family 
plunge into the water and swim away 
under the ice. Following ove for some 
distance, he sees him come up to renew 
his breath in the manver above des- 
cribed. 

“After the animal has breathed 
through the ice and before he has time to 
take it in again, the bunter strikes with 
his hatchet directly over him, and drives 
away his breath. [nu this case he drowns 
in swimminga few rods; and the hunter, 
cutting a hole in the ice, takes him out. 
Mink, otter and beaver travel under the 
ice in the same way; and hunters have 
frequently told me of taking otters in the 
manner I have described, when these 
animals visit the houses of the muskrat 
for and Builder. 


A SYRLAN TOILET. 


E called yesterday ou the daughter 

of a Mohammedan living in this 
eity (Tripoli). Though the girl had been 
married several days, she hud never been 
seev by her husband. He only had gone 
to the mosque when the ceremony was 
performed, sbe taking no part in it. 
After the ceremony, the bride usually 
stays at her father’s house nine days, 
during which time she sits in state, decked 
in her finest dress and jewels, receiving 
calls from her friends. Then her joy is 
atan end. She must goto her husband, 
take off her fine clothes, and become a 
perfect slave, subject to the will of her 
cruel master. The parents of this bride 
were very poor. ller mother was dreased 
in little better than rags, and was at the 
taqgnua washing clothes. All the women 
of the bride’s company had their hair! 
plaited full of gold coins; these were} 
heir-looms, and 80 greatly treasured, that 
a woman would almost starve sooner 
than part with one. The present given 
by the family to the bride was an elegant 
pale blue brocade silk dress and a black 
silk, embroidered with gold. The former 
cost $150. The bridegroom’s presents 
were a sumptuous lilac silk, heavily 
embroidered with gold; earrings of pearl 


and gold; bracelets as wide as a finger. 
During the callshe wore the bridegroom's 
presents, The other presents were hung 
spread out on the wall. 

We stopped ata house below, accord- 
ing to custom, and sent word that we 
were coming. The bride returned 
answer that she would be most happy to 
salute us. After waiting about twenty 
minutes we went up stairs, for she lived 
on the second floor. She had not quite 
finished her toilet, and she sat on the 
floor before a large mirror, surrounded 
by her finery. As we entered she arose 
avd saluted ua, and then returned com- 
posediy to her dressing. Of all the 
strange and ghastly sights her face was 
the most wonderful, as may well be 
imagined from the way in which it was 
prepared. 

First, hot wax was spread over the 
whole face, which, when cool, was peeled 
off. This was done to remove all the 
hair from the face. Then whiting was 
rubbed ou till the skin looked like mar- 
ble. Her eyebrows were painted jet 
black, her lips and a large spot on each 
cheek painted a brilliant red. On these 
red spots on her forehead and at the 
corners of ber mouth gilt flowers were 
pasted. Then over the whole powdered 
sugar had been snapped, which made it 
aparkle as with “diamond dust.”’ She 
wore pearl earrings, and around ber 
neck were a string of large amber beads, 
three strings of roped pearls and a curi- 
ous necklace, which we were privately 
told was borrowed for the occasion. It 
was made of gold twenty-five dollar 
pieces, overlapping each other like scales, 
The usual head-dress was covered with 
real and artificial flowers. The finishing 
touch was put on in the shape of a piece 
of black wax, heated over the canoon till 
very hot, made round and flat, and then 
stuck between the eyes.—Jcssup’s

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TATTOOING IN NEW YORK. 


NCE, two ladies called on me—real 

ladies. What did they wast? Why, 
you wouldn't believe it! They wished 
to have their cheeks warked red—with 
a kind of Dloem. They offered me no end 
of money if I would try it, but I refused. 
was sure that I eouki hit off the 
real color, Maybe if I ha@ put.on my 
color, an@ theyhad wanted to of 
it, they would heve atused' te; for, once 
on, and greund into them, you must re- 
member, it would bave staid there uufil 
their dying day. About a year ago, a 
gentleman sent to me to come to him in 
a first-class hotel. Said he to me, ‘‘I have 
been hunting all over town for a sailor 
to tattoo me, and you have been rccom- 
mended tome. I want you to do a job 
of work on me.” “ Where!’ saidI. He 
Was a young handsome man with as fine 
styleasT eversaw. ‘Right here,” aid 
he, pointing to his face. ‘I waut you to 
put in a red band from my nose, on both 
sides, to the corner ef my month—like a 
crescent—and I want a blue star on both 
cheeksand one in the middle of my chin.” 
I thought the man was crazy, afd de- 
clined. “Oh, I ain’t out of my head,” 
said he, **I am from the Indian Territory. 
I have been living among the Indians all 
my life, and a face with blue and red on 
it ain’t a bit unnatural to me. It is a 
kind of necessity that I should be 
tattooed, so go ahead.”’ Well, as he kind 
of insisted I went abead. I did my very 
best, and made two big sweeps of red 
markings from his nose around to his 
mouth, and having laid out his cheeks 
put there the blue stars and one on bis 
chino. It was good work and as true asa 
compass, and it suited him first rate. 
But I can't say it was pretty. It gave 
him an awful expression. Anyhow, he 
was satisfied, which was all I could ask. 
My busy time is in Summer, and I some- 
times have not a moment to spare. In 
Winter, because sailors think they will 
take cold after marking, they don’t have 
it done as much. However, I do more 
or less of itevery day ofthe year. Mostly 
nen come to me, and I work on them 
right hene. Occasionally I go out, when 
the parties can’t find it convenient to 
come. During the war times I never 
had a moment’s idle time. I must have 
marked thousands ef sailors and soldiers. 
Oh! you want to know about the 
crucifixion? I put it on very often. 
Religion don’t make much difference, 
and it is on as many men as are not 
Catholics as are. Thereason is this: that 
a3 there is a good deal of trading with 
tha Weat Indies and South America, 
should a sailor die with this cress on him 
he would be sure of having Christian 
burial. I remember two sailors, in a 
frigate I was serving on, as died in Callao. 
The one as was a Romanist hadn’t no 
cross on him, and the other as wasn’t of 
no religion at all had the crucifixion on 
him. Tbe people on shore wouldn’t have 
the Catholic buried in the regular ceme- 
tery, for we had to put him in the sand 
on the beach, while the other man that 
had the mark of the cross on him they 
took all kind of pains with. I have 
known in a hospital in South Americaa 
man with the crucifixion on him nursed 
first rate, when another man was 
neglected who belonged to their religion. 
You tell me you heard of my name 
before? That does not surprise me. I 
am pretty well known all over the 
Waited States, and as I have been work- 
ing steady at it ever since 1846, I suppose 
there are thousands of my pictures 
walking around this world and pitching 
about ou board of ships in all the known 
quarters of the globe. “ You want to 
know how long it takes before a man 
gets over tattooing? Why, mostly in 
three days the prickings all get well. As 
I do it, with good ink, I never knew any- 
body to suffer the least from it. I bave 
tried to see if I couldn’t make some of 
my pictures all at once, by having a 
pattern stuck all over with needle points 
and doing it at the same time, but it was 
not successful.”’

England has pever| 
given birth te an order of obivalry ofa 
religious character, which ig the type afl 
the earliest “class. The Garter was 
founded When already the Knights of 
St. John bad conferred such henor ov 
the name of kuighthded by theiraehieve 
ments that the example of making fra- 
ternities of distmguished men for the 
purpose of giving ed@ifienal nobility to 
the menibers was being follo 
throughout Christendom. Thus we 
that in the fhirtefnth and fourteenth 
centuries, while those orders which’ were 
founded on the wreck of the oldér 
religious fraternities still preserved a 
religious element—like those of Benedict 
of Aviz, and of Christ of Portagal~ 
others, such as the Garter of England, 
the White Elephant of Denmark, and 
perhaps the Seraphim of Sweden, were 
secular orders only. It is in this light 
only that the Order of the Garter is to 
be regarded, The virtues of knighthood, 
as they were originally understood, 
which were of a religious, balf-monkish 
character, were falling out of fashion 
with the end of the Crusades and the 
disgrace and spoliation of the older fra- 
ternities. If we were to be content with 
the popular story of the occasion on 
which the great English order was 
founded, it would secm to have been a 
splendid jest of the courteous king—con- 
ceived in that spirit of delight at imitat- 
ing the dignified habits of the past of 
which our time has not been without 
examples. But the circumstances of the 
time of its foundation were remarkable, 
and perhaps the Countess Salisbury’s 
garter only gave a name and an occasion 
to develop a plan, the true motives of 
which are to be sought elsewhere. The 
battle of Cressy, which was foucht in 
1346, and the successful campaign which 
followed it—nbove all, the distinguished 
services of Edward the Biack Prince— 
are probably the true secrets of the 
origin of the Garter, whose actual 
foundation with complete statutes may 
be placed in the year 1548, when St. 
reorge’s Chapel was consecrated as the 
chapel of the order. It is to be regarded 
as the splendid monument of the first 
triumphs of English arms on foreign soil, 
won by the first of English kings who 
had power enough to cherish continental 
ainbitionsand interfere in foreign affairs. 
The king sought to immortalize in this 
way the glory of the Black Prince, and 
he succeeded in giving his institution a 
character which it has never lost, for 
admission to its ranks has always been 
regarded as the reward of past achieve- 
ments rather than a pledge of future 
services, The fraternity at the outset 
consisted of King Bdéward III. and 
twenty-five companions, whose names 
are fortunately preserved, and among 
them appear the still familiar ones of 
Burghersh, and Courtenay, and Wrottes- 
ley. Why the king limited the number 
of companions to twenty-five does not 
appear, but this limitation was one of 
the most important provisions that he 
made, and was not altered till latein the 
last century. The sclection of the first 
knights was made from the contem- 
poraries, very likely the personal friends, 
of the Prince of Wales. He was himself 
about eighteen years of age, three of the 
other knights were under twenty, and 
the rest under thirty years of age. For 
the service of the Church of St. George, 
& warden or dean, and twenty-five 
canons, to equal the number of the 
knights, were appointed, together with 
twenty-six poor knights, on whom, if 
they were so minded, the Order might 
exercise the chivalric virtue of charity. 
The only other officer known at the time 
of the foundation was the prelate. This 
office has been attached from the first to

— number of changes that ean be 

rung on @ peal of bells is almost in- 
eredible. It would take nivuety-One years 
to ring the changes upon twelve bells at 
the rate of two strokes to a second; the 
ehanges upon fourteen could vot be rung 
through at the same rate fm less than 
575 years, and upon four-and-twenty 
they would require more than 117,000 
billions ef years. 

In 1796 the Westmoreland youths rang 
a complete course of 5,040 peals—called 
by the mysterious name of grandsire 
triples—in three hours and twenty 
minutes. This was cansidered a gigantie 
performance, but it was fairly eelipsed 
by the men of Kidderminster, who rang} 
the changes in three hours and fourteen’ 
minutes—a feat which seems iacredible, 
comprising as it does 1,267,458 separate 
strokes of rings. Truly there were 
giants in the land in those days. 

But the bell-ringing of England, how- 
ever scientifically and powerfully per- 
formed, is a mere meaningless jingle, 
compared to the beautifnl carillons of 
the Centinent; indeed the art as practiced 
in England belongs peculiarly to us, the 
Continental bells being almost uuiver- 
sally played by keys. 

At Amsterdam, about the year 1600 
was born one Franz Hemony, who may 
safely be styled the very king of bell- 
founding, since he it was who wrought 
the colossal peals of Antwerp, Bruges, 
Ghent, Utrecht, ke. His name is fre- 
quently found inscribed on the Holland 
bella. These bells are gigantic musical 
notes. At Utrecht there are forty-two; 
at Autwerp over one hundred, The 
general number is from thirty to sixty, 
but in the Tower of Les Halles, at Bruges, 
is the finest curillon in the Low Countries 
—perbaps in the world. It was on these 
bets, “low and loud, and sweetly 
blended,” that Longfellow wrote his 
carillon, as he lay 

“In Bruges, at the Fleur De Bié, 
Listening with a wild delight 
To the chimes that through the night 
Rang their changes from the belfry 
@f that quaint old Flemish city.”’ 


HMemony arranged his bells in tiers. 
Six or eight of the largest bass bells were 
hung on the first floor of the belfry, per- 
haps 150 feet up the tower; higher still, 
among many an airy arch wnd solid 
buttress, hung ten or twelve smaller 
ones; highest of al, far away, a dim, 
dizzy height, hung twenty or thirty more. 
These stupendous peals are sounded by 
means of a cylinder, on the principle of 
a barrel ergan, or played by keys by a 
musician. Every tone and semi-tone is 
represented, and the most delicate har- 
mony, the grandest chorals, and most 
intricate figures can be executed on these 
bells. But what a giant in conception 
and power must be the musician who 
presides over this colossal harmony ; what 
a sense of unlimited command over the 
power of sound as he thunders out 
sonorous grand chords, stately solemn 
melodies, genthke cadences of ringing 
mirth, or soft floating phrases like a 
dream of silver bells; what a sense of 
supreme sway, asthe grand music rolls 
over the country for miles and miles, 
ing the air with its wonderful grandeur 
and beauty, and causing the heart to 
ewell with emotion at the unutterable 
splendor of the music which seems to 
float up to heaven and die among the 
stars!|—The Argosy. 


THE ATROCITY OF FEATHER 
BEDS, 


i cackling of the goose is said to 
bave saved Rome. The feathers of 
the same bird are dealing death to 
America. We are reminded of this as 
the summer appreaches and the hospi- 
ta'Hy of rural friends occasionally in- 
troduces us to the “ feather bed/';which 
has come down an heirleom in the family 
for five generations. It is a capacious 
bag, holding some thirty to forty pouhds 
of good, honest goose feathers, plucked a 
hundred. years ago, and held is .bigh 
esteem by succeeding generations until 
it bas come into. the.possession of the 
present imcum bent ef theold homestead. 
Underneath this feather bed is the straw 
bed, filled annually with eleAn, f4Weet 
oat straw. This relieves the pressure 


‘eins. Is K any wonder that be rises 


until the tense cord makes music to the 
stroke of the hand. This feather bed 
was a tolerable institution ia the days of 
log houses with the free ventilation of a 
big fireplace and rifts in the roof through 
which the wind whistled and the snow 
drifted in every winterstorm. But now, 
with tight houses and stoves that beat 
everything from cellar to garret, the case 
is altered. No amount of airing and 
sunlight will permanently redeem the 
bed from the odor of old feathers, whieh 
is anything but agreeable, and the more 
atrocious effete animal matter that has 
escaped from the sleepers that have 
sollght repose here for generations past. 
Think vow of Jobnu Giles coming in from 
his day's work in the fleld where he has 
been following the plough or driving the 
mower or reaper, his body all day long 
in a vapor bath, to repeat the process in 
the night watches as he stretches his 
weary limbs upon this unpatented per- 
spirator. Here he tries to sleep, but 
wakes often from fitful dreams, and 
tosses as if a fever were raging in bis 


from unrefreshing sleep with the early 
dawn, that he grows lean and cadaverous, 
and becomes cross and dyspeptic? The 
poor wife who shares his couch has 
possibly, in addition to his discomforts, 
the care of a nursing child. Is it any 
wonder that she cemes to the morning 
more dead than alive? Is itany wouder 
that so large a per cent. of the inmates 
of our lunatic asylums come from our 
farms? The old proverd that “the rest 
of the laborivug man is sweet” needs to 
be received with several grains of allow- 
ance. There is not maeh eweetness or 
refreshment on this pile of feathers in 
the sweltering summer nights. It is 
surprising to see how long it takes 
modern improvments to invade the ag- 
ricultural districts, even with the belp of 


railroads and vewspapers. Hair mat- 
tresses and spring beds gre unknown 
luxuries, in many of these districts where | 
the civilization is at least two hundred 
years old. “The age of homespun,” 
supposed by some of our brilliant writers 
to huve departed fifty years ago, is still 
continued in almost unbrokeu force.

STORIES OF THE WAR. 

the common reader I believe that 
personal experience is always mere 
loteresting than any amount of general- 
izing, and in this faith I will briefly set 
ferth two inmeidents of army life, whieh 
gre bone the less entertaining from the 
fact that they are beyond the common 
experiences of the military career. The 
first is a leaf out of the record of Oupt. 
B. F. Porter, of the New-Jersey Cavalry, 
descriptive of one timeident alosze of his 
confinement in Libby Prison in 1863. He 
was taken prisoner with his company 
outside Port Hudson in June, and from 
that moment until his escape from the 
Libby, months after—and his was the 
very first escape from that prison—his 
adventures were many and full of in- 
terest. I bad the whole story from his 
own lips in 1864, and my note-book is full 
of it; but ome incident only will suffice 
for the present purpose. It is one which 
he described as something that “ pro- 
duced more emotion than | bave ever 
seen, aside from it, among a crowd of 
men.” It must be premised that he was 
one of almost 200 Union officers at this 
time within the walla, who were confined 
in rooms up stairs. Among his com- 
panions were Gen. Neal Dow, Col. 
Streight. afterward known to fame by 


the éxploit of himself and others in 
eseaping by “ tunneling out,’’ and Lieut. 
Col. Irvine, afterward Adjutant General, 
of New-York. 

All the Captains among the prisoners 
were one day ordered below, into the 
commandant’s room. More than fifty of 
ws were thus assembled and counted. 
Major Turner, the commandant, was sit- 
ting by the table with apn open cigar box 
before him, half filled with paper slips. 
A murmur of delighted discovery ran 
from lip to lip. We were certain of 
being exchanged; but never were men 
more deceived. Ranging us around the 
room, the eommandant said: 

“We have received news of the exe- 
eution of two of our captains in Ohio as 
spies, by Gen. Burnside, and our govern- 
ment proposes to retaliate. I am ordered 
to select by lot two of the Yankee eap- 
tains confined here, for immediate exe- 
cution. In this box is the name of each 
of you; the drawing can be done in such 
manner as you prefer. You can talk 
together abeut it, and arrange the details 
to suit yourselves, so that it proceed at 
once. The men selected will be led from 
here to exeoution. Confer together, and 
say how you will bave it.” 

I think five minutes passed before a 
word wasspoken. Therevulsion was so 
painful from the hopeful expectation of 
a moment before that we eould only look 
blankly into each other’s faces and keep 
silent. 

* Well, make haste,” said Turner. 

A few of us exchanged a few words 
Then some spokesman declared that we 
should have nothing to do with what we 
regarded as a flagrant outrage upon the 
rights of prisoners and the rules of 
civilized war. 

“Very well,” said Turner, harshly, 
“Tllarrange it for you. We are bound 
to make Burnside and all of your 
generals sick of this sort of thing; and 
we will begin with you. You, sir, may 
draw two slips out of that box, one after 
another. Mix them up together first.” 

He spoke toa gray-haired chaplain of 
one of our, regiments, who, strangely 
enough, had been for some time detained 
im the Libby. The old man was a general 
favorite, and at the command he clasped 
his thin hands and looked around on the 
somber faces in pitifa] distress. 

“My God, I can’t!” he sobbed, and the 
tears rolled down his cheeks. We par- 
tially forgot our own fears in witnessing 
his trouble. There were many white 
faces and many loud-heating hearts 
among us; but we assured the chaplain 
that if one of our number must make the 
fatal allotment, we would prefer that 
he should do it. He hesitated a moment, 
stepped up to the box with averted face, 
and after mingling the ballots together, 
drew one out. In the midst of the most 
paioful bush that I ever beard he handed 
it to Major Turver, who unfolded it and 
read the name: “Capt. John W. Sawyer.” 
- It was the name of as brave & fellow aa 
wore the blue, and he showed his cour- 
age in that trying moment. Folding his 
arms, be stepped to the side of the table 
with a defiant smile, and in another

minute of horsible suspense, another 


slip was Grawn, banded to the com- 
mandant, and read. For an iustaat 
Major Turner hesitated. 

“Blind writing,” be muttered, loud 
enough to be heard across the room. 
“What in ——is it, anyway? Captain 
B—; yes, that’sa B; F,1 think—yer, B— 
F—, and then a P—.” 

He was reading my own doom from 
that little slip of paper! Thus far he had 
read my exact initials. I knew there was 
none other in my room, and I could not 
hope there was in the prison, with the 
game. I grew faint, aud leaned on the 
shoulder of my neighbor. With a dead 
weight of despair at my heart, I fastened 
my eyes on the faee of the commandant, 
and awaited the sound of my name. 

“B. F—that’s sure,” be went on. “Is 
the nextaP, I wonder? No—it’s'another 
F—and the name is Flynn—Captain B. 
F. Fiynn.” 

Well—that wassach arevulsion as very 
few men can expericnce in this life. The 
throbbing of my heart as the blood went 
back to it sounded to my ears like the 
strokes of the hammer on the anvil. I 
felt something as the cataleptic must feel 
when his coffin-lid is torn off at the grave 
by some one who has detected nateare’s , 
awful secret. The two doomed Captains 
bade us farewell manfully (I believe they 
were more manful about it than the rest 
of us), and were taken away by the 
guard, while we were returned to our 
quarters. 

The names of Flynn and Sawyer ought 
to have a prominent place among those 
of the heroes of the great rebellion, if 
mental torture isto be counted in the 
making of such. They were not execut- 
ed; but they lived for weeks in daily 
expectation of the order to go out to 
their death, and they bore the torment 
as bravely asitisin manto bearit. On 
leaving the prisom they were taken be- 
fore Gen. Winder, the commandant of 
the city, who heaped unmeasured abuse 
and insult upon them (strange to say), 
and ordered them to be confined in irons. 
This treatment they endured until the 
selection of Gen. Fitz Lee and another 
Confederate prisoner of bigh rank, by 
our War Department, for retaliation, 
admonished the authorities at Richmond 
that this was “a game that two could 
play at.” The irons of our two Captains 
were removed, and the execution was 
deferred. Time passed on, and save their 
separate confinement, they were pot mo- 
leated, until one day they were seut back 
to the Libby. This was the end of the 
matter; but it is easy to understand that 
the actual pang of death could not have 
added largely to their sufferings.— Times.

KING MESA’S PILLAR. 


SHIS famous stela bas now beén 
placed for public inspection in that 

part ef thé Louvre which is set apart for 
Hebrew antiquities. It bears the oldest 
inscription in the world, as yet decipber- 
ed, and i*ea historical monument with- 
eut rival, contemporaneous with the 
Bible, dating back 900 years before the 
Christian era. The pillar ts of black 
basalt, having almost the same form as 
the tables of the Decalogue. It measures 
40 mehes in height, 28 in width, and 4 in 
thickness, and for 2,800 years bas re- 
mained in the same position in the coun- 
Manhites. the shores of the 
Dead Sea, at the spot, as ig supposed, 
where the frontier of their territ--z 
joined that of the tribe of Reuben. The 
column of Mesa was not buried. It bad 
remained erect in the full light of day for 
twenty-eight centuries. In 1870 M. 
Olermont-Ganneau, attached to the 
French Consulate at Jerusalem, heard 
semething about a stone placed at the 
entrance of a small village near the Dead 
Sea, and covered with ‘mysterious’ 
eharacters. Attracted by those reporta, 
he sent two intelligent Arabs with in- 
structions to bring him an impression of 
the inscription, by using the same process 
as is employed in printing offices for 
obtaining a proof of type in form—viz, to 
spread a sheet of moistened paper on the 
Jetters and by means of a brush to drive 
tke pulpinto thecavities. Theoperation 
succeeded perfectly, as nay be seen from 
the impression which is exposed by the 
side of the pillar itself in the Louvre. 
But at the moment when Yacoub, one 
of the Arabs, was preparing to depart he 
was attacked by the Bedouins and badly 
wounded ;}] but his companion was for- 
tumate enough to get on his borse and 
escape with the greater part of the 
impress. M. Clermont-Ganneau, some 
time after, sent another Arab with in- 
etractions to copy by band the inscrip- 
tion, and the man fulfilled bis mission 
with great intelligence; the copy and 


' sketch of the stone whicb he made are 


also exhibited at the Louvre. Eveutually, 
the same enthusiastic functionary suc- 
ceeded in translating the famous in- 
scription. 

It refers to King Mesa, the Chief of the 
Moabites, spoken of iu the Second of 
Kings, iii..4. He wasa tributary of the 
Monarch of Israel, avd paid each year 
the almost inconceivable tribute of 100,000 
jambs and as many rams. Mesa resolved 
to rid himself of the heavy burden and 
declared war against the King of Israel; 
the latter, aided by the Sovereign of 
Judah, fought the Moabites aud com- 
pelied their chief to take refuge in the 
Jast fortress which remained to bim. 
Mesa, perceiving that his cause was lost, 
eacrifived on the ramparts his oldest sou 
to propitiate the god Chamos. The Bible, 
which relates the fact, adds: ‘(reat in- 
dignation prevailed among the Israelites, 
who left and returned to their own coub- 
try.’ King Mesa took the trouble, so to 
epeak, of completing the somewhat 
obscure record of,the Bible, as, according 
to the inscription of the stela, the armies 
of Israel’ and Judah were completely 
worsted and dispersed: ‘I, Mesa, seized 
the vessels of Jehovah, which I dragged 
in the dust before the idol of Chamos, 
&«.” The Moabite monarch records, 
moreover, that be took possession of a 
large number of towns and territories 
belonging to the Israelites, and that he 
put to death 7,000 men, women, and 
children, &c. These facts will give an 
idea of the value of the monument, 
which as previously stated bears the 
oldest inscription that has yet been 
deciphered. That on the sarcophagus of 
Eebmounazar had hitherto held the first 
rank, but the one of which we speak is 
older by four centuries. 

There remains to describe how M. 
Clermont-Ganneau succeeded in procur- 
ing the original of the inscription. He 
organized for that purpose a real ex- 
pedition, composed of bold and euter- 
prising men, to whowi be paid in advance 
one-half of an important sum in gold, 
which was to be the reward of their 
services. Unfortanately the Bedouins, 
who, without knowing the origin ef the 
stone, attributed to it the magic virtue 
of a talisman, broke up the pillar with a 
bammer and shared the fragments 
among themselves. With immense 
difficulty the pieces were suecessively 


purchased and joined together, the miss- 
ing portions being replaced by blackened 
plaster. The monument is, therefore 
integrally restored by means of the 

origiza!l inscription and by the aid of the 
rubbings first taken. The text is in 
Archaic Phoevician characters, the most 
ancient alphabetical words known in 
history, according to Lucan ; 


* Phanices primi, fames creditur nust 
Munsuram radibus vocem signare figuris.’ 


On that point the objection may be 
made that inscriptions more ancient than 
that of thestela of Mesa exist, and among 
others that of the Obelisk of Luxor; 
next, a fragment of an Assyrian inscrip- 

‘tion iu cuneiform characters found ou 
several bricks at Nineveh and Babylon, 
Egyptian horizouteai and vertical ones 
are to be seen on the ruins of the great 
Temple of Philw, which are assuredly 
anterior to that of King Mesa, but they 
have, however, all remaioed undecipher- 
able. The reason is that with almost all 
the Eastern nations there were two sorts 
of writings, the hieratic, or sacred, for 
the use of priests, who alone possessed 
the key, and the vulgar text. In spite 
of all the science of Champollion and the 
works of so many Orientalists, the sacred 
hieroglyphics of Egypt will remain 
eternally a secret. Generations will pass 
away; they may lose themselves in con- 
templating the hieratic figures engraved 
on the gates of the Temple of Karnak, 
but the priests, who were alone initiated, 
hdve taken the secret with them. Even 
in the present day the Abyssinians of 
Upper Egypt are accustomed to tattoo 
the same mysterious marks on their 
cheeks without knowing the signification 
ofthem. All that they can say is that 
the custom has been perpetuated for 
centuries. The National Library in Paris 
possesses an Egyptian hieratic inscrip- 
tion on a papyrus twenty-five feet long, 
and dating from the time of the 
Pharaohs. Who has been able to deci- 
pher it? There was also at Jerusalem 
the familiar Hebrew, greatly resembling 
the Phoenician, and the sacred or rabbinic 
language which differs essentially from 
the other.”’—Galignant’s Messenger.

COL. LONG IN AFRICA. 


LETTER from Col. Long describiog 
his Goings in Africa is printed be- 
lew: 
CaMP ON JOBA ROVER, AND A HALF 
MILES FROM a, | 
BoUTH OF EQUATOR, Nov. 2, 1875. 
lam just in receipt of news that young 
Ernest Livant, who was sent to M’Tsé by 
Col. Gordova, with forty soldiers, to 
make a topographical survey of the 
country, was attacked on bis return by 
a part of the game band that attacked 
me at M’Koolé on Aug. 17,1874 Linant 
and all bis men, excepting three, were 
massacred by the savages. This dreadful 
affair is only a repetition of the bloody 
affair which I had with them, accompa- 
nied by two soldiers, killing eighty-two. 
- - +» My book may wait upon the cer- 
tain opening of a road from this coast to 
to M’Tsé. This expedition, of which 1 
am to be eommander, numbers about 
seven hundred troops. It is in its incep- 
tion, but I will give you a few details. 
The River Juba is undiscovered country. 
The mouth of the river is stormy and 
wild, as the waters of the river and sea 
meet here in angry conflict for mastery. 
That renders entrance very difficult. In 
the attempt we were obliged to go fur- 
ther, to Fort Kisenager, garrisoned hy 
the piratical-looking soldiers of Said 
Bergarsch, Sultan of Zanzibar. Shortly 
after occupation of this place by me 
with a detachment of artillery and 
infantry, the Cheik (Governor) fied. 
Twelve and a half miles’ march along 
the sea-shore brought me to the banks of 
the River Juba, where, on a high bluff, 
commauding a view of the Indian Ocean 
upon the north may be seen a deserted 
village on the opposite bank, while west- 
ward a great plain upon which may be 
seen the ostrich, lion, leopard, wild ase 
and zebra, etc. In a short time I may 
explore this river, and with every means 
at my disposal it may be done quickly 
and with little danger. I will write you 
again when things may have taken some 
definite direction. It is said that Col, 
Gordova is already en route to open a 
road to the sea. He will doubtless come 
quickly, as Stanley has been before him 
and already, perhaps, submitted his work 
and published it to the world. Gor- 
dovya’s coming will doubtless be the sig- 
nal for some definite form of government 
here, and as I am not an aspirant I hope 
that the month of April may see me 
back on the way to Cairo. The Govern- 
ment doubtless called me back peremp- 
torily thisking that we should have bot 
work here, but, as the case has proved, 
our occupation has been welcomed by 
the natives. The “Seumalich”’ is Mus- 
sulmarn by faith, and his origin is doubt- 
less Arab. Their resemblance te the 
people of Ugunda is but arother proof 
of my impressions as to the origin of the 
peeple of Ugunda, on the Lake Victoria 
N’Yavza. I represented in my speech 
before La Société de Géographe de 
Paris, in July last, that the Arab nomad, 
since the days that the standard of- Arab 
invasion was planted upon these shores 
and in India, invaded the interior and 
left a change of color in the negro as 
well as an idea of a Deity, an idea which 
is» not innate with the negro. His 
Highness the Khedive thue pushes the 
frontier of Egypt to this point on the 
east coast to strike the interior of Lake 
Victoria, and perhaps westward to the 
Atlantic, carrying civilization in his 
wake, reuniting the savage tribes, aud 
thus, with that magnetic talisman, the 
bond of Islamism, preparing a speedy 
revolution and amelioration in the state 
of the negro—invincible to the (to bim) 
cold and unmeaning religien of the Eu- 
ropean. This is not all. The Arab is 


patriarchal in his government, and his’ 


slavery becomes a boon to the negro. 
Livingstone, the great African traveler, 
wrote to Stanley that he wished some 
common-seused person (meaning tbat 
Speke was a fool) would visit M’Ts¢ awd 
refute the horrid stories of the negro 
propensity for blood, and said that Da- 
homey was a very humane and intelli- 
gent gentleman. Stanley was then in 
Ashantee, writing up the “bloody 
doings”’ at Coomassie, at which my 
story of M’Tsé and the thirty decapita- 
ted in my honor was insignificant. The 
lamented Dr. Livingstone permitted 
himself, in his zeal for the negro, to 
throw a shadow upen the veracity of his 
couptryman, the late Capt. Speke, who 
once visited M’Tsé, going from Zanzibar. 


And the perfidious Albtonttcs, drank 
with the greatness of the great explorer, 
dared not, in the name of an honest aud 
intelligent traveler, meet the insult. 
Since the above was written, I have 
made an exploration up the Juba River 
to a point inland 150 miles from the 
mouth, The river is deepand rapid, and 
filed with crocodiles, and its banks in- 
babited by monkeys and the natives, 
who cry * Yambo! yambo!” in saluta- 
tion; great crowds of naked and ugly 
women, sprinkled here and there with 
beantiful Abyssiniah girlas There 1's a 
luxuriant vegetation. I propose to push 
to this point as a reconnoissance.—Times.

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THE JAPANESE AT WORK AT 
PHILADELPHIA. 
(From the Philadelphia Times. } 
HE most curious part of the day’s| 
work was the driving of a number =f 
pilés, each six feet long and ten inches in| 
diameter, upon which is to rest, like a 
corn-crib, a rectangular structure, eigh- 
ty-four by forty-four feet, and in general 
appearance like the pictures of Japanese 


The way in which the Japs managed the 
pile-driviog brought many. burst of 
laughter from the bystanders. They had 
@ portable tripod about twenty feet bigb, 
with two fixed pulleys under the apex, 
from which was suspended by a grass 
rope a cylindrical iron bamwmer, weigh- 
ing three bundred pounds. Six Japs on 
eavh side of the machine seize a gras 
rope which passes over one of the pul- 
leys, the foreman stands at one ele, 
holds up his forefinger, eloses one eye, 
and then, apparently not satisfied with 
Shis, picks up a short stick, holds it ina 
vertical position between his two fore- 
fingers, sights the pile with it, and at last 
winks with both eyes as a sigual to the 
workmen that the ceremony of Japanese 
plumb-bobbing is concluded, whereupon 
the bammer moves up and down very 
rapidly, driving the pile an inch into the 
earth at every descent, until it is time 
for the foreman to do a little mure 
plumb-bobbing. One pile struck a rock, 
and while everybody was wondering 
how things were to be managed, one of 
the gang ran off and brought back some- 
thing that had teeth like a saw, but 
which was shaped like a butcher's cleav- 
er, but the panting Jap had severed the 
stick in about half the time required for 
asaw of American make to do the same 
work. 

The Japs draw their planes toward 
them iustead of pushing them from them, 
and use an ink line instead of a chalk 
line. it resembles a tape-line case, and 
contains a spouge which may be satu- 
rated with ink of any color; through 
this sponge the cord may be drawn and 
then wound up, dispensing with the 


fer the piles were marked out in this odd 
way: two posts, one at each end of the 
foundation, were conyected at the top 
by a tightly-drawn cord; from end to

standing off to go through his delicate | 
operation of plum-bobbing. which be | 
repeated every time that his men re-| 
moved the tripod to drive a new pile. 
Their adze is a remarkable tool, chiefly 
on account of its handle, which is shaped 
as Hogarth’s line of beauty might be if 
warped by torrid weather. The wielder 
of this tool stands over his timber and 
hacks away, driving the steel far under- 
neath his foot at every blow. When the 
ropes of the pile-drivers were too long 
the foreman fastened blocks of wood in 
slip knots to shorten them, but one of 
these slipped aud dropped on the head of 
a young Jap, causing bim to let go the 
rope, fall backward aud roll over toa 
big log, upon which he sat down to rest 
himself and laugh. 

The Japanese square is eighteen anda 
half inches long and nine and a quarter 
wide, and is graduated, like the rule, by 
the decimal system, nine and a quarter 
of their inches being equal to eight of 
ours. 

In the bamboo building not a nail will 
be used; all the material is there, dove- 
tailed, bevelled and mortised, ready to 
be fastened together with wooden pins,

Here is what the London Daily 
News says of it: ** The Eastern king who 
effered a prize to the man who should 
show him a new pleasure, might indeed 
possibly have cut off the head of any in- 
ventive member of the sect of Magi who 
should have proposed a spelling-bee. 
And yet a spelling-bee is emphatically 
a new diversion, though not exactly of 
the sort to stimulate a jaded Oriental 
voluptuary. The combined enjoyments 
of detecting the ignorance of other peo- 
ple, of displaying one’s Own acquire- 
ments, and the excitement of a close 
struggle with a sharp competitor, are all 
new sensations in their way. Thus spell- 
ing-bees share one of the merits of skat- 
ing on wheels and of water polo—they 
offer a novel form of amusement, even if 
the amusement be not of the very fresh- 
est and liveliest sort. Still, it is some- 
thing to be new, and as spelling- bees can 
do no harm, except perhaps that of en- 
couraging intellectual pride in the vic- 
tor, while they afford a cheap entertain- 
ment in long winter nights, they deserve 
encouragement. These are not very 
positive merits, but the patrons of bees 
may claim for them an educational in- 
fluence. They make people aware of 
their own weak points, and itis a great 
thing to know these. ‘A man’s nature 
is often bidden within him,’ says an old 
Icelandic proverb, with more psycho- 
logical acuteness than might be expected 
from Vikings and sea-rovers. Spelling- 
bees bring part of a man’s pature promi- 
nently before himself and his friends, 
and he may be startled by the revelation 
that he cannot spell ‘believe’ or ‘re- 
ceive,’ or that he is all at sea among the 
Vs and p’s in ‘parallelopipedon.’ Self- 
knowledge is the begiuning of reforma- 
tion, and dictionaries will be bought and 
studied, and out-of-the-way words curi- 
ously noted by readers and waiters who 
have lung thought themselves immacu- 
late spellers. In this way the bee acts as 
a sort of humble handwaid to philology 
and to literature. The competitors are 
obliged to ask themselves why such and 
such a word is written as it is, and in no 
other way, and this study will soon take 
them into Greek and Latin etymology. 
It will be well for them, perhaps, to imi- 
tate the caution of Mr. Brookes in ‘ Mid- 
dliemarch,’ and draw the line before they 
come to Sanskrit. ‘I wen. into these 
things a good deal at one time,’ says Mr. 
Brookes, *but I pulled up; it doesn’t do 
to go too far, you know.’ Very few peo- 
ple will be carried too far and neglect 
their business to hunt words through 
etymological dictionaries. Still, even if 
they did, their industry would deserve 
more praise than that of the rather 
numerous class which pursues the lights 
of double acrostics, like wandering fires, 
through indexes and encyclopedias. 
Index learning, though it has been said 
to ‘hold the eel of science by the tail,’ 
results in nothing better than smattering; 
etymology, on the otber hand, though it 
begins in sport, may end in amusement 
not more light and joyous than the ‘ Di- 
versions of Purley.’ To trace the pedi- 
grees of words, from a curiosity excited 
by the spelling of words, may thus lead 
to the study of the laws of language, the 
characters of races, the nature of things.”’ 


The New Castle Daily Chronicle (En- 
glish) says. 

** At present there is abroad a sincere 
desire to make the new entertainment as 
profitable to the actors and audience as 
It is already exciting and amusing. The 
complaints alleged against such bees as 
bave been held are for the most part 
remediable. For example, it cannot be 


fair toextemporise a standard by leaving | 


the selection to the interrogator and 
umpire. It ought to be quite warranty 
enough if any English dictionary 
sanetions the orthography given. Again 
a candidate should not be ‘ruled out’ if 
it can be fairly alleged that the interro- 
gator’s pronunciation was at fault, that 
is to say in words capable of being mis- 
taken for others of somewhat similar 
sound. Further, if the whole scope of 
Spoken and written English is to be 


available, distinct notice should be given 
of such wide intention. For instance, if 
scientific terminology is to be admitted, 
it is reasonable to suppose that the test of 
candidates procurable from a _ pro- 
miscuous assemblage will berather select. 
On the other hand, it must not be for- 
gotten that it is a case of intentional 
puzzling, and that the fun would be 
absolutely nothing if it were not for the 
frequent and resounding falls of those 
engaged in the contest. Itis as essentially 
a pastime as charades or riddles, and 
nothing spoils these familiar amusements 
so thoroughly as the presence and 
participation of Admirable Crichton, 
who knows everything andcan do any- 
thing. Naturally in a matter like spell- 
ing, in which the difficulties are great, 
mistakes serious, and deficiency fright- 
fully common, there is a wish to make 
the entertainment a stimulus and a 
means of improvement for all who are 
present. Still, it is not a school-class; 
there is no penalty but a sort of pleasant 
chaffing, and no painful humiliation ex- 
cept for unhealthily conceited fops and 
minxes. 

“It seems to be rather prematurely 
taken for granted that the novelty will 
soon die away, and with it the pastime 
itself. There does not appear to be any 
good foundation forthisidea. Although 
we live in specially educational times, it 
will be some generations hence before 
English people are able to spell their 
mother tongue with perfect accuracy, 
and when that time comes, if ever it does, 
and even before it actually dawns on the 
world, it may not be amiss to try a 
variation of the ‘bee.’ Suppose it was 
a ‘Grammatical Bee,’ what havoc would 
be made of one who, like the author of 
‘Lothair,’ and next in degree of blunder- 
ing certain lady novelists, uses ‘ were”’ as 
the third singular past tense of the sub- 
junctive or conditional mood, and what 
a fight there would be over old Lindley 
Murray's venerable and apotheosised 
bones.”’

HOMES FOR WORKING MEN 
ABROAD, 


HE London Daily Neus of January 
28 has the following. Perhaps this 
accounts in some measure for the falling 
off in emigration. At least it isa good 
way to persuade people to stay at home: 

“Tt is little more than six years since 
George Peabody died, and already ten of 
the commodious and substantial dwell- 
jiug-houses he bequeathed to the working- 
men of London have risen in the metrop- 
olis, all, save one, being completed and 
occupied. The first, built in Spitalfields, 
and completed during the lifetime of Mr. 
Peabody, has since being followed by the 
erection of others in Blackfriars road, 
Stanford street, Islington, Chelsea, Ber- 
mondsey, Westminster, Southwark, and 
Pimlico. This last is still in course of 
building and promises to be the largest 
of all, for it stands on five acres of ground 
and affords site for thirty-six blocks, 
twelve being already far advanced on 
the way to completion. In the aggre- 
gate the population of Peabody's build- 
ings is probably not less than ten thou- 
sand persons, being within twenty-four 
of the population of Tiverton, which 
returns two members to Parliament. 
What the population will be in the course 
of twenty years might be calculated by 
an easy sum that would probably be 
startling in itsresults. Asis well known, 
the amount left by Mr. Peabody, with the 
object of providing ‘improved dwellipvgs 
for the poor of London,’ was half a mill- 
ion sterling. This is a capital sum laid 
eut in an investment returning a certain 
moderate but safe interest, which inter- 
est, as it accuinulates, becomes available 
for the building of fresh dwellings; and 
these will themselves, in the magical 
manner peculiar to compound interest, 
add further sums to the capital, and so on 
ad infinitum. The wise and beneficent 
action of Mr. Peabody has, in fact, plant- 
ed in London a goodly seed which will 
increase and multiply till, in the course 
of time, its branches sball spread-out far 
enough to provide shade and shelter for 
all who can prove their right to dwell 
beneath it. 

The latest addition to the rapjdly-in- 
greasing number of these congeries of 
homes has just been opened in South- 
wark street. It is asubstantial building 
of twelve blocks, and, takiug the average 
of four in each family, will supply house 
room for about one thousand persons. 
In each block there are twenty-two ten- 
ements, afew cousisting of one room, 
some of two, and many of three, but 
each absolutely self-contained, and all 
as private as if they were flats in Victoria 
street, or in the Rue du Faubourg St. 
Honore. The three-room tenements con- 
sist—to take au average example—of a 
kitchen 15 feet by 12, a bedroom 16 feet 
by 14, and a second bedroom 12 feet by 
16. The floors are boarded over, the 
wall are cemented, aud all areat present 
beautifully white. There is a fireplace 
in each room, tbat in the kitchen being 
furnished with a capital oven and boiler, 
There are several cupboards, one in the 
kitchen having over it a meat-safe, with 
doors of perforated zinc. In the passage 
outside is a coal-bin of neat and ingenious 
construction, capable of holding balf a 
ton. On each flat there isa laundry, with 
copper boiler, a wringing-machine, and 
mafigie. This is devoted to the use 
of four families, who have the privivilge 
of occupying it by turns one day a week. 
Each flat has a dust-shoot, the ten- 
ant having vo further trouble than to open 
itand drop down the contents of the 
shovel. Nor does this conclude the list of 
special accommodations in these wouder- 
ful mansions. In an underground room 
of each tenement there is a capacious 
bath, to which the tenants have access 
without charge, and as ofiem as they 
please, there being no other necessary pre- 
liminary than that of calling at the 
Superintendent's office for the key. Gas 
is provided in the wash-honses and 
through the roomy staircases, also at 
the expense of the Trustees. The rent 
of the three-roomed tenements is 5:. 9d. a 
week; fortwo rooms, 4s, 6d. and for one 
room, 3s.

THE DOGS OF CONSTANTINOPLE. 
{from the London Times's correspondence.) 


REE from the cravings of hunger 

after his frugal meal with Duke 
Humphrey, the Constantinople dog 
becomes a socia} being, aud attends to 
the affairs of the commonwealth. At 
every street crossing, utterly deserted by 
men after 9 or 10 o'clock at night, you 
find a dogs’ council. Much asa visitor to 
Constantinople may bave cause to lament 
his ignorance ot Turkish, Arabic and 
Romaic Greek, he ought to feel more 
put out by his inability to understand 
these dogs’ Latin. Had I the rudimeats 
of their language, could I acquire the 
means of communing with these demure 
and, apparently, unsympathizing aui- 
mals, who knows what interesting par- 
ticulars I might learn respecting the laws 
and institutions of their canine republic? 
Perfect gravity and solemnity. what 
one might describe as ominous silence, 
prevails sometimes for hours in their 
busy assemblies. Knowing glances, con- 
ventional signs, seem to suffice for their 
exchange of ideas. The occasional look- 
ing in or pairing off of honorable mem- 


bers adds importance or gives new Zest | 


to the dumb discussion. 

Under the leadership of some presi- 
dent, or on a motion from Right or Left, 
the meeting is pow and then adjourned;

But the most novel 
feature of the house is the “terrapin 
department.’ This room is kept warm, 
and the terrapins luxuriate in air-tight 
chests, each from five to ten bushels 
capacity. These are packed full of 
terrapins, Which number many hundreds 
The most of them are 
of the Cherapeake “diamond back” 
variety, and all are at least seven inches 
across the under shell, that bcing the 
measurement which the terrapin must 
reach before, in the opinion of. the 
epicure, it is fitted for the table. There 
are also kept in some of the chests hun- 
dreds of “slider’’ or fender” 
terrapins, a fresh water variety, chiefly 
from the James River. The babits of 
the terrapin have been made astudy by 
this dealer. He keeps them in his air- 
tight chests, without food, and says they 
not ouly exist deprived of air, but grow 
fat, and if kept in the chests for six 
months willeach weigh four or six ounces 
more than when putin. Ifthe terrapins 
are allowed to have liberty or free air,

AN ARTIFICIAL MoTHER.—Mr. T. 
B. Rogers, the famous poultry raiser at 
Wethersfield, bas “sensed the precise 
thing’ and has invented what he calls 
an “artificial mother’ for the rearing of 
young chickens. He estimates that at 
least fifty per cent, of chickens batched 
are lost by suffering from cold, by being 
stepped on by their mother, by cats and 
other animals, and in various other ways. 
Lie also finds that chickens to be profit- 
able should be hatched in the winter. 
He has hatehea three broods in nine 
weeks with one hen—that is, be takes 
away the chickens as soon as batched and 
places fresh eggs under the hen, and in 
this way keeps her busy propagating 
chickens. Mr. Rogers’s next move wasto 
get up some invention that would take 
care of.the chickens when batched, and 
he has constructed what he calls an 
“artificial mother.”” This isa box with 
two compartments, and about three feet 
long by two feet and a half wide. In 
the rear is a lid covered with wool which 
shuts within three inches of the bottom; 
this is cut off from the front part by a 
strip that can be raised ov hinges. The 
front is protected by lattice work. giving 
plenty of air and light, and on the out- 
side are tin troughs, in which gravel, food

WORKING WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


A LONDON PROJECT THAT NEW YORK PHI- 
LANTHROPISTS SHOULD CONSIDER. 


{From the Saturday Review.) 


OWHERE do the extremes of soci- 

ety meet on exactly the same foot- 
ing as they do across the counter of a 
great shop. On one side—the outer— 
may be seen a countess, perhaps even a 
duchess. On the opposite side—the inuer 
—is another lady. The countess may be 
old, fat, and budly dressed; the shop- 
woman with a perfectly made gown, 
® graceful figure, possibly a beautiful 
face. The one may be ill-maunered and 
cross; the other is generally polite and 
often attractive. The buyer is upscru- 
pulous about giving trouble. The seller 
is obliged to appear unwearying in her 
efforts toplease. In some well-mauaged 
establishments, although the mere social 
difference between the two is immense, 
the shop-zirl is almost as well educated, 
as well cared for, as well doctored, and 
as carefully watched, as the other. She 
ja properly fed, has plenty of books to 
read, a well-lighted sitting-room, and a 
wholesome place iu which to sleep. But 
there is in London alarge number of 
smatier shops where this is not the case; 
where no arrangements can be made by 
which the young women cau be housed, 
and where they are obliged to go to and 
from their work each day. 

Great as may be the contrast between 
the shop-girl’s privaie life and that of 
her customers, it is not greater than that 
between the smail close room which she 
ealla home and the gay scenes of the 
well-lighted music-hall. In many cases 
she does not live or lodge at home. She 
rents a garret in come obscure street in 
order to be near her work, and hither 
she has few inducements to go except to 
sleep. The temptations to keep away 
from it are well-nigh irresistible. Her 
room is a weary way up four or five pairs 
ofstairs. It has no furniture but what 
is absolutely needful. lis so-called com- 
forts are probably shared with another 
lodger. Fire isa rarity, light is expen- 
tive, and she often goes to bed by the 
rays of the street lamp. Her opportu- 
nities of improving her mind by reading, 
ef writing an occasional letter, of cul- 
tivating her religious aspirations, if she 
has apy, aresimply none. She goes there 
to throw herself wearily on ber bed, and 
rises before daylight to hurry back to 
her place of employment. On wet Sun- 
days all she can do is to lie in bed and 
watch the rain-drops on the windows, 
or perhaps, if she haslost all sense of the 
teaching of her childhood, to remake an 
old bounet in hopes of more favorable 
weather the following week. Such too 
often is the round of her life. It seems 
to be the opinion of a considerable num- 
ber of people who have the interests 
of the working classes at heart that the 
establishment of working-women’s clubs 
would be a desirable step. They think 
that the cheap theatres, the dancing 
saloons, the music halls, the public houses 
offer temptations too attractive to be re- 
sisted by young women who, having 
worked hard all day, bave only a poor 
lodging, or a crowded, noisy, and ill- 
kept home in which tospend their even- 
ings. They argue that a girl would be 
better employed in reading a story-book 
or playing a game of bagatelle in an 
airy, well-lighted room, where she could 
havea cup of tea atcost price, than 
going about with young men of question- 
able character to entertainments of a 


debasing description where she learuis to | 


drink gin. The advocates of clubs for 
working-women do notoffer anything to 
induce those who bavealready a home to 
leave its comforts and its duties. They 


/simply wish to enter iuto competition 


with the places in which they see female 
modesty corrupted, and a craving for un- 
wholesome stimulaut for mind and body 
encouraged. We may lament as we will 
the changes that are taking place in the 


constitution of society, and deplore that | 


wowen gre thrown unprotected iuto the 
temptations of great towns. The fact 


unfortunately remains that women will 


soon be obliged to enter the labor market 
ou much the same footing as their broth- 
ers, and the question is how to help them 
to resist the allurements to vice which 
must assail- those cut off from the re- 
straints and protection of family life. If 
it is found that these clubs for working- 
women are really likely to be useful, no 
doubt kiud people will be found ready to 


take the matter in hand. Theadvocates 
of this movement ought to avail them- 
selves of the experience of those who 
bave bad to do with the workingmen’s 
institutions. Many mistakes have been 
made in these natters and much bas been 
learnt within the lastfew years. It would 
be well if. the flavor of charity could be 
kept away. This is the more difficult 
in the present instance as women cannot 
help to build premises or keep them in 
repair when built. What seems to us 
much more needed by working-women 
tban either clubs or reading-rooms are 
respectable lodgings in central situa- 
tions at reasonable rents. These might 
be combined with a coffee-room. There 
is no intelligible reason why such scheme, 
properly managed, should not be quite 
safe, and pay a reasonable percentage on 
the money which might have to be bor- 
rowed for the purpose. At present, par- 
ents who live in the country, and who 
would like their girls to learn a trade, 
are often obliged to relinquish the idea 
because they cannot find respectable 
lodgings at a price which they can afford 
to pay. Caunot the Peabody trustees 
move ia the matter ?

ODDLY ADDRESSED LETTER. 
NUMBER of years ago a post-letter 
arrived in Edinburgh, addressed in 

foreign bandwriting to “M. Tompits, 
Edimbourg.”’ As vo special direction 
was given, the Post Office officials were 
at a loss to understand who this M. Tom- 
pits could be. As far as known there 
was no such person in the town. At 
length, by pondering over the matter, 
and judging from the sound of this ex- 
traordinary name, it was discovered that 
the letter was intended for our old and 
esteemed friend, Mr. Thomas Potts, 
ordinarily and jocularly called Tom Potts 
—alas, now deceased but remembered for 
the geniality o8his character. The letter 
was from a foreigner to whom he had 
shown some kindness, but who had un- 
derstoo@ his name to be simply Tompits. 
It is mentioned that something of the 
eame kind once took place regarding a 
letter which arrived by post in London, 
directed to ‘‘Sromfridevi, Anugleterre.’’ 
There was no sucb person as Sromfridevi 
ever heard of; but on a little consider- 
ation and judging from sound it was 
obvious that the foreign writer of the 
letter meant Sir Humpbrey Davy; and 
this proved to be the case. Following 
the example of the English Genera! Post 
Office the French Administration des 
Postes maintains astaff of * blind clerks” 
—that is to say, caligraphic experts who 
are supposed to be able to decipher the 
most illegible handwriting, and to deduce 
eense and meaning from the apparently 
hopeless chaos of orthographbical blun- 
ders. Some years since there was re- 
turned to the French Dead Letter Office 
an epistlie which had gone the round of 
every seaport in the Levant, and the 
ambiguity of whose superscription had 
baffied a legion of Postmasters, It was 
addressed “J. Dubois, Sultan Crete." 
Now what could this mean? Thesuzerain 
of the Island of Crete is the Sultan of 
Turkey, but his Majesty’s pame is cer- 
tainly more like Abdul Asiz than J. 
Dubois. Five out of the six blind clerks 
in the Rue Jean Jacques Rousseau con- 
fessed their entire inability to solve the 
mystery of Dubois, who, on the face of 
the envelope at least, was proclaimed a 
Cretan Sultan. But to the sixth among 
the band of experts there suddenly 
occurred a happy inspiration. “Fetch 
mea Navy List,’ ‘he said toa subordinate. 
The Annuaire dela Marine was brought. 
The expert looked up Sultan, but alas! 
there was no ship bearing that name in 
the French Navy stationed at Crete or 
anywhere else. The wary cryptographer 
cogitated for a time, still turning over 
the pages of the Navy List. At length 
he rose triumphant to the occasion. “I 
have it,” he cried; “this letter .is 
addressed to J. Dubois, sur le Tancréde,”’ 
and to M. Dubois, who was a quarter- 
master on board the good ship Tancréde, 
op the Pacific station, the letter was duly 
forwarded. The missive was from the 
Quartermaster’s brother, whose educa- 
tion, so far as regarded spelling, had 
seemingly been of a strictly phonetic 
nature, and who bad written down his 
relative’s nddress, notin accordance with 
the commonly-received doctrines of 
orthography, but just as the words had 
sounded to his ear.—Chambers’s Jour- 
nal.
